The Publishers, in issuing the present work, desire to briefly state some 
of the causes which have induced them to present it for public patronage. 

Fikst, the Reasons that demand a New Gazetteer of the United States, 

1. Sine© the census, taken in 1840, such extensive and essential changes 
have taken place in our vast republic, that one would scarcely recognise the 
present, by the most faithful picture of that ten years ago. 

Within that time there have been added to the territory of the republic, 
by our title

to us, but was claimed and partially occupied by a foreign power,' has been 
established by negotiation and been brought within our acknowledged 
boundaries. By such means the area of the United States has been extended 
during the past ten years, from 2,055,163 to 3,230,572 square miles, without 
including the great lakes which lie upon our northern border or the bays 
which indent our Atlantic and Pacific shores. Five new states have been 
admitted to the Union, and five new territories organised within the same 
period. Of course old Gazetteers can not faithfully give the present condi¬ 
tion of the country. 

2. Another reason for a new work is, that existing ones are inaccessible 
to the masses, by reason of their size and extravagant price, or are small, 
imperfect in their details and range of subjects, and entirely local in their 
interest. While the publishers do not claim entire perfection, in the 
present work, they yet have endeavored most earnestly, in all of these re¬ 
spects, to meet the demands for a new Gazetteer. 

Second, the Plan of this Work . _ 

The plan is simple; indeed, the design of such a work suggests the plan to 
be pursued in its compilation. It is not a work of biography, nor of history, 
nor of science, nor of art, but one descriptive of the country as it is, es¬ 
pecially of its geographical and statistical facts; also, with such reference to 
the commercial and political relations of the principal places named, as may 
be desirable or practically useful.

2. It contains Thirty-one State Maps , executed at great expense, and which, 
for the first time, are introduced into a Gazetteer. The maps are divided 
into counties, and will be of invaluable service to persons desirous of cor¬ 
rect information of every part of the country. 

3. Another new feature of this work is the presentation of beautifully en¬ 
graved and very expensive Maps of Fourteen of the principal Cities of the 
Union. These must prove a rare acquisition, to those desirous of becoming* 
fmmffiitt with the topography of our great and most important cities.

Nora—There are generally several villages and post-offices in a town in New England, 
tnd in a township in New Tork and the Western States, these villages and post-offices are 
known by distinct names, for the purposes of convenience. While there may be a number 
of townships of the same name in a state in different counties, it is a general rule to avoid 
haring more than one post-office of the same designation in a state. 

Counties are called districts in South Carolina, and parishes in Louisiana. There are no 
rach marked sub-division of counties in the southern, as exist in the northern states, the 
dwellings being more scattered; the centre of a district is generally the eonrtrhouse. 

The population is only made out by towns and townships at the census office, so that it is 
impossible to give the population of each village in their bounds separately. Where no year 
h stated before the population, it is that of I860. 
































































































































































































DESCRIPTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 


The “United States of America" is 
the most interesting and important 
division of the western hemisphere. 
Comprising a territory equal in extent 
to tnat of half of the kingdoms and 
principalities of Europe oombined, with 
a population exceeded by but three or 
perhaps four of the European states, 
and numbering scarce three fourths of 
a century since it broke loose from the 
leading-strings of the mother-country, 
the American republic stands unpar- 
alelled in the history of the rise and 
growth of nations. The territory of 
the United States lies between the 
meridians of 67° and 125° longitude 
west from Greenwich, and the par¬ 
allels 24° and 49° of north latitude. 
It is bounded by the Atlantic ocean on 
the east, and the Pacific on the west; 
by the British possessions on the north, 
and the republic of Mexico and the 
great gulf of that name on the south. 
It comprises an area of over 8,200,000 
square miles. The frontier line has a length of about 10,000 miles, and about 6,000 miles 
oi sea and lake coast 

Phthcal Aspect.— A territory of such vast extent must of course comprise a great variety 
of surface, soil, and climate. A large proportion of it is not only susceptible of cultivation, 
but has a fertile soil capable of supporting a dense population. There are but few barrens, 
and no great deserts, except one m the territory of Utah. It is numerously threaded by 
navigable streams, besides immense lakes, which not only give fertility to their borders, but 
•re available in bearing the gifts of the soil to domestic and foreign markets, and in bringing 
bsck to the inhabitants the products and luxuries of other climes. 

Houxtaies. —The territory of the United States is traversed by several chains of moun- 
trins. The Allegany, or Appalachian range, on the Atlantic side, runs in a northeasterly 
direction, from the northern part of Georgia to the gulf and rivefr of St Lawrence, stretching 
•long in uniform ridges, at the distance of from 260 to 80 miles from the seacoast, and 
following its general directions. It occupies in breadth a space of from 60 to 120 miles, and 
jjpsiates the waters which run into the Atlantic ocean, from those which flow into the 
paissippi and its tributaries. The highest elevation in this range, and the most prominent 
iu the Atlantic states, is Black Mountain, in the western part of North Carolina; it is 6,476 
feet in height The general elevation is from 2,000 to 3,000 feet above the level of the sea: 
Ibe Rocky mountains, situated about 800 miles frpm the Pacific coast, are on a much grander 
Male than the Alleganiea. Their base is about 300 miles in breadth, and their loftiest 
luramits, covered with everlasting snow, rise to the height of from 12,000 to 18,000 feet 
•bore the level of the sea. These vast chains may be considered as a continuation of the 
Cordilleras in Mexico. The Sierra Nevada is a range of mountains extending through Cali¬ 
fornia, and from these branch off to the northwest the Cascade range, which traverses 
Oregon into the British territories. Both these ranges become more elevated as they extend 
‘•rther north, where some of their peaks enter the regions of perpetual snow. Still farther 
is the Coast range, running almost parallel to, and at a short distance from the Pacific 
**st Other minor ranges will be found described in the states in which they are situated. 

Batx— The principal bays and sounds on the Atlantic border are—Passamaquoddv Imy, 
vhich lies between the state of Blaine and the British province of New Brunswick; Blassa-

chusetts bay, betweeirCapes Ann and Cod; Long Ialand Bound, between Long Island and 
the coast or Connecticut; Delaware bay, which sets up between Cape May and Cape Hen- 
lopen, separating the states of New Jersey and Delaware; Chesapeake bay, which commu¬ 
nicates with the ocean between Cape Charles and Cape Henry, extending in a northern 
direction for 200 miles, through the states of Virginia and Maryland; Albermarle sound and 
Pamlico sound, on the eoast of North Carolina. There are no large bays or sounds on the 
coast of the gulf of Mexico. On the Pacific coast, however, there are several excellent bays, 
but the principal, and only ope necessary to mention, is the bay of San Francisco^ in the 
newly-acquired domain of California. 

Laos.— -Hie chain of inland seas, on the northern boundary, are unsurpassed in any 
country for size and utility. Their dimensions are as follows:—

It# 
course, m conjunction with its great auxiliary, the Missouri, is about 4,200 miles. The 
Mississippi rises west of Lake Superior, in latitude 47° 47' north, amid lakes and swamps, in 
ft dreary and desolate region, ana after a course southeast for about 600 miles, reachei the 
falls of the St Anthony." Thence it flows in^ a southeasterly and then a southerly direction, 
and discharges its waters into the gulf of Mexico. The principal tributaries of the Mississippi 
from the east are the Wisconsin, the Illinois, and the Ohio, which is itself formed by the 
junction of the Allegany and Monongahela, at Pittsburgh. The chief tributaries of the Ohio 
are the Wabash, the Cumberland, and the Tennessee. The principal tributaries of the 
Mississippi from the west, are the St Peter’s, the Des Moines, the Missouri, the Arkansas^ and 
the Red rivers. The Missouri enters the Mississippi river about eighteen miles above St 
Louis, after a course of 3,217 miles, and being much the longer and latter stream of the two, 
should properly carry its name to the gulf of Mexico, but the Mississippi, having been first 
discovered and explored, has retained its name through its whole length. The Missouri ia 
formed of numerous branches, which rise among the Rocky mountains, between the parallels 
of 42° and 48° north latitude, the principal of which are the Yellow Stone, the Nebraska or 
Platte, and the Kansas. The most remote are the Jefferson, Madison, and Gallatin rivers. 
The only obstruction that occurs to its navigation ia at the Great Falls, a distance of 2,000 
miles from the Mississippi. The principal rivers east of the Alleganies, emptying into the 
Atlantic, are the Penobscot, Connecticut, Hudson, Delaware, Susquehannah, Potomac, James^ 
Roanoke, Great Pedee, Santee, Savannah, and Altamaha. The principal rivers which rise 
south of the Alleganies, and fall into the gulf of Mexico, are the Appalachicola, which is 
formed by the junction of the Chattahoochee and Flint rivers; the Mobile, which is formed 
of the Alabama and Tombigbee, which unite near latitude 31°, after a separate course of 
several hundred miles, and the Colorado, Brazos, and Rio Grande del Norte, in Texas. The 
latter stream, and the Gila which empties into the gulf of California, nearly form the 
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boundary line between the United States and Mexico. The rivers flowing from the Rocky 
mountains to the Pacific are, the Columbia, in Oregon, which rises near latitude 66° north, 
sod falls into the Pacific ocean, after a course of 1,600 mile*. Its principal tributaries are 
Clarke, Lewis, Colville, and Willamette riven. The Colorado, in California, after a course 
of 1,000 miles, empties in the gulf of California The other rivers in California are the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin, which empty into the bay of San Francisoo, and the Buena¬ 
ventura, which empties into the bay of Monterey. 

Climate.—T he United States, though lying within the temperate zone, embraces almost 
every variety of climate. In the northern parts, the winters are long and severe; snow 
often falls to the depth of three or four feet, and the cold is so piercing as to oblige the 
inhabitants to make veiy diligent provision against it Spring returns here in April, and the 
heat is great in summer. In the southern parts of the country, enow is seldom seen, ice is 
rarely formed in the rivers, and those fruits which shrink from a northern climate, and 
flourish only in warm regions, are scattered over the soiL In Georgia, the inhabitants may 
load their tables with oranges, lemons, and other exquisite fruits that grow in their gardens 
and groves, while in parts of Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont^ even peaches will not 
flourish. Between thene extremities, as in Virginia, Kentucky, Missouri, Illinois, and Cali¬ 
fornia, there is a region adapted to the wine-grape, which thrives beet in places removed 
from both the torrid and frigid zones. 

Pcvuo Lands.—T he public lands form a very important feature of the national wealth. 
The property of the soil within the limits of tie United States, not owned by the several 
states, or by individuals, is vetted in the general government They are principally located 
ia the western and southwestern states and territories, and in Californu and Oregon. The 
following table exhibits the number of acres of the public domain that have been'sold, and 
remaining unsold and unappropriated, to the first of July, 1862:—

Motkeaia —Minerals abound in the United States in great variety and profusion. ( It has 
all the useful, as well as all the precious metals Iron is very generally diffused, and is very 
abundant Coal, both bituminous and anthracite, is found m great quantities, especially in 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and Tennessee. Rich copper mines exist In 
111iehigan and some other states, and lead mines in Missouri and Illinois The gold mines of 
California Deem inexhaustible; quicksilver mines have also been profitably worked them 
Granite, marble, and other building stones, are found in every section of the country. Balt 
springs abound in many parts of the Union, and large quantities of salt are manufactured in 
New York, Western Pennsylvania, Western Virginia, Ohio, and Illinois; it is also made from 
sea-water in some parts of New England. 

FttBUtim—The fisheries of the United States are extensive and valuable. About 260 
vessels and about 12,000 seamen and landsmen are employed in the whale-fishery. The 
products of this fishery amount to from 400,000 to 500,000 barrels of oil annually. The cod- 
fishery ia pursued off the coasts of New England, and as far north as Labrador, and about 
100,000 tons of shipping are thus employed. The mackerel fishery employs about 60,000 
tons of shipping. 

Commxsce.- 2 —In the extent and prosperity of its commerce, the United States is second only 
to Great Britain. There is no part of the globe to which American merchantmen do not find 
their way; and the coasting and inland trade is carried on to a far greater extent The 
foreign exports are confined principally to agricultural products, with naval stores, timber, 
and other productions of the forest The imports ars European manufacture^ principally of 
the finer descriptions, and the productions of the tropics, as sugar, coffee, spices, wines, Ac. 
The table of imports, exports, revenue from customs, public lands, Ao, with the tonnage 
employed in foreign commerce, and the public debt of the United States, from 1791 to 185% 
will be found on the succeeding page, exhibiting the rapid progress of the country.

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Havufaoitob. —-The manufactures of the United States are various, comprising almost 
•very article known to commerce. From the great variety of soil and climate, producing in 
abundance every species of raw material, the cheap and inexhaustible supply of me ing 
power furnished by innumerable running streams, combined with the improvements which 
are every day taking place in machinery, the United States is destined eventually to distance 
all other countries in its progress in this branch of industry. The entire capital invested in 
manufactures in the United States on the first day of June, 1850, was $580,000,000; amount 
paid for labor, year ending as above, $240,000,000; value of raw materials, $550,000,000; 
value of manufactured articles, $1,020,800,000; persons employed, 1,050,000. For cotton 
good*, there were 1,094 establishments, with $74,501,031 utpital invested, using 256,496,000 
pounds of cotton, and 121,099 tons of coal; value of all raw materials, $84,885,056; number 
of persons employed, 92,286, producing 763,678,407 yards of sheeting, Ac., valued at 
$61,869,184. For woollen good*, there were 1,559 establishments, with $28,118,650 capital 
invested, using 70,862,829 pounds of wool, and 46,370 tons of coal; value of all raw mate¬ 
rials, $25,755,988 ; number of persons employed, 39,252, producing 82,206,652 yards of doth, 
▼slued at $43,207,555. For the production and manufacture of iron, there were 1,190 
establishments* with $49,258,006 capital invested, employing 57,294 persons, producing 
564,755 tons of pig iron, and manufacturing 822,745 tons of castings and 278,044 tons of 
wrought iron, using 1,374,196 tons of mineral coal and 71,089,814 bushels of coke and char¬ 
coal; value of raw material, fuel, Ac., used, $27,049,75$; value of entire products, $54,604,006. 
For the production of malt and spirituous liquors, there was $8,334,254 capital invested, em¬ 
ploying 5,487 persons, consuming 17,582,240 bushels of grain, Ac., producing 1,177,924 barrels 
of ale, Ac., 42,133,955 gallons of whiskey and high wines, and 6,500,500 gallons of rum. 

Population. —The first census was taken in 1790, since which period there have been six 
decennial enumerations. Their results are as follows:—

Nativity of the Population .—One of the most interesting results of the census of 1860, is 
the classification of inhabitants according to the countries of their birth. The investigations 
under this head have resulted in showing that, of the free inhabitants of the United States, 
17,787,506 are natives of its soil, and that 2,210,828 were born in foreign countries; while 
the nativity of 89,014 could not be determined. It is shown that 1,905,518 of the whole 
number of foreign-born inhabitants were residents of the free states, and 245,810 of the slave 
states. It is found that the persons of foreign birth form 11.06 per cent of the whole free 
population. The countries whenee have been derived the largest portions of these additions 
to our population, and their relative proportion to each other, appear in the following 
statement:—

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Another interesting branch of this inquiry is that which concerns the inter-migration of 
eor native citiaens among the atatea The facts developed show how far one section has im¬ 
proved its own characteristics and peculiar customs on others It is found that out of 
17.736/793 free inhabitants 4,112*488 have migrated and settled beyond the states of their 
birth. Three hundred and thirty-five thousand natives of Virginia* equal to 26 per cent of 
the whole, have found homes outside of her own borders South Carolina has sent forth 
163,0001 which is 86 per cent of all native citiaens of that state living in the United States 
at the date of the census, and the very remarkable proportion of 69 per cent of the number 
remaining in the state of their nativity. North Carolina has lost 261,676 free inhabitants, 
equal to 81 per cent by emigration. Among the northern states, Vermont and Connecticut 
have contributed most largely to the settlement of other parts of the country. Their pro¬ 
portion, about 26 per cent of their native citiaens, would exceed, perhaps, that of either of 
the southern states already mentioned, were the number of slaves in the latter admitted as 
an element of the calculation. 

Persons subject to Misfortune .—There were in 1660, 6,027 white males, 4,058 females, and 
632 colored, deaf and dumb in the United States, being an average of one to each 2,151 per¬ 
sons among the whites, and of one to each 3,006 of toe free colored, and one to each 6,552 
among the slaves. Of Mind, there were 4,619 males, 8,478 females, and 1,706 colored, 
averaging one to each 2,446 among the white population, one to 870 of the free colored, and 
one to 2,646 of staved. Of insane, there were 7,697 males, 7,469 females, and 612 colored* 
averaging one to each 1,290 among the whiter one to 1,888 of free colored, and one to 11,010 
of slaves. Of idiots, there were 8,276 males, 5,954 females, and 1,476 colored, averaging 
among the whites one in each 1,874, of free colored one in 985* and of slave one in 3,080. 

Pauperisms .—The whole number of persons who had received the benefit of the public 
funds of tha different states for the benefit of indigent persons, for the year ending June 30, 
I860, amounted to 184,972. Of this number there were 68,538 of foreign birth, and 66,434 
Americans; while of the whole number receiving support on the first day of June, there 
were 36,916 natives and 18,437 foreigners, making a total of 60,368 persona Of those 
termed Americans, many are free persons of color. The entire ooet of the support of these 
individuals during the year, amounted to $2,964,806. 

Crime The whole numbei of persons convicted of «crimc in the United States, for the 
year ending the first day of June, I860, was about 27,000; of these, 18,000 were native and 
14,000 foreign born The whole numbei in prison on the first day of June, was about 6,700, 
of whom 4,300 were native 2,460 foreign.

Rsiuoads, Aa—About fourteen thousand miles of railroad are in successful operation in 
the various sections of the United States, and the same number in progress of construction. 
They are nearly equal, in the aggregate, to the railroads of all the rest of the world; and 
if extended in one line, would reach more than halfway round the globe. There are about 
6,000 miles of eanals in the United States, forming valuable artificial means of navigation 
for transporting the heavy products of the country; but since the rapid increase of railroad 
communication, few canals nave been commenced. It is within ten years that the first line 
of telegraph was erected in the United States, and there are now more than 18,000 miles in 
operation, connecting the most important points of the country with each other, for the 
instantaneous transmission of intelligence. 

EnccATUMf.—There is great attention paid to education in most of the states. Common 
and primary schools are widely distributed, and high schools are numerous. The common 
schools are supported either by a fund accumulated from various sources, or by taxation; and 
in the new states and territories 640 acres of the public lands in every township is specially 
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reserved for purposes of education. There are in the United States 180 colleges and univer¬ 
sities, 50 theological seminaries, 16 law schools, and 40 medical schools. Nearly 4,000,000 
youth were receiving instruction in the various educational institutions of the country in 
1850, distributed in about 100,000 schools and college* and employing more than 116,000 
teachers* At the same period, there were 2,800 newspapers and periodicals published in the 
Union, with a circulation of 5,000,000, and an annual aggregate issue of 422,600,000 copies. 

Religion. —There is no established or national church in the United State* religion being 
left to the voluntary choice of the people. No special privileges or immunities are granted 
to one denomination beyond another, it being an essential principle in the national and state 
governments, that legislation may of right interfere in the concerns of public worship^ only 
so far as to protect every individual in the exercise, without molestation, of that of his choice.

Government. —The government of the United States is a confederated republic, each state 
being independent, ana having the exclusive control of all concerns merely local, with its 
own executive, legislature, judiciary, Ac. But the regulation of commerce, the defence of 
the country, and all the general concerns of the confederacy, are committed, by the constitu¬ 
tion, to a general government The legislative power is vested in a Congress, consisting of 
a senate and house of representative* The senate is composed of two members from each 
state, chosen for a perioa of six years, and so arranged that one third of the senate is renewed 
biennially. The members of the house of representatives are chosen eveiy two year* Their 
number is proportioned to the number of inhabitants, two fifths of the slaves being omitted 
in the enumeration. The house of representatives represents the people; the senate repre¬ 
sents the state* The executive power is vested in a president, who, together with the vice- 
president, is chosen for four years, by electors from all the state* The principal subordinate 
officers of the executive department are the secretaries of state, of the treasury, of the 
interior, of war, and of the navy, the postmaster-general, and the attorney-general. The 
president must be a native-born citizen, and 85 years of age. The judiciary is composed of 
a supreme court, of one chief and eight associate judges, of forty-six district court* held 
respectively by a district judge alone, and of nine circuit court* composed of the judge of 
the district and one of the judges of the supreme court There are, beside* territorial court* 
which are temporary, ana lose that character when the territory becomes a state. The 
present constitution of the United States was adopted in 1789, and has since been amended, 
it secures to the people the grand principles of freedom, liberty of conscience in matters of 
religion, liberty of the press, trial by jury, and the right of suffrage in election* 

Colonial Histobt. —The original thirteen state* it is well known, were formerly colonies 
of Great Britain. The English made the first settlement at Jamestown, in Virginia, in 1607; 
New Tork was settled by the Dutch in 1614, and afterward ceded to the English; and at 
Plymouth, in Massachusett* in 1620, the first settlement was made by the English in New 
England. The remaining colonies were principally offshoots from these parent-stem* The 
dates of their settlements are as follows: New Hampshire in 1628; New Jersey in 1628 ; 
Maryland and Delaware in 1627; Connecticut in 1683; Rhode Island in 1686; Pennsylvania 
in 1640; North Carolina in 1665; South Carolina in 1670; and Georgia in 1782. Among 
the earliest settlers in North America were many who emigrated from Great Britain on 
account of civil or religious persecution ; men who, being of republican principle* naturally 
instilled those principles into the minds of their children, and thus laid the foundation of 
that spirit of resistance to arbitrary acts of power, which kindled the flames of war between 
the mother-country and the colonie* and ended in the establishment of a powerful republic. 

In 1765, a stamp-duty on various articles was imposed by the British parliament on the 
colonies; but on tneir remonstrating, this was soon after repealed. But it was subsequently 
followed by several oppressive act* against which the colonists remonstrated and petitioned 
in vain. At length, despairing of redres* a general congress of delegates was called to con¬ 
sult upon the public good. The Congress assembled at Philadelphia, September 4> 1774, and 
various measures were adopted to obtain justice from the British government. But their 
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pet&ooa were answered by new aggressions, and their remonstrances were replied to by 
sending arms to intimidate them, and to coerce them into submission to arbitrary power. 
The alternate presented was, war or sulvkrt. The colonists chose the former, and made 
vigorous preparations for the coming storm. ' The first martyr-blood of the Revolution flowed 
at Concord and Lexington, Massachusetts, April 19,1775. The church-bells rang throughout 
the neighboring region, and the people seized arms and flocked to Boston by hundreds. On 
the 17 tn of June following; the battle of Bunker’s Hill occurred between 1,600 Americans 
and about 3,000 British regulars. The enemy was three times repulsed, but at length the 
Americans were compelled to retreat across Charlestown Neck. Among the Americans slain 
was the brave General Warren. The loss of the Americans was 460; that of the British 
upward of 1,000. About the time of the battle of Bunker’s Hill, Washington was appointed 
command er-in-chie£ and Congress adopted the army collected at Boston, under the name of 
the “continental army." He took the command about the first of July, and proceeded to 
invest Boston. In March following, the British under General Howe evacuated the town, 
and New England became freed from foreign soldiery. The battles at Lexington and Bunker’s 
Hill had aroused the minds of the colonists to a more determined resistance; and when, in 
the spring of 1776* intelligence was received of the intention of the king to subdue them at 
all hazards* public opinion soon became decidedly in favor of union and independence. A 
resolution was adopted by Congress on the 9th of June, that “ the united colonies are, and 
ought to be, free and independent states; that they are absolved from all allegiance to tha 
British crown; and that all political connection between them and the state of Great Britain 
i% and ought to be, totally dissolved." 1 This Mid proposition was soon after followed by the 
appointment of n committee to draft a declaration of independence. This committee con- 
nsted of Thomas Jefferson, John Adams, Benjamin Franklin, Roger Sherman, and Robert R. 
Livingston. The draft wu made by Jefferson, and after m few verbal alterations by Dr. 
Franklin and Mr. Adams; it was submitted to Congress on the 28th of June. It was laid upon 
the table until the 1st of July, when it was taken up in committee of the whole, and after 
«e line i for u of 

land and III 'onnsy Ivania refused their concurrence; but conventions of the people having been 
called, majorities were obtained, and on the 4th of July, votes from all the colonies were 
in its ft 

states. The contest thus auspiciously commenced, was continued with varied success.- 

victory sometimes perching upon the banner of the patriots; and sometimes rout and disaster 

.till the defeat and surrender of Cornwallis; with his whole army, at Yorktown, October 

19, 1781, proved the death-blow to British power in the United States, and a cessation of 

re! oiled 

States and Great Britain, was signed on the 20th of January, 1788, and on the 8d of Sep¬ 
tember following, a definite treaty was signed, and speedily ratified, anil the United States 
declared to be “a free and independent nation.” 

Fkdkral History. —The year subsequent to the declaration of independence, the united colo¬ 
nies had entered into a compact for the general good, and adopted articles of confederation m 
organic law for the whole. " But when peace returned, and commerce and the arts began to 
revive, they were found too defective for sound and efficient government; and accordingly, 
in May, 1787, delegates from the several states met at Philadelphia* and adopted the present 
federal constitution on the 17th of September following. The government was organized 
under it, and George Washington, who had commanded the Amerioan army through the 
trying tiroes of the Revolution, was elected the first president He was inaugurated in the 
city of New York, on the 30th of April, 1789. Washington filled the presidential chair eight 
consecutive yean; and within that time established a wise financial and foreign policy for the 
government—-the chief features of which were, an economical expenditure, a judicious tariff 
for revenue, and strict neutrality in relation to the wars of nations in the eastern hemisphere. 
Vermont, Kentucky, and Tennessee, were admitted into the Union during Washington’s 
administration. Our neutral policy irritated the French, and they not only committed 
aggressions upon oar commerce, but threatened us with invasion. John Adams succeeded 
Washington in 1797, and in view of the threats of the French, he raised an army and 
increased the navy. Washington was appointed to the command of the former, but he died 
soon after. Happily for humanity, the services of the army were not needed Thomas 
Jefferson succeeded John Adams as president of the United States in 1801. Daring his 
administration a treaty was effected with France (then ruled by Napoleon as first-consul) for 
the cession of Louisiana to the United States, for which our government paid fifteen millions 
of dollars. The energetic measures of President Jefferson, made the oommercial and j>olideal 
influence of the United States seriously felt in Europe. The scar which England received, in 
her contest with America during the Revolution, still mortified her pride, and the growing 
commerciml importance of the new republic excited her fiercest jealousy. In her impotent 
wrath, she committed aggression after aggression, until at length they could no longer be 
borne with honor; and during the fourth year of Mr. Madison’s administration (which suc¬ 
ceeded Mr. Jefferson’s* in 1809), war was formally declared against Great Britain. This war 
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was continued until February, 1816, when peace was restored, a treaty haying been agree«I 
to at Ghent, by eomroiarioners appointed by both power* During Mr. Madison's administra¬ 
tion, Ohio, Louisiana, and Indiana, were admitted into the Union. The total expenditures of 
the United States government during the war, may be stated in round numbers at 
$100,000,000, and the loss of lives at about 80,000 persona The war with England had 
scarcely closed, when the depredations upon our commerce by the Algerine corsairs, rendered 
it necessary to declare war against that power. A squadron under Commodore Decatur 
sailed for tne Mediterranean in May, 1816, and in a very short time he obtained payment for 
property destroyed, and treaties highly advantageous to the United States from the dey of 
Algiers, and the beys of Tunis and Tripoli James Monroe succeeded Mr. Madison in the 
presidential chair in 1817. His administration (which lasted eight years) was a quiet one, 
and no foreign war disturbed the repose of our people A brief war with the Seminole 
Indians occurred In 1818; and in 1819 Spain cedea to the United States the whole of East 
and West Florida, and the adjaceot island* During Mr. Monroe's administration, Mississippi, 
Illinois, Alabama, Maine, and Missouri, were admitted into the Union. On the admission of 
the latter state, in 1820, the slavery question first arrayed the North and South as antagonists 
upon sectional ground* In 1822, Congress, by an almost unanimous vote, acknowledged the 
independence of the South American republic* John Quincy Adams succeeded Mr. Monroe, 
in 1826, and his administration was one of almost unbroken pence and prosperity. Andrew 
Jackson succeeded Mr. Adams as president in 1829. A tariff law, passed in 1628, causal 
much discontent at the south, and a threatened rebellion, called Nrdlificatio*, was manifested 
in South Carolina in 1881-82. During Jackson’s administration, the Indian “Black Hawk 
war,” occurred, and a second war with 'itie Seminoles commenced in 1885; and Arkansas and 
Michigan came into the Union. Martin Van Boren succeeded Jackson in the presidential 
chair, in 1887. It was during his administration that the troubles oil our Canada frontier 
took place, when the sympathizing aid which our people lent to the revolted Canadians, came 
veiy near involving us in hostilities with Great Britain. Van Buren was succeeded by 
General Harrison in 1841, but death terminated his earthly careex just one month after lie 
was inaugurated, and John Tyler, the vice-president, succeeded him. During Mr. Tyler's 
administration a new tariff iiiiiii iiii]iii 1 liilii(ii i| iil ; Texas, an i(ii!iiiil« i J ||ii i iiiiiiiii i iiiil. republic; and Florida, were 
annexed to our confederacy.

May, 1846. General Scott was also sent to Mexico, and there took the chief command. 
Taylor captured Matamoras and Monterey, and defeated a Mexican army of four times the 
number of his own forces at Buena Vista; while Scott, after securing Vera Cruz, pushing on 

toward the capital.After several successful battles, he hoisted the American flag over •• the 

halls of the Montezuma*” A treaty was finally concluded between our government and that 
of Mexico, by which California and New Me xioo became the property of the United State* 
Iowa and Wisconsin were admitted into the Union, and the Oregon boundary question settled, 
during Mr. Polk's administration. General Zachary Taylor v«i elected the twelfth president 
in 1848. The dincovety of gold in California, and the colonization and founding of a new 
state on the Pacific const, were the chief events of Taylor’s administration. President Taylor 
died quite suddenly, on the 9th of July, 1860, and wa* succeeded in office by the vice-pres¬ 
ident, Millard Fillmore, whose administration was signalized by the admission of California 
into the Union, and the passage of the compromise measure.' On the 4th of March, 1863, 
Franklin Pierce entered on the discharge of the duties of the executive office, as the four¬ 
teenth president of the United State*

Physical Aspect— 
The face of Alabama 
is somewhat varied. Near the gulf of Mexico the coun¬ 
try la low and level, embracing numerous swamps and 
savannas. A large portion of the upland, toward the 
centre, consists of pine-barrens, thinly wooded, or cov¬ 
ered with coarse grass. The soil here is generally sandy 
and thin. The central part of the state consults of a 
table-land, with a deep, rich, productive sod. Toward 
the north, the surface becomes mountainous and hilly, 
beyond which lies the valley of the Tennessee, where 
the toil is highly fertile. 

Mountains. —The Cumberland or Appalachian range 
extends into this state from the nortneast, and is be¬ 
lieved to abound in mineral wealth. 

Rivers and Jay*.—The principal rivers are, the Ala¬ 
bama, Tombigbee, Black Warrior, Coosa, Tallapoosa, 
Tennessee, Chattahoochee, Perdido, Cahawba, and the 
Mobile. The chief bays are. Mobile, and Bon Secour, 
which are situated in the southwest part of the state. 

Islands. —At the mouth of Mobile bay is a chain of 
low islands* the three principal of which are, Dauphine, 
Hurricane, and Horn. 

Climate. —The climate of the uplands la generally 
salubrious, with mild winters, and pleasant summers ; 
but in the southern parts, and along the border* of the 
streams, it is unhealthy. The extremes of die seasons 
greatly vary. Those portions of the state lying along 
the gulf may be regarded as sub-tropical, while those 
situated in the more elevated and northerly parts, are 
more or less subject to excessive frosts, and abiding 
snows. Although the navigation of the rivers is some¬ 
times impeded by ice, it ft more frequently die case 
that it is suspended by excessive droughts. 

Productive Resourcss.—Ho part of this state will ad¬ 
mit of die profitable cultivation of the sugar-cane, un¬ 
less we except a narrow strip along its extreme border 
on the southwest The staple products are cotton, rice, 
tobacco, wheat oats, potatoes, and Indian corn. Indigo 
was formerly ranked among die staple crops, but its cul¬ 
tivation has long since ceased. The farms under culti¬ 
vation, in 1850; were 41,961 Mines of gold, silver, and 
iron, are successfully worked in the county of Ran¬ 
dolph. Gold also occurs in Tallapoosa, Coosa, Tal¬ 
ladega, and Chambers. Silver is found In Tallapoosa; 
iron in Benton, Clarke, and Talladega; nitre in Blount; 
and lead in the bed of the Tennessee, on Muscle shoal. 
Coal abounds in Tuscaloosa, and on the Cahawba, and 
Black Warrior; marble, granite, limestone, See., in 
Clarke, which also produces salt 

Manufactures. —There are upward of 1.000 manufac¬ 
turing establishments in this state, producing $500 and 
more each annually. There are several cotton factories 
established, though they produce only the more com¬ 
mon fabrics required for domestic use. Tanneries, 
flouring, and saw mills, are numerous; and the prod¬ 
ucts of Individual industry in the mechanic arts are con¬ 
siderable. 

Railroads smd Canals. —There are as yet but about 
150 miles of railroad completed in Alabama. But new 
lines are projected, and some of them wQ] be carried 
through at an early day. The principal canals are, the 
Muscle Shoal canal, thirty tlx mflea long, and the 
Huntsville canal, sixteen miles. 

Commerce.—The foreign trade of Alabama (mostly 
exports of domestic produce) amounts to about 
$12,000,000 annually. The shipping engaged in the 
foreign trade is about 100,000 tons, and about as much 
more in the coasting-trade, principally with the northern 
Atlantic porta. 

Education. —Of the educational institutions in Ala¬ 
bama, the university at Tuscaloosa, founded in 1828, la 
is the principal; beside* this are, La Grange college, 
founded in 1831; Spring-Hill college, founded in 1830; 


and Howard college, at Marion, founded in 1841. A 
law-school is attached to the university, and theological 
seminaries to Spring-Hill and Howard colleges. Tnere 
are in the state about 200 academies ana grammar- 
schools, and about 1,000 primary and common schools. 

Population .—In 1800, estimated at 2,000; in 1810, at 
20,845; in 1890.it was 127,901; In 1830; 309,527; in 
1840,590.756; in 1850, 771,6721 Number of slaves in 
1820.41,879; in 1830,117,549; in 1840,253^39; in 1850, 
342.892. 

Government .—The legislative power is vested in two 
branches, a senate, and nouse of representatives. The 
house of representatives consists of 100 members, elected 
for two years; the senate consists of 33 members, 
elected for four years, one half retiring every two 
years. The executive power is vested in a governor, 
who fa elected by the people for two years; and ix 
eligible four years out of six. State election first Mon¬ 
day in August. The legislature meets biennially at 
Montgomery. The judical power is vested in a su¬ 
preme court, of threejusticca; in a court of chancery, 
of three chancellors, the state being divided into three 
chancery districts; in circuit court*, each held by one 
judge, the state being divided into eight circuits, and 
such inferior courts a* the legislature may establish. 
The judges of the supreme and circuit courts, and the 
chancellors, are elected by a joint vote of the two 
houses of the general assembly, for six years. The 
right of suffrage is possessed by every white male citi¬ 
zen, of twenty-one years of age, who has resided within 
the state one year preceding an election, and the last 
three months within the district in which he offers his 
vote. 

History .—The territory of ' Alabama wss formerly 
held by France, as a part of Louisiana, its first per¬ 
manent settlement by European* having been estab¬ 
lished by DTberville, in 1702; on Mobile bay. Subse¬ 
quently, four degrees of latitude^ of its most northerly 
part, fell into tne possession of the English, and was 
embraced within the grant to the Georgia colony, in 
1732. After the treaty of Paris, in 1763, when Florida 
was ceded to Great Britain, and the French restricted 
to the western side of the Mississippi, the southern 
part of the present state of Alabama was attached to 
the western division of Florida, the northern division 
being claimed by Georgia, as a part of the original grant, 
which embraced the region between the rivers Savan¬ 
nah and Altamaha, extending from their head waters 
westward to the 44 South sea." In 1781, Governor Gal¬ 
vez, of Louisiana, invaded and conquered West Florida, 
which, together with a part of East Florida, then held 
by the British, once more fell into the hands of Spain, 
in 1783, who held it until 1796, at which time, all that 
portion of Georgia south of the Altamaha was ceded to 
the United States. By act of Congress, subsequent to 
the adjustment of the boundary between Louisiana and 
Florida, and our then ncwly-aoquired territory, north 
of the thirty-first degree of latitude, provision was made 
for a territorial government, in what is now comprised 
Mississippi and Alabama, called the “ Mississippi Terri¬ 
tory." Iu 1802, oesaion was made, by Georgia, to the 
United States, of all her territory on the west, between 
Chattahoochee and Mississippi rivers, as far up the for¬ 
mer as nenr the thirty-third parallel of latitude, and 
then to latitude thirty-five degrees by the existing line 
between Georgia and Alabama. In this condition the 
Mississippi territory remained until 1817, when it was 
organized by act of Congress into two states. Missis¬ 
sippi and Alabama. In 1819, the inhabitants of the lat¬ 
ter formed its constitution, and in 1820 it was admitted 
into the Union as an independent state.

Pkyrical Aspect. —In the eastern part of die state, say 
a distance of 100 miles from the Mississippi, the country 
is low And wet, and much of the land, except along Use 
borders of the streams, is subject to inundation. With 
the exception of some prairie, the eastern portion ia 
covered with dense forests. The soil here, where ara¬ 
ble, is of the most productive kind. In the middle of 
the state, die surface is uneven and broken, and in the 
western parts it is mountainous and hilly, interspersed 
by timber lands, prairies, and barren plains. In some 
respects, Arkansas may be regarded as a barren country, 
although along the margins of the streams the soil ia 
generally fertile, but remote from these it is sterile and 
poor. 

Mountains. —The chief mountains in this state are the 
Ozark, which lie at its northwest comer, rising to a 
height of some 2,000 feet A range of hills, called the 
Black mountains, runs between the Arkansas and White 
rivers, extending from the latter to the western border 
of the state. 

Rivers and Spring *.—The principal rivers that tra¬ 
verse this state, are the Arkansas, Wachita. White, and 
St Francis. The Mississippi waters its almost entire 
boundary on the east Toward the source of the Wa¬ 
chita, there are hot springs, which are much resorted 
to by invalid*. Their waters are pure and limpid, pos¬ 
sessing little or no mineral properties, and, though 
varying considerably in the range of their temperature, 
sometimes rise nearly to the boiling point 

Climate. —The climate of the easterly part particu¬ 
larly on the borders of the rivers, is generally moist 
and unhealthy; but in the middle and westerly portions 
it is regarded by the settlers as salubrious. The climate 
of the southerly part, resembles that of Louisiana, 
while that at the north is similar to Missouri. 

Productive Resources. —The staple products are, cot¬ 
ton, wool, lumber, peltry, wheat, oats, potatoes, tobaoco, 
Indian com, cattle, hones, and mules. The southern 
portion of the state is well adapted to the cultivation of 
cotton. Its mineral productions consists of iron ore, 
lead, gypsum, salt, and coal. 

Manufactures. —The manufactures of Arkansas are 
confined principally to supplying the immediate wants 
of the people. The number of manufacturing estab¬ 
lishments in the state, in 1850, producing 8500 and up¬ 
ward each annually, was 27L 

Commerce. —Arkansas has no direct foreign com¬ 
merce, its staples being shipped principally at New Or¬ 
leans ; but its river trade is considerable. 

Education. —There is no collegiate institution in Ar¬ 
kansas. It has about 15 academies and 200 common 
schools. 

Population. —In 1820,14,273; in 1830,30,388; in 1840. 
97,574; in 1850, 209,639. Number of slaves, in 1820, 
1,617; in 1830, 4,576; in 1840,19,935 ; in 1850,46,962. 

Government.—Tho legislative power is vested in a 
general assembly, consisting of a senate and bouse of 
representatives. The senators are elected by the peo¬ 
ple, by districts, for the term of four year*; the repre¬ 
sentatives, by counties, for two years. The senate con¬ 
sists of not les*than 17, nor more than 33 members; 
the house of representatives of not less than 54, nor 
more than 100 members. The general elections are 
bolden every two years, on the first Monday in October, 
and the legislature meets biennaDy, on the first Monday 
in November, at Little Rock. The executive power is 
vested in a governor, elected by the people onen in four 
years; but be is not eligible for more than eight years 
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In but term of twelve years. 71 m Judicial power is 
vested in a supreme court, of three justices, in circuit 
courts, in county courts, and justices of the peace. 
71»e judges of the supreme and circuit courts arc chosen 
by the general assembly, of the former for eight, of the 
latter for four yean. Justices of the peace are elected 
by the people for two years. Judges of the county 
courts are chosen by the justices of the peace. Every 
white male citizen of the United Stales (excepting sol* 
diera and seamen of the army and navy), a resident of the 
state six months, is entitled to vote at elections. 

History .—Arkansas was originally a part of the prov¬ 
ince of Louisiana, and constituted a portion of that un¬ 
defined region lying west of the Mississippi, which re¬ 
ceived not the tread of the white man until the present 
century, unless visited by De Soto, who explored the 
valley of the Mississippi in 1541. In the arrangement of 
territories It was separated from Louisiana and attached 
to Missouri It remained in this connection till 1819, 
when It was erected into a distinct territory, under 
its present name. The Rocky mountains were its 
western limits; but by congressional acts in 1824, and 
by subsequent treaties with the Cherokee Indians, its 
area waa curtifledL In 1836, a convention of the repre¬ 
sentatives of (tie people assembled at Little Rock, and 
adopted a state institution; mid the same year Arkan¬

Many of til* public structures 
splendid and costly. Baltimore haa been named 
the “ Monumental city/' chiefly from the two greet 
monuments it contains. Washington monument is a 
Doric column, of white marble, 180 feet high, resting on 
a base of the imtixie material, 20 feet high, and sur¬ 
mounted by a statue of the man it commemorates. 
Ascending by a winding staircase within the column, 
the visiter beholds a wide prospect of the dty and its 
varied environs. Battle monument, also of white mar¬ 
ble, is 52 feet high, and waa erected to memory of tins 

C ota who fell in defence of tibia dty against tibe 
sh, to 1814. Many of the churches are remarkable 
for architectural beauty. The courthouse, state peni¬ 
tentiary, customhouse, St. Mary's college, and tibe halls 
of numerous literary and scientific institutions, are 
among the other important public buildings. The ex¬ 
change is 225 feet wide, 141 feet deep, and 115 feet to 
the top of the dome. Colonnades of the Ionic order, 
made of Italian marble, extend across its east and weal 
fronts. Water is supplied to abundance from fountain* 
to the dty, and from Jones's fall, to the vicinity, by an 
aqueduct and pipes. In manufactures, as in commerce, 
Baltimore ranks with the great cities of America.

Boaronr Cmr, the capital of Maasachusetta, and seat 
of paatioe of Suffolk co., occupies a peninsula and other 
adjacent points, at the head of Massachusetts bey. The 
original town was confined to the peninsula, but this, 
although enlarged by artificial means, baa long since 
proved too narrow for the growing city, which, passing 
the barriers thrown around it by nature, now embrace*, 
independently of the populous towns and villages that 
are its offspring, the triple division of “Old Boston/’ 
* South Boston/’ and " East Boston.” The “ Neck” w is 
formerly the only avenue from the town to the mate 
land, but It is now united by bridges, and other avenues, 
to Charlestown^ Cambridge, South Boston, wild oitiiMEM- 
ciuTciviiiding points. From the west side of the city, 
Woiteirm avenue is continued to Brookline, on the op¬ 
posite aide of Charles river hay, by a costly dam one 
mile in linn 1 a half in length, and 100 feet broad. Proceed 
tag from the middle of this, cm which are several tide- 
mills, a (second dam divides the bay into two spacious 
beams. Several of the Boston railroads also cite (lie 
I Midges built expressly for that purpose. 

The harbor extends from Nantaeket to the city, and 
spreads from Chelsea and Nahant to Bingham, contain¬ 
ing about seventy-five square miles. It is studded i 
upward of fifty islands, or rocks, and receives the 
waters from the Mystic, Charles, Neponsef, and Manat- 
Ifcut rivers, with several other smaller streams I hie 
mf the roost remarkable features connected with the 
harbor, is the costly and splendid wharves. These 
marks of commercial enterprise and prosperity are 
about mm hundred in number, and of various n- 
riona. Long wharf is 1,800 feet long, and 200 feet wide ; 
Central wharf 1,397 feet long, and 150 feet wide ; India 
whar£ 980 feet long, and from 246 to 280 feet wide ; and 
DBmarrcial wharf is LI 00 feet long, and 160 fix;!: wide. 
These, like most of the others, are fined with extensive 
and magnificent warehouses, constructed of the most 
anlustantial materials. 

Another valuable acooisttion is Boston Common, a 
pleasant park of about fifty acres, situated at the south¬ 
westerly slope of Beacon bill It is pleasantly diversi¬ 
fied with knolls, avenues, fountains, a small lake, or 
pond, and trees, some of the latter being interesting 
relics of colonial and revolutionary times. The com¬ 
mon is surrounded by an iron fence, over one mile in 
extent. Between the common and Charles river bay. 
lies the Botanic Garden, a beautiful and tasteful en¬ 
closure. On the north side of the common, and at the 
summit of the hill, stands the ststehouae, an elegant 
structure. 173 feet in length. 61 feet In depth, and 120 
feet in height Tbe top of the dome is 230 feet above 
tide-water. Tbe view from tbe top of the storehouse is 
very extensive and vuiefaied: perhaps nothing in the 
co untry is superior to it To the east appears the bay 
and harbor, interspersed with beautiful Islands; and in 
tbe distance beyond, tbe wide ocean. To the north tbe 
eye is met by Charlestown, with its interesting and 
memorable heights, of Banker Hill, crowned with the 
monument, 220 feet In height, and the navy-yard of the 
United States; the towns of Chelsea, Malden, and Med¬ 
ford, and other villages, and the natural forests ming¬ 
ling in the distant horizon. To the west, is a fine view 
of the Charles river and bay, the city of Cambridge, 
rendered venerable for the -ertiry, now about two 
hundred years old; Jd rated towns of

Fanenfi Hall, which is Justly styled the “ cradle of 
American liberty,” was originaQy built in 1740, for a 
town-hall and market-house. It bu been enlarged and 
beautified on several occasions, d will always be a 

S f historical interest to foe lovers of liberty. Ad¬ 
it on foe east is Quincy Market one of the moat 
d and commodious edifice* of the kind in foe 
country. It is constructed of granite, or sienite. 540 
feet in length, 50 feet wide, and two stories high. The 
courthouse, merchants' exchange, poatoffioe, custom¬ 
house, Massachusetts general hospital, foe old south 
meetinghouse, Park-street, BraiUMireet, and Trinity 
churches, the Tremor house, Revere house, foe 
Afomncum, foe jail, Society of Natural History, the 
houses of industry, correction, and reformation, are 
among other objects of interest The water works may 
be regarded as one of the most important of foe recent 
improvements. By a aeries of pipes and reservoir*, 
water is conveyed to all parte of foe city proper, and 
East 'and South Boston, from Long Pond, or Lake Co- 
chitoate, a distance of nearly 20 miles. It will sup¬ 
ply 10,000,000 gallons of water daily, and cost about 
•5,000,000. 

Railroads diverge from this city in various directions, 
connecting it with Plymouth, New Bedford, Fall River, 
Providence, Stonington, New York (via Worcester, 
Springfield. Hartford, New-Haven) ; with Albany, via 
Worcester and Springfield : with Vermont, via Fitch- 
burgh ; also, with Lake Winnipisiogee and the White 
Mountains, in New Hampshire, via Nashua, Concord, 
and Meredith Bridge; also, via Haverhill, Exeter, and 
Dover; with Lawrence, via Lowell and Manchester; 
with Augusta, Me., via Salem, Newburyport, Porta- 
, Portland, and Bath. 

IlkiNiiton la pre-eminently distinguished for its efforts in 
behalf of education.

dosed by a substantial brick wall Here, too, it the 
U. 8. dry-dock, a structure of almost unequalled vast¬ 
ness. The foundation is 406 feet long, and 120 feet 
wide. The main chamber is 286 feet long, and 30 feet 
wide at the bottom ; at the top 307 fret long, and 98 feet 
wide. The iron folding-gates weigh 150 tons. Pumps 
discharge 40,000 gallons of water per minute. Ships- 
of-war of the largest class, here enter and are repaired. 
Sixteen years were occupied in the construction of this 
dock. The churches, which in proportion to the popu¬ 
lation of the place, are equalled in number and beauty 
by no other dty, except, perhaps, by those of New 
York, are of all orders of arehitectiire, from the chaste 
and simple Grecian, to the pure Gothic, with lofty walls, 
richly-sculptured columns, and tinted windows. The 
literary advantages of Brooklyn are also numerous and 
valuable. Libraries, lectures, scientific, and literary 
societies; and schools of various grades, are flourishing 
and well supported. The harbor of Brooklyn is deep, 
spacious, and sufficient for any number of vessels. 
Along the southwest front, opposite Governor's Island, 
extends the Atlantic dock, a deep and spacious basin, 
of 42 acres, which is surrounded by piers and bulk¬ 
heads, containing a large number of substantia) ware- 
house*, built of stone. Other warehouse* and factories 
of various kinds line thewbarr©§ along East river, from 
the Atlantic dock to Wallabout bay. A few miles south 
of the city, beyond Gowanus bay, lies the beautiful and 
enchanting Greenwood cemetery, which, for combina¬ 
tion of romantic nature with splendid art, is probably 
surpassed by no necropolis in the world. The ’Long 
Island railroad terminates In Brooklyn, at the South 
ferry. The population to 1800, was 3,298: in 1810,

Buffalo, city, and seat of justice of Erie co., N. Y., 
is situated at the confluence of Buffalo creek with the 
east end of Lake Erie, and at the western terminus of 
the Erie canal, by which route It is 363 miles distant 
from Albany. It occupies a slope, chiefly on the north 
side of the creek, which is here deep enough for vessels 
drawing eight feet of water. The streets are generally 
regular, the buildings substantial, and many of them 
Imposing. The longest and broadest is Main street, the 
Broadway of Buffalo, on each side of which, for more 
than two miles, extend lines of stores and other build¬ 
ings. From the top of the elevation above the city, ap¬ 
pears a wide panorama of the lake, Black Rock basin, 
Niagara river, the Erie canal, and the surrounding 
country. 

B uffal o i* the offspring of the Erie canal, and ever 
since the completion of that stupendous work, has con¬ 
tinued to increase in population, wealth, and impor¬ 
tance. It is the gate through which the vast commerce 
of the great lakes and the western states passes on its 
way to New York and the east A great chain of railroads 
binds Buffalo to New York, Boston, Albany, and the 
richest portion of the Empire state along the course of 
the Erie canal; and another, traversing the valleys of 
the Susquehanna and Delaware, links it with New I 
Jersey, New York city, and Philadelphia. By either of | 


these routes, the passenger may reach Buffalo from New 
York, a distance of about 500 milea, in less than 20 
hours. The Lake-shore railroad connects it with the 
vast network of railroads in the western states. 

The harbor of Buffalo was formerly impeded by 
sands which die winds and storms of Lake Erie de¬ 
posited at its entrance. By the construction of a mole 
and pier, 1,500 feet long, this obstacle is removed, and 
vessels drawing eight feet of water, now enter the ererik. 
Here, in the winter season, a large number off vessels, 
steamboats, ships, schooners, and canal-boats, are con* 
gregated and protected from ice and storms. Several 
hundred schooners, and a number of steamboats, navi¬ 
gate Lake Erie from Buffalo to the different ports on tin 
shores. A large amount of capital is invested in manu¬ 
factures.

Pacific. Its superficial area ia 190,000 square miles. 

Physical Aspect — The general features of this state 
are mountainous and hilly, with tbe exception of the 
great valley of tbe Sacramento and San Joaquin, which 
covers an area of 500 miles in length, and 50 or 60 miles 
in width. Here the surface is level aud the soil fertile 
along the borders of the streams; but further back it is 
either arid and unproductive, or consists of extensive, 
low, alluvial marshes ( htlares ), thickly covered with 
rushes, which are traversed by numerous navigable 
creeks, or streams. This valley is bounded on tbe east 
by the Sierra Nevada, the most prominent range in the 
state, which run nearly parallel with the coast, at a dis¬ 
tance of 100 to 200 miles. On the west of this valley 
lies another range of lesser mountains called the Coast 
range, some of them rising to the height of 3,000 feel 
which also run parallel with the coast, at a distance of 30 
to 60 miles. Among these hills are numerous valleys, 
some of which are highly fertile, and are surrounded by 
scenery of great beauty and picturesque effect. The 
soil which appears to be best adapted to the purposes 
of tillage, is that embraced within the above-named val¬ 
leys, and those adjacent to Eel river, Humboldt harbor, 
and San Francisco bay. 

Mountains. —The moat prominent range of mountains 
in this state ia the Sierra Nevada, along the western 
slope of which lie the far-famed gold regions, extending 
over an area 400 or 500 miles in length, and 30 to 60 
in breadth. This slope is intersected by numerous 
gorges, or ravines, which afford egress to the tributaries 
of the Sacramento and San Joaquin, and presents to the 
landscape an aspect extremely picturesque, ragged, and 
rough. Tn the coast range the moat prominent are Car- 
nero, Diablo, and Santa Cruz mountains. 

Rivers, Bays, Harbors , and Lakes. —Hie principal 
streams are, the Sacramento, San Joaquin, Klamath, 
Trinity, Feather, Yuba, Eel, Nappa, Calaveras, Salinoa, 
Guadalupe, Tuolumne, Moqnefumne, Pqjaro, Merced, 
Mariposa. Stanislaus, Fall, and American rivers. Tbe 
bays worthy of note are. San Francisco. San Pablo, and 
tiie Suisun, all entered tn rough tbe Golden-Gate, which 
together form a harbor sufficient for tbe collected fleets 
or die whole world. They afford good anchorage, and 
are completely land-locked, and consequently are safe 
at all seasons. Humboldt and St Diego harbors, and 
Trinidad bay, are well protected from the ocean winds, 
and afford a safe anchorage. The harbor of Monterey 
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is good, bat li subject to the swell of the Pacific st ill 
times. This country has sozne lakes, the most noted of 
which an, the Tulare*, Owen's, Clear, and Rhett 
Climate .—The climate of California, with the excep¬ 
tion of that in the valley of Sacramento, and San Joa¬ 
quin, from June to October, may be regarded as salu¬ 
brious. The dry sea s on , in wMcn little or no rain falls, 
lasts {generally from April to November. The rainy 
months occur from November to May, during which 
period it la estimated that nearly one third of the days 
are stormy. In the region near the coast, snow rarely 
falls to remain in the valleys, but occasionally cap the 
—and larger Mu*; but further inland it is 
more frequent, and the Sierra Nevada is often capped 
with snow till snow falls again. The annual inunda¬ 
tions of the valley of Sacramento and San Joaquin occur 
fat the winter and spring, and the streams are frequent¬ 
ly at great height in April and May, in consequence of 
the melting of the mountain snows. The temperature 
of the coast, particularly in the northwestern part of 
the state, is mild during the year; but the climate of 
the const at the south is much warmer, and in summer 
It often is exceedingly hot A few miles from the coast 
the breeses from the ocean become tempered to mild¬ 
ness, and the climate is pleasant and healthy. Still 
further inland, beyond the reach of the ocean breeze, 
particularly in the great valley, the summer tempera¬ 
ture In often intensely hot The nights, however, are 
usually coot.

Since that time it has been found 
on all of the principal eastern branches of the Sacra¬ 
mento and San Joaquin, as well as among the coast 
range on the tributaries of the Trinity and Klamath, iu 
the northern part of the state. In the spring of 1850 a 
new impulse was given to the enterprise, from the dis¬ 
covery of numerous veins of auriferous quartz in Mari¬ 
posa county, since which other*, richly impregnated 
with the precious metal, have been successfully worked 
in various parts of the golden belt The discovery of 
qusrtz veins in Mariposa, led to a more carefhl exami¬ 
nation of other parts of the state, when gold-bearing 
quartz was found in almost every county along the foot 
Mila of the Sierra Nevada, aa far north as the northern 
branches of the Feather river ; and the county of Ne¬ 
vada has probably more quarts mills now In operation 
than all the statebesides; while E3 Dorado county baa 
produced the richest quarts yet discovered, with per¬ 
haps the exception of the Carson creek vein. The prod¬ 
uct of the cold mines inlS52 is estimated at *70,000,000. 
The gold Is found under two general forms—inter¬

cattle of the country are generally owned by the native 
Californians, who often have herds of many thousands. 
Thews, though quite small, afford excellent flesh, and 
went formerly slaughtered in immense numbers for 
their tallow and hides, being the eMef source of wealth 
of the inhabitants. This state is not well timbered, ex¬ 
cept on the mountains. On the range along the coast 
are extensive forests of eedar, which grow to an im¬ 
mense size, and fttrnishes a durable material for build¬ 
ing. Toward the north and east, at the base of the 
fiferra Nevada, arq immense forests of gigantic pines, 
cedars, fir*, and other valuable timber trees, some of 
which are said to exceed 15 feet in diameter, and 200 
feet in Might. Omitting tiie lead, copper, and silver 
■tines, which have been discovered, but not worked, in 
California, its gold, and dnnabar, or quicksilver mines, 
may be said to constitute Its principal resources. The 
latter, though not much worked as yet, are regarded by 
many as the moat valuable mining properly in the state. 
That at New AJmaden, a few miles south of San Joa6, 
h one of the richest veins in the world, yielding from 
40 to 75 per cent, of pure quicksilver. It Ls the opinion 
of good judges that, if properly worked, this mine 
would yield lull •1,000,000 per annum. Although the 
wustenoe of gold In this country had long been known, 
ft never attracted general attention before 1R48, when 
it was discovered near Sutter's Mill, on the south fork

of washing, or separating the gold from the earth, are 
various. The simplest method la the use of the wooden 
bow cradles, three or 

four feet long, with cleats, or rockers, on the bottom, 
and a riddle tint one end; others are made of sheet iron, 
with rounded bottoms and wooden rocker*. Some use 
the “ Long Tom," a structure eight or ten feet long, 
while others use the “ Virginia rocker," amalgamating 
the gold with quicksilver. A great variety of other ap¬ 
paratus and expensive machines have bean invented for 
{separating time gold, some of which answer an admira¬ 
ble purpose; but the “ Burke" and the " Long Tom" 
are the general favorites, wherever an abundance of 
water is at command. In cases, however, where the 
gold occurs in fine particles, blended with black sand 
or alluvion, it can not be separated to advantage with¬ 
out the use of Mercury. 

Railroad *.—California has no railroad in operation as 
yet, though one has been projected from San Josf, the 
recent capital, to San Francisco. 

Commerce ,—San Francisco ls the principal commer¬ 
cial port of California. Its commercial resources are 
at present based upon Its metallic wealth. Gold sup¬ 
plies the medium of domestic exchange, and of foreign 
commerce. San Francisco, therefore, is a mart for the 
competing trade of the whole world. The number ot 
arrivals and departures of vessels at this port are more 
numerous than those at any other port in the United 
States, New York alone excepted. There are now 
about twenty ocean-steamera traversing the Pacific 
and connecting with porta on the Atlantic, about sixty 
engaged in the river trade, and some four hundred 
other craft of various kinds navigating the rivers and 
bay. It haa considerable direct trade with the 
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South American states, China, and the East In* j 
dies. 

Education—The constitution of California makes the 
following provision for the support of common schools 
throughout the state: 4 ‘ The legislature shall encourage, 
bj all suitable means, the promotion of intellectual, 
scientific, moral, and agricultural improvement The 
proceeds of all land that may be granted by the United 
States to this state for the support of schools, which 
may be sold or disposed of, and the 500,000 acres of 
land granted to the new states, under an act of Con¬ 
gress distributing the proceeds of the public lands 
among the several states of the Union, approved A. D. 
1841; and all estates of deceased persons who may 
have died without leaving a will, or neir, and also such 


the Interest of which, together with all the rents of the 
unsold lands, and such other means as the legislature 
may provide, shall be Inviolably appropriated to the 
support of common schools throughout the state. The 
legislature shall provide for a system of common 
schools, by which a school shall be kept up and sup¬ 
ported in each district at least three months in every 
year." The legislature is also required to provide for 
the election of a superintendent of public instruction ; 
and to take measures for the improvement and perma¬ 
nent security of any funds arising from the sale oi lands, 
or from any other source, for the endowment and sup¬ 
port of a university. 

Population. —The population of Upper California, In

In 1802, but prior to the year 1697, the colonists were 
all expelled by foe ill-used natives, when Charles II., of 
Spain, granted the country to foe Jesuits, with the view 
of converting the Indians to Christianity. Under their 
guidance, and foe protection afforded by military poets 
In foe vicinity of their minions, by the end of the last 
century, numerous flourishing towns bad sprung up, 
around which gathered thousands of the natives, by 
whose labor in rearing herds, and cultivating the most 
fertile parts of foe sou, the wealth and prosperity of tho 
Jesuits became immensely great In 1824, California 
constituted one of foe provinces of the new republic of 
Mexico, by whose acts the missions were virtually 
broken up, foe reclaimed Indians dispersed, many of 
them joining the wild mountain tribes, and In foe course 
of time, from the superior knowledge and bad habits 
they hod acquired from the whites, they became no¬ 
torious for their thievish and marauding character. In 
this state the country remained until 1846, when it was 
subjugated by the United States under the joint efforts 
of Stockton, Kearney, and Fremont. In 1848, it was 
ceded to our government by Mexico. In September 
of the year following its constitution was formed, by a 
convention of delegates at Monterey, end ratified by the 
people in November following; and in 1850 it was ad¬ 
mitted into tiie Union as an independent state. The

It is constructed with regularity and 
taste, and many rich and varied trees of southern 
climes lend their charma Besides the dty proper, 
there are populous suburbs, which afford fine sites for 
residences, and axe Identified with its growth and inter¬ 
ests. Charleston may be considered as the metropolis 
of the southern Atlantic states, as New Orleans is of 
those on the Mexican gulf and the Mississippi Into 
this basin, flow many of the products of North Caroline 
and Georgia Its foreign commerce is extensive and 
valuable, as is also its coasting trade, and packets, as 
well ss splendid steamships, ply to New York and other 
maritime dtiea The Santee canal connects Santee 
with Cooper river, thus opening a co mm u n ication from 
Columbia the state capital, to Charleston. 

The public buildings and Institutions of the dty, In¬ 
dicate the wealth, intelligence, and liberality of the 
people. There are a number of banka, churches, and 
notela some of them splendid and costly. Other prom¬ 
inent buildings are the customhouse, guard-house, ex¬ 
change, dty-hall state citadel, almshouse, orphan asy- 
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hmi, jafl, and the College of Charleston. The literary and 
tdeitfific instigations and libraries, are generally respec¬ 
table and flourishing. No city ia more justly noted for 
bcMpitafity and refinement, and its climate is more salu- 
brioui than that of most southern cities, affording a de¬ 
lightful and safe summer resort for planters from the 
bar country arid the West Indies, ana a pleasant winter 
leant for people from the north. 

The South Carolina railroad extends to Augusta, on 
foe Savannah, 137 mOes, where it communicates with 
the Georgia railroad. At Brancbtown, 62 miles from 
(harfestim, the Cohusshia branch diverges to Camden 
and Columbia.

vatory : scientific and literary institutions. Cincinnati, 
BL Xavier, and Woodward colleges, and Lane seminary, 
are located In the cite, and exhibit the high regard for 
education which is cherished in the west 
The manufactures of Cincinnati include a great va¬ 
riety of articles of necessity, comfort, and luxury. Na¬ 
ture has supplied no remarkable water privilege*; yet 
enterprise has constructed extensive appliances for the 

S secution of manufactures. Several canals, approach- 
the city from different potato, by means of locks 
dams, perform the functions. of riven in. respect to 
' Industry and trad* Cincinnati is tine market and em- 
porium of a wide extent of country, exchanging its 
manufactures for mist numbers of bogs and other agri¬ 
cultural products. This extensive trade is facilitated 
by the numerous natural and! artificial channels of com¬ 
munication from various points. From Us position on 
the OUot it commands the commerce of its valley, with 
that of the Mississippi, while Licking river enters the 
Ohio opposite the city, after meandering 330 miles in 
Kentucky Whitewater and Miami rivers, with theii 
navigation improved by extensive canals, largely con¬ 
tribute to till! tar* and prosperity of the plaoe. 

The water-works of Cincinnati consist of a steam 
engine and rerervoin on the Ohio, which contain 
1 , 604000 gallons. 

From Cleveland and Sandusky city, Ml miles apart, 
on Lake Erie, two lines of railroad traverse the state, 
meet at Xenia, and terminate at Cincinnati.

Physical Asp**.—The surface is uneven, and greasy 
diversified by bills andvalleya Tlie soil is generally 
fertile, particularly so in Fairfield county, and the al 
luvial meadows In the valley of the Connecticut are 
uncommonly fine, and well adapted for tillage; tut a 
large portion of the state is better suited to the purposes 
of grazing. 

Mountains. —Strictly speaking, there are three moun¬ 
tain ranges in this state; one running a few miles esrt 
of the Connecticut, as far south aa Chatham, where It 
is cut off by that river, md reappears again on the west¬ 
ern side, and terminates at East Haven. Another nnjNV 
which extends from Mount Tom, in Massachusetts, 
runs through the whole state, on the westerly side of 
the Connecticut, and terminates at New Haven, in a 
bold bluff called East Rock. A third range, still further 
west, extends from the Green Mountains, in Vermont 
across the state to New Haven, and terminates in a 
similar bluff called West Rock. The Blue bills, in 
Southington, belonging to this range, are the most ele¬ 
vated land in the state, being at least 1,000 feet in height 
At the westward of Hartford is Taleott mountain, 0 * 
longing also to this range. * 

Rivers , Boys; Harbors, if* —The principal rivers are, 
the Conne^icut, Housatonic, Thames, Farmington, Nau¬ 
gatuck, and the Qninnebaug. The shores of Connecti¬ 
cut are penetrated by numerous bays and creeks, which 
afford many safe harbors for small vess el s. The three 
best harbors in the state are those of New London, 
Bridgeport and New Haven. 

Climate. —The climate is generally healthy, though sub¬ 
ject to sadden changes of temperature, and extreme de¬ 
grees of beat and cold. In winter, the northwest winds 
are piercing and keen, while thorn which blow from tto 
south are more mild. Near the coast the weather to 
particularly variable, usually changing with the wind, 
as it blows from the land or the sea. In the western 
and northerly parts of the state, the temperature is more 
uniform and mild. 

Productive Resources .—Among the staple products 
may be enumerated, bones, mules, neat cattle, sheep, 
swine, poultry, eggs, fish. bee£ pork, milk, butter, 
cheese, silk, wool, tobacco, hemp, flax, hay, straw, 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat, Indian corn, pots* 
toes, garden vegetables, fruits, elder and wine. In* 
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ore, of superior quality, la found in Salisbury and Kent, 
that of toe former being particularly adapted for the 
manufacture of wire. At Stafford, a bog iruu ore la 
found, from which excellent casting and hoflow ware 
are made. Lead and copper mines exist in different 
parts of the state, but in general they have not been 
worked to much extent. A lead mine, near Middle- 
town, was wrought with some success during the revo¬ 
lutionary war. At Simsbury there is also a mine of 
copper. In Chatham, and Haddam, a reddish-brown 
freestone la quarried, which is easily wrought, and is 
highly esteemed in modern architecture, wherever it 
can economically be obtained. Fine variegated marble 
la found at Milford, resembling verd-antique. 

Manufacture*. —A large proportion of the people of 
Connecticut are engaged m manufactures, more par¬ 
ticularly those of cotton and woollens; also, iron, hats, 
j)af>er, leader, tinware, buttons, cutlery, carriages, ship- 

Railroad* end Cmefs.—Connecticut has over 800 
miles of railroad in operation, and others projected, 
which will undoubtedly be carded through at an early 
day. The only canals in the state now in operation are 
those which have been constructed to facilitate naviga¬ 
tion cm the Connecticut river. 

Commerce. —The commerce of Connecticut is mostly 
with the southern states nod the West Indies. The hn- 
porta and export* of 1850 amounted to •614.390, one 
half of which entered and cleared at New Haven, and 
one fourth at New London. The shipping owned with 
In the state amounta to about 130,000 tons. Hie fonijp 
commerce of Connecticut has decreased, owing to tie 
facilities afforded by railroad communication for ship 
ping at New York and Boston

History—Connecticut comprises apart of the lirav 1 
tory of the Plymouth colony, and was granted to the 
earl of Warwick, in 1630, extending westward from the 
Allan!ic to tine “ South sea " The first pennant ml in ftle- 
ment waa made In 1633, by English emigrants from Mas¬ 
sachusetts Bay, who located at Windsor, Hartford, and 
Wethe ii sfieId In 163 5, anoth 11 pui Itan colony waa also 
established at the mouth of the Connecticut, called the 
Saybrook," in honor of Lords Siiy and Brook, to whom, 
in 1631, the earl of Warwick hud conveyed Ha title. In 
1638, a third puritan colony waa formed at New Haven, 
and remained in force until 1665. In 1639, the inhabi¬ 
tants of Windsor, Hartford, and Wethersfield, formed a 
separate government for themselves, as one public 
state, or cozstmcmwealtii, to which the Saybrook colony 
was annexed, by purchase, in 1644, and with which the 
New Haven colony united, under the royal charter, in 
1665. In 1662, the royal charter of Connecticut waa 
granted by Charles II., embracing the territory extend¬ 
ing westward from Narraganset bay to the Pacific, em¬ 
bracing within its iimlta the New Haven colony, and 
most of the present state of Rhode Island. In l«T7 t Sir 
Edmund Andros came to Hartford with a body of 
troops, and, by royal authority, aa governor-general of 
all New England, demanded a surrender of this charter, 
and a dissolution of the existing government. The Con¬ 
necticut assembly being in session at the time, were not 
disposed to make the surrender, and while the subject 
was under discussion, the lights were extinguished, and 
the charter secretly conveyed away, and concealed in 
the cavity of a hollow oak-tree, watch is still standing, 
and bears the name of the M Charter Oak." This char¬ 
ter formed the basis of the government until 1818, when 
the present constitution was adopted. Within this 
charter was embraced the “ Connecticut Western Re¬ 
serve," consisting of about 3.300,000 acres of land in the 
northeast part of Ohio, which, as a compromise, was 
ceded to the United 8tates, in 1796. It was sold to the 
Connecticut Land Company, for §1,200,000, and was 


the foundation of the state school fond. The conntitn- 
tion of the United States was adopted in 17881 The 
motto of the state seal is, Qui tranatuik euethut —“ He 
who brought us hither still p re s e rv es ." 

Government *—The government is vested In a gover¬ 
nor, lieutenant-governor, senate, and house of represen¬ 
tatives, all chosen annually by the people, on the first 
Monday in April. The senate consists of not leas than 
18, nor more than 94 members. The sessions of the 
legislature are held annually, alternately, at Hartford 
and New Haven. The judicial power la vested in « su- 
prfeme court of errors, superior court, and such inferior 
courts as the legislature may establish. Judges are 
chosen by the legislature, and hold office during good 
behavior, or till seventy years of age. The right of suf¬ 
frage is eqjoyed by every white male citizen of the 
United States, who has resided in the town six months 
immediately preceding, and has a freehold of the yearly 
value of seven dollars, or shall have performed, or been 
excused from, military duty, or shall have paid a stale 
tax. one year next preceding the election, and who is 
of good moral character.

Its length from north to south U 90 milea, its 
greatest breadth 32 miles, and its superficial area 2,120 
milea. It derives its name from the bey on which it 
lies, and which received its name from Lord Delaware 
(or de la War), governor of Virginia, who died upon its 
waters. 

Physical Aspect. —The general aspect of this la 
that of an extended plain, or several inclined plains, fa¬ 
vorable for cultivation. Some of the upper portions of 
the county of Newcastle, however, are irregular and 
broken; the heights of Christiana are lofty and com¬ 
manding ; and the hills of Brandywine are rough and 
stony; out in the region toward Delaware river and 
bay there U very little diversity of surface. On the ta¬ 
ble land, forming the dividing ridge between the Dela¬ 
ware and Chesapeake, U a chain of swamps, which rive 
rise to various streams, that descend the slopes to either 
bey. Along the Delaware river, and some ten miles 
into the interior, the soQ generally consists of a rich 
clay, well adapted to the purposes of agriculture; but 
between this tract and the swamps the soil U sandy and 
light, and of inferior quality. In the county of New¬ 
castle the soil U a strong clay; in Kent ft U mixed 
with sand; and in Sussex the sand greatly predomi¬ 
nates. 

Rivers and Boys.—The principal streams, besides the 
Delaware river, which forms a part of the eastern boun¬ 
dary, are Brandywine, Jones, Christiana Duck, sad 
Mispillion creeks, and Chop tank, Marshy Hope, and 
Nanticoke rivers. India river enters the Atlantic by a 
broad estuary, and Delaware bay washes the state on 
the east 

Climate. —The climate U generally mild and healthy ; 
but the two extremes differ in temperature more than 
might be expected in so little extent of latitude, and in 
so small a difference in relative height The winters in 
the northern part are somewhat cold, but never severe. 
The summers are hot in those situations not tempered 
by the breezes from the bays. 

Productive Resources. — The principal staple products 
are horses, mules, neat cattle, sheep, poultry, eggs, 
swine, bee£ pork, silk, wool, hay, butter, cheese, nuK, 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat potatoes, peaches, 
and Indian corn. The county of 8usaex exports large 
quantities of timber, obtained from Cypress swamps, or 
Indian river. Delaware contains Sut few minerals. 
Among the branches of the Nanticoke there are large 
quantities of bog iron ore, however, well adapted for 
castings. Before the Revolution it was worked to 
some extent but since that period the business has de¬ 
clined. 

Manufactures. —The manufactures of Delaware con¬ 
sist chiefly of woollen and cotton goods, leather, paper, 
iron, gunpowder, Ac. Its flouring-mQlt are num e ro u s 
and extensive, and its flour takes s high stand in the 
market 

Railroads and The only railroads within the 

state are, the Frenchtown. from Newcastle to French- 
town, 16 miles; the Philadelphia and Wilmington, and 
the Wilmington and Baltimore, which form part of the 
great line of travel from the northern to the southern 
Atlantic states. The Chesapeake and Delaware sloop 
canal, 14 miles long, Is the only canal tn the state. It 
extends from Delaware dty to Back creek, and unites 
the waters of the two great bays from which H takes its 
name. 

Commerce, —The foreign commerce of Delaware la 
very small The of shipping owned In the 
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state is abort 17.000 tons, 15,000 of which i* engaged in 
the coasting-trade. 

—There Jp bat one college In Delaware, 
which ia located at Newark, and waa founded in 1833.

FLORIDA. («o call¬ 
ed by Juan Ponce de 
Leon, in 1812. from 
having discovcredthe 
coast on Pascua Flo¬ 
rida, the name, in 
Spanish, for Easter,) 
the most southern 
state in the union, 
lies between 25° and 
31° north latitude, 
and 80° and 871° 
west longitude from 
Greenwich; and is 
bounded north by 
Alabama and Geor¬ 
gia, cant by the Atlantic, south by the gulf of Mexico, 
and west by the gulf of Mexico and Alabama. Its su¬ 
perficial area is 59,000 square miles, of which but about 
one half is yet surveyed and occupied. 

Pkynctd Aspect. —The face of the country Is generally 
level, and not much elevated above the sea, thouglf we 
find along the whole northern boundary considerable 
diversity of surface. A base of calcareous rock com¬ 
mences in the northern part of the state, and probably 
extends under the whole peninsula. This friable stone 
outcrops the surface of St, Augustine, and other parts 
on the main, and reappears again on the southern keys, 
as well as on the Bahamas, and the northern shores of 
Cubs, on the opposite side of the gulf. In Florida, 
this formation is generally overlaid by deep super-strata 
of clay, shells, and sand. The soil, however, generally 
Is sandy, except in places called “ hummocks," where 
it consists either of reddish-yellow or black clay, 
mixed with sand. These hummocks, which are nu¬ 
merous and much scattered throughout the state, 
vary from a few acres to several miles in extent, and 
constitute no small part of the peninsula. Another in¬ 



considerable portion of Florida consists in what la geo- 
entity known in the south by the name of ** pine-bar¬ 
rens,” much of the soil of which is exceedingly poor; 
though there are extensive tracts of hummock, table¬ 
land, and swamp, of the richest character, well adapted 
to cultivation. These barrens, wherever intersected by 
streams of pure water, however poor they may be, af¬ 
ford excellent ranges for grazing. The southern por¬ 
tion of the state presents singular alternations of sa¬ 
vannas, hummocks, lakes, and grass-ponds, called col¬ 
lectively “ everglades," which extend from Cape Sahle 
into die heart of the country for several hundred miles. 
This region, including two large swamp*, one named 
Atsenahooffa, on the western slide, and rim other Hal- 
pabooka, on the northeastern aide, embracing the large 
lake Okeechobee, covers an area of 7,000,000 acres, 
4,500,000, of which are usually submerged in water, 
from two to seven feet deep. The “ Pahhayokee,' 1 or 
“ grass-water," as the Indians call the everglades com¬ 
prises from 1,000,000 to 1,500,000 acres of submerged 
lands. The basin of the everglades is surrounded by a 
rim of soft lime-rock, from half a mile to five miles in 
width, and its bottom is represented to be some 12 to 
15 feet above the level of the sea. Deep tide rivers ex¬ 
tend from the ocean and gulf quite up to the margin of 
the river; and comparatively, at a small outlay, mil¬ 
lions of acres of land, now worthless, could be drained 
by canals, and brought Into the highest state of im¬ 
provement Within this basin are thousands of islets, 
of the richest class of land, and the glade* are often 
filled with tall grass, from six to ten feet in height, 
the annual decay of which has occasioned a deposit*? in 
the water from two to six feet thick. This tract lies 
south of 27|° of north latitude, where there Is seldom 
or no frost; and if it were reclaimed, a* suggested 
above, it would be adapted to the cultivation of the 
orange, die pineapple, nee, sugarcane, and other tropi¬ 
cal plants. 

Sitters, Lakes, and Baps.— The principal riven are 
the 8t John's, Appalachian-. Suwanee, 8 L Mark’s, St 
Mary's, Ocklocony, Escambia, Withlacoochee, OsciDa, 
Choctawhatchee, Yellow-Water, Amasura, Andota, 
Hillsborough. Charlotte, Gallivan's. Young’s, Kiasunee, 
and the Perdido; the latter of which forms the western 
boundary between this state and Alabama. The St 
John's is an anomaly among the rivers of the Atlantic 
coast. Its source is rather (indefinable, being derived 
from the flat grassy plains, or savannas, is about lati¬ 
tude 28° north, probably not more than 90 miles from 
the sea. It is exceedingly winding in its course, run¬ 
ning in a northerly direction, to a distance of nearly 
300 miles. In some places it has more the appearance 
of s lake, or sound, than s river, swelling out from 
three to five miles in breadth; while in other parts it 
dwindles down to s quarter of a mile wide. Vessels 
drawing eight feet of water ascend to Lake George, s 
beautiful expansion of this stream, 150 miles from its 
mouth. The chief lakes are, the' Great Okeechobee, 
George, Dunn's. Cypress, Monroe, Orange, Istopogs, 
Tobokopoligia, Weeok, Yakapka, Jessup, Harney, Eu*- 
tis, Poinsett, Beresford, Ashey, Winaor, Gardiner, Grif¬ 
fin, and Gentry. There are numerous bays on the west¬ 
ern side, some of which form rood harbors. Among 
these are, Perdido, Pensacola, Cboctawhatchie, 8t An¬ 
drew's, 8t Joseph's, Appalachicola, Appalachee, Tam- 
Charlotte, and Gallivan’s. In front of Pensacola bay 
s a long, shallow lagoon, called Santa Rosa sound. On 
the east coast of the state there are but few bays, prop* 
erly speaking. Fernandina bay forms the mouth of St. 
Mary's river. Mosquito and Indian river, or St Lucia 
sounds, are situated near Cape Canaveral which are 
entered by inlets of the same names. Many of the 
rivers on this stile of the peninsula form good harbors 
for eoaating vessels. 

Islands and Kepi .—Florida Is remarkable for tbe 
great number of small low islets which lie in the virini- 
tv of its shores, called “ Keys.” The most noted of 
these are Key West (formerly called Thompson’s is¬ 
land), Indian, Sand, Pine, and Cedar keys. The most 
noted islands are, Merit's, and Hutchinson's, near Cape 
Canaveral: Amelia island, near St Mary’s sound; 
Sanybel, Pine, Captive, and Gasparilla islands, near 
Charlotte harbor; Mullet island, near Tampa bay; St 
George's, and Dog islands, near Appalachicola bay; 
Santa Rosa island, near Pensacola bay; and Drayton 
island, in Lake George. Cape Sable is the southern¬ 
most point in the United States. 

Climate. —Florida presents some diversity of seasons; 
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but the difference of relative level being small, and *ur- 
rounded as it ia by water cm three sides, it eirioya a 
climate peculiar to itself On die seaboard it is gen¬ 
erally healthy for eight or nine months in the year, sad 
ia some parts remarkably so the whole year round. In 
the interior, it is quite as salubrious as u is in either of 
die other southern states, unless it be in the vicinity of 
marshes, or stagnant waters, where fevers and other 
epidemics invariably prevail. The winters are mild, 
and usually without frost, though the mercury occa¬ 
sionally sinks to 30* Fahrenheit, and sometimes as low 
as 26*; in summer, the temperature seldom exceeds 
ST*. The climate of the southernmost keys is truly 
tropical. 

Pr&ductim Jfesmwucs.—The staple products consist 
of hones, mules, neat cattle, sheep, twine, poultry, bay, 
wod, tobacco, cotton, wheat, oats, potatoes, oranges, 
sugar, molasses, and- Indian corn. Tne forests produce 
an abundance of live-oak timber, cedar, and yellow 
pine. Turtle and other fisheries are carried on some¬ 
what extensively among the keys Salt Is made in 
•mall quantities, and granite la quarried to some ex¬ 
tent 

Manufacture*. —Florida being mostly an mgiicultnral 
state, but little attention as yet has been paid to menu- 
ftctarea In ISM them* were but 121 manufecturing 
establishments, producing to the extent of §500 and 
upward each annually. 

Railroad* and Oanalt,—’ The legislature of Florida 
has granted several charters for railroads in this state, 
but thus far there are neither railroads nor canals with¬ 
in to borders.

Government. .The legislative power ia vested In a 

senate and house of representatives. The senate con¬ 
sists of 19 members, elected by the people, in districts, 
for two jean. The representatives are elected by the 
people, by counties, biennially, their number never 1® 
exceed sixty; present number, thirty. Biennial dire 
tton, first Monday in October. The executive power I® 
vested in a governor, who is chosen % the people once 
in four years, and In not eligible till® succeeding term. 
The Judicial power is vested in a supreme court, having 
appellate jurisdiction only; also in circuit courts, the 
state being divided into tour circuits, in each of which 
a judge of the supreme court has juritaictim The 
Judges are elected 'by the legislature, at first for five 
years; after that term, during good behavior. There 
are also courts of probate. The right of suffrage may 
be exercised by every free white mala, aged 21 years, 
or upward, who haa resided in the stele for two yesn, 
and in the county for six months, and who shall be en¬ 
rolled In the militia, or be by law exempted from serv¬ 
ing therein. 

History.—'The present state of Florida embraces a 
portion of the ancient Florida, which extended from its 
southernmost cape to the river Panuco, in Mexico, and 
westward to the Pacific, and the undefined regions on 
the north. It was Ant explored by Juan Ponce de 
Leon, in 1512, in search of a spring called the “fountain 
of youth,” which was supposed to have the power of 
renewing the rigor of youth in the aged. In 1526, it 
was formally taken possession of in the name of the 
king of Spain, by Pamphilo de Narvaes, who had been 
sent out as governor. The first permanent settlements 
were made at St Augustine, in 1565, and at Pensacola, 
in 1699: though an unsuccessful attempt had been made, 
by a colony of Huguenots, in 1562-'o4, under Ribault 
Though often invaded by the English and French, this 
territory remained a part of the Spanish dominions 
until 1763, when it was ceded to Great Britain, but re¬ 
stored again to Spain in 1783. From the year 1699 
to 1763, the acknowledged boundary between Florida

latter came Into the possession of the Spaniards, for 
convenience, West Florida was extended to the ir>««i«. 
•ippi. From this circumstance arose the difficulties be¬ 
tween Spain and the Unified States, on their pa reheat 
of Louisiana of the French, in 1803. In 1781, Governor 
Galvez, of Louisiana, invaded and conquered West 
Florida; but by the treaty of Paris, in 1793, it fen once 
more to Spain, who held it until 1798, when this por¬ 
tion of Florida, which was as far north as Al- 

tamaha river, in Georgia, was relinquished to the Uni¬ 
ted States. By virtue of their claims to that portion of 
Louisiana lying between the Mississippi and Perdido 
riven, as held by France prior to 1703, the United 
States In 1811, seized Baton Rouge, and ah other porta 
of the disputed territory wait of Perdido, except Mo¬ 
bile, which also snrrended in 1812. After a protracted 
and uninterrupted negotiation, Florida was ceded to 
the United States, in 1819, ratified by Congress utter 
ritory in 1821, and admitted into the Union as an inde¬ 
pendent state in 1845.

The Mercer university, at 
Fenfield, the Georgia Female college, near Macon, and 
the Georgia medical college, at Augusta. There are 
about 250 academics scattered through the state, and 
some 1,500 primary and common schools.

The house 
of representatives is composed of 130 members: the 35 
counties having the largest number of inhabitants are en¬ 
titled to two members each,snd the remainder one each.

In 
the interior, it is quite as salubrious as tt Is in either of 
the other southern states, unless it be in the vicinity of 
marshes, or stagnant waters, where fevers and other 
epidemics invariably prevail. The winters are mild, 
and usually without frost, though the mercury occa¬ 
sionally sinks to 30* Fahrenheit, and sometlmea as low 
es29*: in summer, the temperature aeldom exceeds 
67*. The climate of the southernmost keys is truly 
tropical. 

Prtdmtfm Rmmtrctt. —71m staple products consist 
of horses, mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, hay, 
wodt, tobacco, cotton, wheat, oata, potatoes, oranges, 
sugar, molasses, and Indian corn. Toe forests produce 
an abundance of live-oak timber, cedar, and yellow 
pine. Turtle and other fisheries are carried on some¬ 
what extensively among the keys. Salt is made in 
small quantities, and granite is quarried to some ex¬ 
tent

Jftnsry..-The present state of Florida embraces a 

portion of the ancient Florida, which extended from its 
southernmost cape to the river Panuco, in Mexico, and 
westward to the Pacific, and the undefined regions on 
the north. It was fint explored by Juan Ponce de 
Leon, in 1512, in search of a spring called the “fountain 
of youth,** which was supposed to have the power of 
renewing the vigor of youth in the aged. In 1526, tt 
was formally taken possession of in the name of the 
king of Spain, by Pampbflo de Names, who had been 
sent out aa governor. The first permanent settlements 
were made at St Augustine, in 1565, and at Pensacola, 
in 1899 1 though an unsu c ces sfu l attempt had been made, 
by a colony of Huguenots, in 1502-*64, under Hibault 
Though often invaded by foe English and French, this 
territory remained a part of foe Spanish dominions 
until 1763, when tt was ceded to Orest Britain, but re¬ 
stored again to Spain in 1783. From the year 1699 
to 1763, foe acknowledged boundary between Florida 
and Louisiana was tlx* river Perdido, but when the 


latter cams into foe p os s e ss i on of foe Spaniards, for 
convenience, Wert Florida was extended to the wi—w. 
aippL From this circumstance arose the difficulties bo- 
tween Spain and the United States, on their purchase 
of Louisiana of foe French, in 1803. In 17BL Governor 
Galvez, of Louisians, invaded and conquered Wert 
Florida; but by foe tresto of Paris, in 1793, it fell onoe 
more to Spain, who held it until 1798, when this por¬ 
tion of Florida, which was dalmert aa for north am Al- 
tamaha river, in Georgia, waa relinquished to foe Uni¬ 
ted States. By virtue of their claims to that portion of 
Louisiana lying between the Mississippi and Perdido 
rivers, «■ hekf by France prior to 1T03, the United 
States in 1811, seized Baton Bouse, and all other parts 
of the disputed territory wort of Perdido, except Mo¬ 
bile, which also sumended in 1812. After a protracted 
and uninterrupted negotiation. Florida was ceded to 
the United States, in 1819, ratified by Congraa as a ter¬ 
ritory in 1881, and admitted Into the Union aa an inde¬

A portion of its present territory 
also embraces a part of the ancient Georgia colony, 
chartered in 1730, to a corporation “ in trust for the 
poor.** for twenty-one years, including the country be¬ 
tween the Savannah and Altahama rivers, extending 
westward from their sources to the “South sea;” also 
a portion of the northern part of Florida, as claimed at 
tiie tune by Spain.

45 miles from its entrance into Long Island 
sound, 100 miles southwest of Boston, and 183 north- 
cast of New York. The dty is built on the weal bank 
of the river, which rises suddenly into an elevation, and 
stretches away into an undulating and diversified coun¬ 
try. dented in the centre of the state, and in Its richest 
region, and communicating with the whole valley of the 
Connecticut, from Vermont to the sound, it enjoya an 
extensive and valuable trade In all the manufacture* 
and production* peculiar to New England. The plan 
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of the city Is not very regular, but many of its bufldfnn 
are elegant and beautiful for situation. On a public 
square stands the state-house, a fine structure of the 
Doric order. 116 feet long, 75 wide, and M high. Trinity 
college, an Episcopal institution, has a fine location near 
the city. The city-hall in the Doric, and the Athennum 
of the Gothic architecture, are conspicuous edifices. 
But the buildings most honorable to Hartford, are the 
American Asylum for the education of the Deaf and 
Dumb, and tne Retreat of the Insane. Both of these 
institutions are widely known, and Include persons 
from all parts of the country. The former is situated 
on Tower hill, about a mile west of the city, and re¬ 
ceives a revenue from grants made bythe general gov¬ 
ernment, and from other sources. The buildings of 
the Insane Asylum are located toward the southwest of 
the city, upon an eminence, in the midst of picturesque 
and delightful scenery, well-suited to minister to the 
Injured mind that peace and quietude which nature can 
beat impart A beautiful freestone bridge spans Mill 
river, which winds through the city into the Connec¬ 
ticut by a single arch of 100 feet and 8 substantial and 
costly bridge connects the town with East Hartford. 
Perhaps the object of most universal interest in the vi¬ 
cinity of Hartford, is the Charter Oak. which still flour¬ 
ishes as in its pristine verdure, though age has robbed 
it of some of its limbs. It stands on a beautiful elevation 
south off the city. The New Haven and Hartford, the 
Hartford and Springfield, and the Connecticut River 
railroads, traverse the beat part of Massachusetts and 
Connecticut; and sloops and steamboats ply upon the 
liver and Long Island sound.

ficial area is 55,400 square miles. 

Physical Aspect,—The general surface of fills state 
may be regarded as a gentle plain, more or less rolling 
inclined in the direction of its rivers. The northern ana 
southern sections, however, are somewhat broken, but 
no portion of the territory is traversed by ranges of 
mountains, or hills. It is estimated that Illinois con¬ 
tains more arable land than any other state in the Union. 
In that portion north of Kaskasia river the prairie coun¬ 
ts predominates ; and It is computed that two thirds 
of the state are covered with this class of lands. Many 


portions of them are undulating, entirely dry. snd 
abound in wholesome springs; but as a general rule, 
they consist of plains; and m file true meaning of the 
term. In French, they are 44 meadows," presenting 
every degree of fertility, down to extreme berrenne**. 
Many of them exhibit alluvial deposits*. which prove 
that they have-once been morasses, and perhaps lake*. 
In numerous instances, there are thickets, or grove* of 
timber, amid these prairies, containing from 100 to 2.000 
acres each, which resemble oases in the desert, or is¬ 
lands in the sea Along the borders of many of the 
streams are rich 44 bottoms," or alluvial deposits*. The 
44 American bottom" commences at the confluence of 
the Mississippi and Kaskaskia rivers, extending north¬ 
ward to file mouth of the Missouri, a distance of about 
eighty miles, and comprises an area of 286,000 acrea 
It is bounded on file east by a chain of 44 bluffs," some 
of which occur in parallel ridges, while others are of a 
conical shape, formed of lime-rock, from 50 to 200 feet 
in height. 

Rivers and Lakes. —The principal rivers are. the Mis¬ 
sissippi, which bounds the state on the west, the Ohio, 
which bounds it on the south, Kankokee, Kaskaskia, 
Sangamon, Little Wabash, Muddy, Saline, Rock, Em- 
barms, Fox, the Wabash, the principal river in the state, 
which forms a portion of the eastern boundary, D*» 
Plaines, and Vermilion. Besides Lake Michigan, which 
lies on the northeast corner, this state contains Peoria 
lake, an expansion of Illinois river. 

Climate. —The climate of this state is generaOr 
healthy, and the air pure and serene, except in the vi¬ 
cinity of wet, low lands, or stagnant poola The win¬ 
ters, which are cold, are somewhat milder than those of 
the Atlantic states in the same latitude. Snow seldom 
falls to file depth of six inches, and it as randy remains 
on the ground more than ten or twelve daya The Mis¬ 
sissippi is sometimes frozen over as far down as 8t 
Louis, sufficiently strong to be crossed on the Ice. The 
summers are warm, particularly in the southern pari* 
but the intensity of fire heat is modified by the breeze. 

Productive Resources. —The staple products are, 
horses, mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, butter, 
cheese, wool, cotton, hemp, flax, hops, hay, wine, wheat, 
barley, buckwheat, potatoes, and Indian corn. Among 
the mineral resources are, zinc, copper, iron, and lime. 
Bituminous coal may be found in nearly every county 
in the state. Common salt is procured by evaporating 
fiie water of salt springa The lead mines in the ridm- 
ty of Galena are very extensive, snd of great value to 

urn state. The mineral has been found in avexy portion 
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of a tract of more than fifty mile* in extent The ore 
lies in beds, or horizontal strata, varying in thickness 
from one inch to several feet 

Manufacture*. —In 1850 there were, in Illinois, 3,099 
manufacturing establishments, producing each 1500 
and upward annually. The manufactures consist 
mostly of woollen fabrics, machinery, saddlery, agri¬ 
cultural implements, &c. 

Railroad$ and Canals. —There are about 1,200 miles 
of railroad completed and in course of construction in 
this state; some of them, particularly the Central rail¬ 
road, are very important The Illinois and Michigan 
canal connecting the waters of Lake Erie, at Chicago, 
with those of the Illinois river at Peru, is one of the 
most important works of internal improvement in the 
country. It is the connecting Unk of an unbroken in¬ 
terna] water communication from the Atlantic, off San¬ 
dy Hook, New York, by the way of the lakes, the Illi¬ 
nois and Mississippi rivers, to the gulf of Mexico. The 
canal is 113 miles long. 60 feet wide, and 6 feet deep, 
and designed for boats of 120 tons. It cost over 

#8,000,000. 

Commerce, -*-Tfae direct foreign commerce of Illinois is, 
of course, from its insular position, very small; but its 
coasting and lake trade is important, amounting, in 1850, 
to over #10.000.000. 

Education. —The principal collegiate institutions in 
Illinois are, the Illinois college, at Jacksonville, founded 
in 1829; the M'Kendrce college, at Lebanon, in 1834; 
the Shurtleff college, at Upper Alton, in 1835; the Knox 
Manual Labor college, at Galesburg, in 1637; and the 
College of St. Mary of the Lakes, at Chicago, in 1646. 
There are about 100 academies, and 2,000 common 
schools in the state. 

Government. —The legislative authority is vested in a 
senate, the members ot which, 25 in number, are elect¬ 
ed for four years, one half every two years; and a house 
of repres e ntatives, 75 in number, elected for two years. 
Senators must be thirty years of age, and five years in¬ 
habitants of the state. Representatives must be twenty- 
five years of age, citizens of the United States, and three 
years inhabitants of the state. The executive power is 
vested in a governor and lieutenant-governor, chosen 
by a plurality of votes, once in four years, on the Tues¬ 
day, after the drat Monday in November, who mod be 
thirty-five years of age, citizens of the United States for 
fourteen years, and residents of the state for ten years. 
The governor is not eligible for two consecutive terms. 
A majority of members elected to both bouses may de¬ 
feat the governor's veto. A majority of the members 
elected to each house is required for the passage of any 
law. The legislature meets biennially at Springfield, on 
the first Monday in January. The judicial power is vest¬ 
ed in a supreme court of three judges, elected by the 

K le, for a term of nine years, one being chosen trien- 
r; also in circuit courts, of one judge each, elected 
by the people in nine judicial circuits, into which the 
state is divided, for six years; and county courts, of 
one judge each, elected by the people for four year*. 
All white male citizens, 21 years of age, resident in the 
state for one year, may vote at elections. No state bank 
can be created or fe^ed- Acta creating banks must 
be submitted to the people. Stockholders are individ¬ 
ually liable to the amount of their shares

History.—This state embraces a part of Upper Louis¬ 
iana, as held by the French prior to 1763, when it was 
ceded to England, together with Canada and Acadia. 
The first permanent settlement was made at Kaakaskia, 
in 1685, although La Salle, bad built a fort, called Cre- 
vecoaur, on Illinois river, five years before. At the 
close of the revolutionary war, in 1783, this country 
was claimed under the charter of Virginia, and held by 
that state until ceded to the United States, in 1767. ft 
was then made a part of the territory northwest of 
Ohio river. When Ohio was made a separate territory, 
in 1800, Illinois and Indiana were formed into another 
territory, and remained as such until 1809, when they 
were divided into two. In 1812. a territorial govern¬ 
ment was formed, with a legislature and one delegate 
to Congress. In 1818 a state constitution was formed, 
and Illinois admitted Into the Union as an independent 
state. The present constitution of the state was adopted 
by a state convention in August, 1847, and accepted by 
the people in March, 1848. Motto of the seal “ State

Physical Aspect .—In features, soil, and climate, Indi¬ 
ana forma a connecting link between Ohio and nHnok 
It is more hilly than the latter, but contain* no moun¬ 
tains. A range of high land, called the “ Knobs," ex¬ 
tends from the falls of the Ohio to the Wabash, which 
in many places produces a broken surface. Bordering 
on all the principal streams, except the Ohio, are belts 
of “bottom” and prairie. Between the Wabash and 
Loke Michigan the country is generally level, abound¬ 
ing alternately In woodlands, prairies, lakes, and 
swamps. A range of hills run* parallel with the Ohio, 
from the month of the Great Miami to Blue river, alter¬ 
nately approaching to within a few rods, and receding 
to the distance of two miles. Immediately below Blue 
river the hills disappear, and the country immediately 
becomes level. Ike prairies of this state are of two 
kinds, the “river," and the “upland." The former are 
bottoms, destitute of timber; too latter are from 30 to 
100 feet or more in elevation, and are far more numer¬ 


ous and extensive. The sail of these plains, or table¬ 
lands, are often as deep and fertile as the best bottom*. 
The prairies bordering on the Wabash are particularly 
rich, varying from two to twenty feet in depth. In 
tnfth, no state in the Union can show a greater extent 
of fertile land, in one body, than Indiana. 

Rivers and Lakm.— The principal riven are. the 
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Ohio. which flowa along the entire southern boundary; 
the Wabash, which bounds the state partly on the west; 
the Patoka, Tippecanoe, Eel, Salamanfc, Pleln, Theaki- 
ki, St. Mary's, Bt Joseph's, White, Whitewater, and 
Kankakee, a branch of the Illinois. Besides Lake Mich- 

t o, there are English and Bearer lakes, all of which 
at the northwestern part of the state. 

Climate. —The climate is generally healthy, and re¬ 
sembles that of Ohio and Illinois, in all places situa¬ 
ted near stagnant waters or sluggish streams, ferers and 
bilious attars prevail during the hotter months of the 
year. The Wabash is generally dosed in the winter, 
and may be safely crossed on the ice. In the central 
and southern parts of the state snow seldom falls to a 
pester depth than six, inches; but in the northern parts 
it is sometimes from a foot to eighteen inches deep. 

Productive Resources. —The staple productions of this 
state are, hones, mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poul¬ 
try, butter, cheese, wax, furs, skins, wool, sugar, wine, 
hops, hay, hemp, flax, tobacco, wheat, barley, rye, buck¬ 
wheat, oats, potatoes, and Indian com, Among the 
mineral resources may be mentioned, iron, coal, and 
Epsom salts. 

Manufacture*. —In 1850 there were in Indians, 4.326 
manufacturing establishments, which produced 6500 
and upward each annually. The total amount of man¬ 
ufacturing capital in the state was over §7,000,000, 
bavins more than doubled since 1840. 

Railroad* mud Canals. —I ndiana has about 1,000 miles 
of railroad already completed, and in sucoesaful opera¬ 
tion, mind new lines projected. The principal canal in 

Indiana is the Wabash and Erie, 499 miles long, con¬ 
necting the waters of Lake Erie with those of the

Government. .The legislsti ve authority is vested In a 

senate and house of representatives; the senate to not 
to exceed 50' members, elected for four years; the rep¬ 
resentatives, not to exceed 100 in number, art chosen 
for two years.

History. —This state embraces a part of foe ancient ter¬ 
ritory of Upper Louisiana, at held by the French prior 
to 1763, when it was ceded to England, together with 
Canada and Acadia. The first permanent settlement 
was made at Vincennes, in about the year 1690. At foe 
close of the revolutionary war, and by the treaty of 
1783, foe country was claimed under foe charter of Vir¬ 
ginia, and held W that atate until ceded to the United 
States, in 1787.

INDIAN TERRITORY, a vast region act apart by 
foe United States as the permanent home of certain In¬ 
dian tribes who hare been removed thither, and natives 
of the soil lies between 34° and 40° north latitude, and 
94° 2O' and 100° longitude west from Greenwich. It is 
bounded north by foe Northwestern Territory, east by 
Missouri and Arkansas, south by Texas and New Mex¬ 
ico, and west by Tsana, New Mexico, and Utah. Us 
superficial area Is about 200,000 square milea. 

Physical Aspect .—The Ozark range of mountains tra¬ 
verse the southwestern corner of tins tract. From this 
point eastward the country prevents a aeries of slightly- 
undulating plains, gradually ascending toward the 
Rocky mountains, where they have an elevation of 4,000 
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«r 5,000 feci. These mountains, forming the western 
boundary, rise to the elevation of 12,000 feet The 
Great American desert stretches along the eastern part 
of the Rocky moan tains, from the Northwestern terri¬ 
tory through the Indian territory into Texas, a length 
of nearly (TOO miles. Its width varies from 100 to 200 
miles. The soil of this is arid, sterile, and almost desti¬ 
tute of trees, and even of shrubs. There are occasional 
plains and prairies, which afford subsistence to herds of 
bison, wild hones, and other animals. A belt of about 
200 miles wide, adjoining Arkansas and Missouri, is fa¬ 
vorable to settlement Its soil is fertile, and it is wa¬ 
tered by numerous rivers, none of which, however, are 
adapted to navigation. 

JMaers.—The principal riven are, Red river, Cana¬ 
dian, Ar kans as, Neosho. Kansas, and Platte riven, with 
their tributaries. The largest of these riven rise in tire 
Rocky mountains, and flow east into the Missouri and 
Mis s issi ppi. Red river and the Arkansas are navigable 
at certain seasons to within the Indian territory by 
steamboats, and the Kansas by boats. 

Climate. —The atmosphere is salubrious, and in the 
southern portion the climate is so mild, that domestic 
animals find support through the winter without the 
care of their owners. 

Resource s . —Iron, lead, and coal, are abundant The 
Indiana have, in many instances, converted their settle¬ 
ments into well-cultivated farms, and the various grains, 
vegetables, and other agricultural products of corres¬ 
ponding l a ti tudes east of the Mississippi, are raised in 
abundance. 

Population.— The inhabitants of the Indian territory 
consist of tribes indigenous to the country, and the 
tribes transported thither under the authority of the 
United States. The numbers belonging to each class 
and tribe, in 1841, were as follows .—Indigenous 
Tribe*. —Pawnees, 12.500; Osage*, 4,102; Kansas, 1,700; 
Omaha*, 1,301; Otoe* and Missouri*, 931; Puncahs 
777 ; Qnapaws, 400. Immigrant Tribet. —Cherokees, 
25.911; Creeks, 24,594; Choctaws, 12.410 ; Seminoles, 
3,136; Chippewaa, Ottawa*, Ac., 2,028; Chickasaw*. 

1,059; Kickapoos, 505; Peoria* and 
Kaskaskias, 150; Piankeshaws, 98; Senecas from San¬ 
dusky, 125; Senecas and Shawnee*, 211; Shawneea, 
887; Stockbridges, Munseei, Ac., 278 ; 8wan Creek, 
A«x.

Government. —The Cherokee*, Creeks, and Choctaws, 
are the most advanced toward civilization of any of the 
foregoing tribes. They have good houses, well-fenced 
and well-tilled fields, and own horses and cattle to a 
considerable extent. They have also native mechanics 
and merchants. They have adopted an improved sys¬ 
tem of government. The Choctaws and Creeks have a 
written constitution; and the former have introduced 
trial by jury. The other transported tribes are said to 
have improved in their condition since their removal 
from the east. But the indigenous tribes have not, aa a 
general thing, improved in the same degree as their 
brethren from the east They still cling to their wild 
pleasures, and prefer the excitement of the hunt and 
of war, to the peaceful monotony of civilization.

Physical Aspect. —The general surface of this state is 
moderately undulating, without mountains or high hills, 
except in the northern part, where the hills are of con¬ 
siderable height Along the margins of the river* there 
are frequent ranges of bluffs, which vary in height from 
40 to 130 feet In other instances, the streams are skirt¬ 
ed by rich “ bottoms,” covered with trees. A large pro¬ 
portion of the territory consists of prairies, some of 
which have a level, others a rolling surface. The soil 
on the bottoms, as well as on the prairies, is generally 
good, the former consisting of a deep, rich, black mould, 
and the latter of a sandy loam, sometimes intermingled 
with gravel, or red clay. 

Rivers and Lakes .—The principal rivers are the Mis¬ 
sissippi, Des Moines, Iowa, Keosauque, Little Iowa, 
Turkey, Shunk, Red, Cedar, Maquekota, and Wabsi- 
pinecon. At the north part of the state there are nu¬ 
merous small lakes. 

Climate. —The climate is pleasant, and generally 
healthy, except near the borders of stagnant waters, or 
sluggish streams, where, during the summer, bilious 
complaints, fevers, and agues, usually prevail. Snow 
rarefy fells to exceed eight or ten inches in depth ; and 
the Mississippi, at Prairie du Chien, is not frozen suffi¬ 
ciently strong to be crossed more than five or six weeks 
in the year. The summers are warm, but not oppres¬ 
sively so, and are refreshed by frequent showers. 

Productive Rttourcet. —The staple products of this 
state are, horses, mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poul« 
try, butter, cheese, wax, wool, hay, hemp, flax, skins, 
fur*, sugar, tobacco, wheat, barley, rye, oats, buck¬ 
wheat, potatoes, and Indian corn. Among the mineral 
resources are found lead, iron, copper, tine, and coal; 
but lead is the most abundant, ana the mines are ex¬ 
tensively worked in the vicinity of Dubuque. 

Manufactures .—The manufacturing and mechanic 
arts have as yet but a slight foothold in Iowa; but with 
its abundant water power and other resources, it un¬ 
doubtedly will not remain long aa now almost entirely 
an agricultural state. 

Commerce .—From its position, lying upon the Missis¬ 
sippi river, with numerous navigable streams travers¬ 
ing its interior, Iowa possesses commercial advantages 
equal to those of any other western state. It contrib¬ 
utes largely to the valuable cargoes that are floated 
down the Mississippi to New Orleans. 

Education.— 1 There are two collegiate institutions in 
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this state; the Iowa univerahy, at Iowa City, and the 
Franklin college, at Frmnklia. The constitution m«ba 
it imperative that a school shall be established in each 
distort.

KENTUCKY, one 
of the United States, 
formerly a district of 
Virginia lies between 
36° 30' and 39° lfr 
north latitude, and 
80° 35' and 82° west 
longitude f’ra Green¬ 
wich ; and is bound¬ 
ed north by Ohio riv¬ 
er, which separates 
it from Illinois, Indi¬ 
ana, and Ohio, east 
by Virginia, south by 
Tennessee, and west 
by Missouri. Its su¬ 
perficial area is 40,500 square miles. 

Physical Aspect .—Kentucky lies entirely in the valley 
of the Ohia and is a part of an immense inclined plain, 
more or less broken In its surface, descending from 
Cumberland mountain to the river Ohio. The Cumber- 
berland range divides this state from Virginia on the 
southeast. Descending from the foot of this mountain 
toward the northwest, to tho distance of 100 miles, the 
country is hilly and rather mountainous. This broken 
section includes at least one third part of the state, and 
extends from Tennessee line to the river Ohia A tract 
along this river, from five to twenty miles wide, is also 
broken and hilly, stretching through the whole length 
of the state. But these hills are gently rounded, and 
are fertile quite to their tops, having narrow valleys be¬ 
tween them of great fertility. Along the margin of this 
stream there are rich alluvial bottoms, of an average

Pkftical Atpcrl .—The entire border of the state, from 
Pearl river to the Sabine, presents itself in a vast tract 
of irreclaimable sea-marsh, from 20 to 30 miles in 
width, extending farthest inland in the regions between 
the streams; for it is a singular feature, in all the rivers 
which flow into this part of the Mississippi, that narrow 
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•trips of arable land, of greater or leas width, occur on 
their bonks, extending w beyond the interior limits of 
the aeo-morah; none, however, retain these elevated 
borders to the Mexican gulf. Contiguous to the sea* 
marsh are vast prairies, with which the former has 
often been confounded, in consequence of their simi¬ 
larity in appearance. On the waters of the Sabine, 
Calcasieu, and Mermen tau, die prairies hare generally 
a thin, sterile soil, while on the Vermilion, Teche, and 
Coitableau, they axe almost uniformly good. The al¬

E resent Louisiana was made at New Orleans, in 1718, 
y the emigrants of the 11 Mississippi Company,” under 
foe auspices of John Law, who received a royal grant 
foe yea* before of a complete monoply of foe trad< «nd 
mines of foe territory of twenty-seven years. In 1733; 
for foe want of success, this company surrendered its 
chartered rights to Louisiana, and the control of Its 
commerce reverted to foe king. In 1763, France was 
compelled to cede to England, not only Canada and 
Acadia, but all of Louisiana east of the Mississippi, as 
far south as the river D'Iberville, and thence all their 
territory north and east of a line running along that 
stream and Amite river, through Lakes Mau repos and 
Ponchartrain, to the Mexican gulf. The same year she 
formed a trendy with Spain, surrendering the remain¬ 
ing portion of Louisiana, not ceded to England, and 
thus deprived herself of all her possessions on the con¬ 
tinent of North America. In 1800, it whs retroceded to 
France by a secret treaty, who formally took posses¬ 
sion of the country, to 1803, and immediately sold it to 
the United States for $15,000,000. In the meantime the 
Revolution had occurred, and all foe former territory 
of Louisiana, lying east of the Mississippi which had 
been ceded to England in 1763, had also become a part 
of the Union. By an act of Congress, in 1604, Louisi¬ 
ana was definitely subdivided; the northern part, above 
latitude 31®, was called “ The Territory of Mississippi’’ 
and the lower division, H The Territory of Orleans.” 
In 1811, the latter was authorized to form a constitution 
of government, which, together with that portion of 
West Florida west of Pearl river, was formally re¬ 
ceived into the Union, in 1812, under the name <<f 
Louisiana, as a sovereign state. Subsequently to tills 
other lands were annexed to this state, untill it received 
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Its present hounds. The original constitution was re¬ 
vised in 1845, and a new one adopted in 1850. Motto 
of the seal, “ Union and Confidence."

History —This •tut* 1 embraces a part of INI» w I ranee, 
as named by Verrazanni, in 1524; ’ or a portion of Aca¬ 
dia, as granted to De Monts in 1603; ora part of North 
Virginia, or the Plymouth Company, as claimed by the 
IKngIi nil In 1606; oir, more recently, a part of the (I'nill 
lory of the “ Council of Plymouth,” chartered in 162ft 
In 1622, a grant was made to Ferdinand Gorges and 
John 

Kennebec mere, extending Interior to the lakea and 
rivers of New France, or Canadas, which they called 
“ Laconia.” In 1829, that portion of this tract lying be¬ 
tween the Merrimack and Piscataqua, extending sixty 
miles from the sea, was conveyed to III ason alone, rad 
then first received the name or “New Hampshire” In 
1633, Gorges obtained a royal charter, constituting him 
lord proprietor of tie province; but, from his stately 
scheme of government, the people became dissatisfied, 
rad sought protection of Massachusetts, who look them 
under her jurisdiction in 1652, and called It the county 
of Yorkshire. In 1677 she purchased the claims of the 
Mrs of Gorges, as to botn jurisdiction rad soil In 
1686 Sir Edmund Andros was appointed royal governor 
over all Hew England. Plymouth, Massachusetts, Blew 
Hampshire, Mid Rhode Island, immediately submitted 
to his jurisdiction. A few months after Connecticut 
was added, and in 1188 his power was further extended 
over New York, and New Jersey. In 1691, Plymouth, 
Massach'iuetta, Maine, Acadia, or Nova Scotia, were 
furmed into one royal colony, under Governor Phipps, 
upon which Plymouth lost her separate government, 
contrary to her wishes; while New Hampshire, then 
under the protection of Massachusetts, was forcibly 
severed from her. Massachusetts obtained a confirma¬ 
tion of her charter, and, through long disputes with the 
Indiana and the French, those additions to her territory 
were maintained under her jurisdiction until she be¬ 
came an independent state. The first settlement made 
in Maine was by the “ Sagahahock colony,” which con¬ 
sisted of one hundred planters, under the command of 
George Popham. They landed at the mouth of the 
Kennebec, in 1607 (thirteen years before the settlement 
of Plymouth), at toe place now called Hill's Point, 
Fhippsburg, and erected a few cabins, a storehouse, 
and some alight fortifications, naming their plantation 
“ 8t George." Seventy-five of the number were left to 
pasa the winter, who lost their storehouse by flre, and 
their president by death; and the year following they 
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abandoned die enterprise, and returned to England. 
The fint permanent settlement waa in Bristol, aa early 
aa 1090. Maine, from its first corporation, waa a dis¬ 
trict of Plymouth, or Massachusetts, and waa usually 
colled the “ province or district of Maine." Although it 
had long been sufficiently populous to become a state, 
and eff ort s had been made for that purpose, in 1785-'86, 
and in 1802, it waa not admitted into the Union before 
1820, when it became a sovereign state. The motto of 
its seal fa Dirtfo, “1 direct," having reference to the 
north star on the crest of the coat-of-arms, which is a 
directing point to the mariner; it also Implies that this 
state wo* the northernmost member of the confedera¬ 
tion at the time of its admission.

In the counties on the eastern side of tha 
Chesapeake, with the exception of a small part of the 
northern extremity, is an extensive plain, low and 
sandy, and much Intersected by rivers and creeks, 
having but few springs, and abounding, in many places, 
with stagnant pools. The land in this portion of the 
peninsula is of much better quality than in the Dela¬ 
ware part The country, on the western shore of the 
Chesapeake, below the folia of the rivers, is similar to 
that on the eastern aide. Above the foils the snrfoce 
becomes gradually uneven and hilly, and in the west¬ 
ern part of the state it is mountainous. There is much 
good soil existing in every section of the state; but the 
most productive fa grain and fruits are some of the 
limestone tracts in the western counties.

Gomtm iMftf —The legislative power is vested far • 
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•mate, and a boose of delegated The senators are 
elected by the people for a term of fonr years, one half 
of them being chosen biennially. One senator la chosen 
fooaa each county, and one from foe city of Baltimore; 
making foe present number of senators twenty-two. 
The members of foe house of delegates are elected by 
foe people once in taro years, and nndl the apportion¬ 
ment to be made under foe census of I860, are seventy- 
two in number. The executive power is vested in a 
governor, who is chosen by the people, for a term of 
fear years. The state is divided into three districts, 
and foe governor is taken from each of foe three Mis* 
trtets alternately. The Judicial poorer is vested in a 
court of appeals, in circuit courts, courts for foe city of 
Baltimore, and in justices of the peace, all elected by 
the people. The judgea of foe court of appeals, four In 
number, and the circuit judgea, eight in number, are 
chosen for ten years. The general election is held on 
the drat Wednesday in November, biennially. The 
constitution conveys foe right of suffrage on every free 
white male citizen, of 31 years of .age, having reaided 
one year in the state, andT six months in foe county in 
which he offers to vote. Imprisonment for debt, and 
lotteries, are now prohibited. 

HiMory .—In 16M, Charles I. granted to Sir George 
Calvert (Lord Baltimore) foe whole territory extend¬ 
ing from foe Potomac to foe fortieth degree of north 
latitude, comprising not only all the present states of 
Maryland and Delaware, but a part of Pennsylvania 
and New Jersey. Though involved in a controversy 
for many years, respecting their common boundaries, 
Maryland and Pennsylvania did not fix upon their exist¬ 
ing limits before the year 1763, when they were deter¬ 
mined by actual survey by two eminent English engi¬ 
neers, Charles Mason and Jeremiah Dixon, and hence 
the present boundary between these two states is called 
“ Mason and Dixon’s line.” The first permanent settle¬ 
ment within the limits of Maryland was made on foe 
island of Kent, by William Claiborne, in 1632. A few 
months later, the grant was made to Lord Baltimore, 
and his brother, Leonard Calvert proceeded to the 
Potomac, In 1634, with one hundred emigrants, mostly 
catholic*, and formed a settlement at St Alary’s, where 
the first legislative assembly convened, in 1635. In 
1774, a provincial Congress took the government into 
its own hands. It joined the confederacy in 1776, and 
adopted the federal constitution in 1788. In 1790, that 
portion of the state now constituting the District of Co¬ 
lombia, was ceded to the general government Maryland 
formed her constitution in 1776, which was subjected 
to numerous amendments till 1851, when a new one 
was framed by a state convention, and adopted by the 
people.

Clair. Lake 8t Clair, the river Detroit and Lake Erie, 
which separate it from Canada West, sooth by Ohio 
and Indians, and west by Lake Michigan, and contains 
39,856 square miles. The upper peninsula, which is an¬ 
nexed to Michigan proper, merely for the temporary 
purposes of civil government, is bounded north by Lake 
Superior; easterly by St Mary’s river, which separates 
it from Canada West, southerly by Wisconsin, Lakes 
Michigan and Huron, and Mackinaw straits, and con¬ 
tains 20,664 square miles ; making the total superficial 
area 60,520 square miles. 

Physical Aspect .—The surface of Michigan proper is 
less varied than any other section of equal extent in the 
United States. The dividing ridge, or table land, which 
separates the sources of the Great Miami and Maumee 
from those of the Wabash, is continued in a northerly 
direction across the lower peninsula, dividing it into 
two inclined plains, more or less rolling, one sloping 
toward Lake Michigan on the west, and the other 
toward Lakes Hnron, St. Clair, and Erie, on the east. 
This table-land is Interspersed with marshes and am»H 
lakes, from which issue the head branches of the prin¬ 
cipal streams. Small prairies occur from the bantu of 
the St. Joseph’s to Lake 8t. Clair, tbe soil of some of 
which is excellent, while that of others is sandy, sterile, 
or wet; but a greater portion of the countiy is covered 
with dense forests, the soil of which is well adapted to 
the production of most kinds of northern farm-crops. 
The trans-peninsula, or northern division, is diversified 
by mountains, hills, valleys, and plains. A range of 
high lands runs nearly throughout the length of tbe pen¬ 
insula, rising gradually from tbe shores of Lakes Michi¬ 
gan and Superior toward its summit The surface in 
the region of Keweenaw point is broken and rolling, 
and some of the hills are elevated nearly 900 feet above 
the level of the lake. From its high latitude and sterile 
character, this division of the state does not promise 
much to agriculture; though there are many fertile 
tracts, particularly In the prairies on tbe eastern part 
of this peninsula, as well as in the valleys, which are 
highly productive, when cultivated with appropriate 
crops. Isle Royale presents a broken and rugged out¬ 
line on its coast, and is deeply indented by Tong and 
narrow inlets and bays. About one fourth of this island 
is sandstone and conglomerate rock. The remainder 
consists of trsp-rock, which lies in ridges from 300 to 
500 feet in height above the lake, and extending In a 
broken line throughout tbe Isle. 

Mountain *.—Porcupine mountains, which form the 
dividing ridge between Lakes Superior and Michigan, 
toward the western boundary of the state, are repre¬ 
sented to be elevated from 1,800 to 2,000 feet above tbs 
lake.

Climate .—The climate of Michigan Is generally re¬ 
garded as healthy, though near the lakes, swamps, and 
turbid streams, intermittent* prevail to some extent in 
summer and fall The seasons of tbe lower peninsula 
somewhat resemble those of western Pennsylvania, 
Wisconsin, and Canada West In tbe northern penin¬ 
sula the climate is colder and more severe. Lake St 
Clair is usually frozen from Docember till March. 

Productive Resource*.—The chief productions are, 
horses, mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, eggs, 
butter, cheese, fish, sugar, wax, bops, hay, tobacco, 
wool, hemp, wheat ire, barley, oats, buckwheat pota¬ 
toes, Indian corn, ana lumber. Among the mineral re¬ 
sources are rich veins of iron ore, In inexhaustible 
quantities, in the district of country extending from 
Dead river to the Menomonee. But what la more vsl 
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oahle, and of great importance to thle country, are the 
rich ▼etna of copper, blended more or km with silver, 
which oocyr at Keweenaw Point, Eagle Hirer, Isle 
Royale, and other parti of the upper peninsula Many 
of theae mine* hare been opened to a considerable ex¬ 
tent, and hare been sufficiently proved to show that 
they may be advantageously wrought for centuries to 
come. From one of the reins of the Copper Falls 
mines a single mass of native copper has been taken, 
which weighed 30 tons. It was perfectly pure, and as 
dense'as the beat hammered copper of commerce, 
showing its perfect fineness. Thaw ores frequently 
contain a sufficient quantity of silver to be of comxner- 
dal value. To show the extent to which these veins 
are susceptible of being wrought, it may be stated that 
a single mine annually sends to market nearly 1,000 
tons of ore, tost will contain 60 per cent, of pure cop¬ 
per. In another instance masses of pure copper, of 
targe size, weighing some thousands of pound*, have 
been obtained from mi andent ravine, tnat had been 
gullied out by the floods. In the same ravine large 
pto of silver also were found.

Phi . <ic .'f JtipecS .—One of the most remarkable fea- 

tures in tk of this country is its general monot¬ 
ony. It contains no mountains nor mountain chain*, 
nor any very lofty hills; but presents a dfrtary void of 
extensive prairies, interspersed by innumerable lakes, 
which give rise to various streams. Borne elevations 
Indeed there are, toward the nources of the larger riv¬ 
ers, and even there are a few hills that might be digni¬ 
fied, by way of contrast, with the title of mountains, 
sometimes rising abruptly amidst die prairies like an 
Island in the sea. At many points along the Mississippi 
the banks are high, broken, and precipitous, yet there 
are many esses where they gradually slope to the wa¬ 
ter. In general the prairie region is less hilly and 
rocky than that of the forest; and in situations where 
they are not too wet, they appear to be adapted for sim¬ 
ilar agricultural purposes as those in the same latitudes 
in Wiacon-in and Michigan. The lsnds about Lake 
Pepin, in their general aspect, are suited for general 
crops, and for dairies, stock-raising, Ax* they are sel¬ 
dom surpassed. 

Risers, Lakes, and &xy —The chief rivers are, the 
Mississippi Missouri, St. Peteria or Minnesota, James 
or Jacques, Wasses or Vermilion, Tcbankaaudata or 


Sioux, Hokah or Root, Crow, Crow-Wing, North Red, 
White Earth, past Swan, St Louis. Turtle, Elk, Sk 
and Pine. The lakes are numerous, among the larges^ 
of which are, Minal Salgalgontng or MiZle Lac. Wbri- 
bigoshlsh, Leech, Kadikomeg, Gayaskh. Morrah Timka, 
Pepin, and Superior. Fond du Lac bay, at the south¬ 
west corner of Lake Superior, borders an this terri¬ 
tory. 

CUmat «.—The climate of this territory, notwtaatxad- 
ing its northern position, is more favorable than the 
northern portions of New England and New York. Its 
winters, it Is true, are severe and long, with continued 
deep snows for several months, and the lakes and 
streams strongly bound in ice: but during the gro wi ng 
season vegetalon springs up like magic, and puls for¬ 
ward with astonishmg rapidity and luxuriance. The 
spring end autumn are usually mild, and are leas fiabto 
to deatrnctivn frosts, than those of (he more emafaem or 
northern states. 

Productive Rmurtm —The agricultural produces of 
this territory are similar to thoae of WiiwMim At 
present the chief moBraei are, flu 1 *, lumber, aond fish.

Physical Aspect. —The surface of the southern por- 
tiona of thia atate, for 100 milea inland from the Mexican 
gulf, ia even, with occasional hills of moderate elevation, 
interspersed with prairies, inundated marshes, and 
cypress swamps. The soil la generally sandy and 
gravelly, mingled more or less with clay, and ia capable 
of producing all the crops peculiar to the aouth. The 
central and northern parts of the atate are more ele¬ 
vated, and the face of the country agreeably diversified 
by hills and dales. The soil ia exceedingly fertile, pro¬ 
ducing abundant crops. 

Risers and Bays.— The principal rivers are, the Mis¬ 
sissippi, Pearl. Pascagoula, Yazoo, Tombigbee, and the 
Big Black. The only bays are, the Pascagoula, Biloxi, 
and St Louis, which lie contiguous to the Mexican 
gulf. 

Climate. —The winters of Mississippi, as compared 
with the winters at the north, may be regarded as mild; 
but like those of the adjoining states, they vary from 
each other, and not unfrequently are quite severe. No 
winter passes without more or less frost and few, in 
some parts of the state, without snow. Neither the su¬ 
gar-cane nor the orange will grow, unprotected, north 
of latitude 31°. In general the winters along the Mis¬ 
sissippi are two or three degrees colder than in corre¬ 
sponding parallels on the Atlantic. The summers are 
usually very hot subject to long droughts, and not un¬ 
frequently to excessive and protracted rains. Like most 
other southern countries, this state ia generally healthy, 
except in the vicinity of swamps, and sluggish streams, 
where in summer and autumn, fevers and bilious com¬ 
plaint* frequently prevail. 

Productive Resources. —The products of this state are, 
horses, mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, wax, 
wool, lumber, tar, pitch, turpentine, cotton, tobacco, 
rice, wheat, rye, barley, oats, potatoes, and Indian corn. 
Cotton is the great staple, little regard being had to 
other crops. 

Manufactures. —But little attention is paid in this 
atate to manufactures, beyond supplying some of the 
more immediate wants of the people. In 1850 there 
were 866 manufacturing establishments, whose annnal 
products amounted to §500 and upward. 

Railroads.—There are about 200 miles of railroad 
completed in Mississippi, and others are projected. The 
Vicksburg, Jackson, and Brandon road, 60 miles long, 
is the most important road as yet built. Another road, 
from Natchez to Jackson, the capital of the state, is in 
progress. 

Commerce. —Mississippi has no direct foreign com¬ 
merce, its shipping to foreign countries being made 
through the ports of neighboring states. 

Education. —The principal collegiate institutions of 
Mis-i-sippi are, the Oakland college, founded in 1830; the 
Centenary college, in 1841; and the Mississippi univer¬ 
sity, at Oxford, founded in 1846. There are also about 
100 academies and 500 common schools in the state.

is composed of 32 members, elected for four years, halt 
of the number being chosen biennially. The represen¬ 



tatives are elected biennially, on the first Monday to 
November; the present number ia 96, and can net ex¬ 
ceed 100 members.

Mountain *.—The state is traversed by many ridges 
of the Oxark mountains, which have a breadth of from 
100 to 150 miles; but although they often shoot up into 
precipitous peaks, it is believed they rarely exceed 
2,000 feet in neight In St. Fmnqois county exists the 
celebrated Iron mountain, which has an elevation of 
350 feet above the level of the surrounding plain, Is a 
mile and a half across its summit, and yields 80 per 
cent of pure metal Five miles south Is another pyra¬ 
midal mountain of oxyde of iron, known aa the Pilot 
Knob, 300 feet high, with a base of a mile and a half in 
drcumference. This pyramid also yields 80 per cent 
of pure metal 

Kfetrs ami Luta.—Hie principal river* are, the Mis¬ 
sissippi, Missouri, Osaigr, Salt Gasconade, Chariton, 
Mammae, St Francis, Whitewater, Wachlta, Big Black, 
and Dm Moines.

Good water, 
from a neighboring source, is distributed over tbo city 
by Iron-pipes. Railroads are in process of consUrnclioR 
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to c o n nect the dtj with the Ohio river, and also with 
tbe Atlantic states through Georgia. It has daily com -1 
nmnieatian. by steamboat, to ProctorsviBe, and thence, 1 
by railroad, with New Orleans. There are a custom- 
house. courthouse, hospitals, banks, and churches. In 
1813, the period when Mobile passed from the hands 
oT Spain into possession of the United States, it con- 
tminad about 100 buildings.

The streets are broad 
and straight, lighted with gas, and supplied through 
iron-pipp* with pure water from a neighboring spring. 
Two spacious public parks, shaded by lofty trees, add 
much to toe beauty of the place. The bouses are gene- 
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rally of wood, or brick, the former white and nett, the 
latter substantial and elegant. Toward the west, the 
elevated ground affords a commanding site for real* 
dances ; and the conrthouae, which Is a large structure 
of brown freestone, in the Egyptian style of architec¬ 
ture. The materials for this, were wrought from the 
neighboring quarries, which furniah largo quantities of 
material for buildings in New York and elsewhere. 
The New Jersey railroad, connecting New York with 
Newark, Trenton, and Philadelphia, here enters a splen¬ 
did depot, which is one of the most prominent buddings 
in the city. The Morris and Essex railroad also termin¬ 
ates here. Newark has also a number of churches, of 
which tome are elegant and beautiful; also several 
banks, literary Institutions, and libraries.

Com¬ 
mencing at the seashore, we find a sandy beech, bor¬ 
dered by extensive salt marshes, which are Intersected 
by numerous creeks. In the midst of this beech there 
la a bold promontory, called the u Boar's Heed." For 
the first twenty or thirty miles from the aea, the coun¬ 
try is either level, or variegated by rolling swells, fertile 
valleys, and email conical bills. The remainder of the 
state la greatly diversified by sloping woodlands, rich 
intervales, rugged mountains, fruitful valleys, foaming 
cascades, crystal rivers, and silvery lakes, which, from 
their wild and picturesque effect, have distinguished 
this country as the u Switzerland of America/* The 
soil is as varied in Ha character as the surfece; a <

most valuablejparticularly if They are enriched by an¬ 
nual floods. The uplands, of an uneven surface, and of 
a warm, moist, atony soil, are regarded as the best for 
grazing. The sandy, pine plains are the poorest, and 
often are of little or no use, except for growing wood. 

AfoamlsfiM/—The most considerable of these are the 
White mountains, the Monadnock, MoosohiOock, Ossi¬ 
pee. Sunipee. Patuckoway, and Keanaree. 

Rhoere, Loam, mud Bay *—The principal riv er s axe, 
the Connecticut, Merrimack, Androscoggin, Salmon 
Fall, Piscataqua, Exeter, or Swmmsoot, Saco, Upper 
and Lower Aromonoosuc, Sugar, Aahoelet, Winnipiso- 
ogee, Contoocook, Lamprey, Nashua, Marsalis way, and 
Plscataquog. The chief lakes are the Whmipissogro, 
Umbagog. Ossipee, Maambeslck, Sunipee. Newfound, 
and Squam. There are two “ Great bays’* In this state; 
the largest situated at the confluence of Swamscot, 
Wlnnicut, and Lamprey rivers; the other at the south¬ 
west corner of Lake Winnlpiseogee. Men ymee ting 
bay Is situated at the easterly end of the same lakes. 

Itland a.—The only islands worthy of note are the 
Isles of Shoals, seven in number, off Portsmouth har¬ 
bor, and numerous islets In Winnlpiseogee lake. Of 
the latter. Long Cow, and Davis’s, are the largest, and 
are in a high state of cultivation. 

CUmMt .—'The climate, like that of the state* adja¬ 
cent, is subject to the extremes of beat and cold, but 
the air is generally salubrious and pure. Along the 
seaboard, invalids subject to complaints of the longs 
generally suffer from the ocean winds. Morning and 
evening fires become necessary from September till May. 
The streams are generally locked up hi lee, and in the 
open country the snow often abides on the earth from 
November till April, and in the woods till May or 
June. 

Productive Resource *.—The chief products of this 
state are, horses, mules, horned cattle, sheep, swine, 
poultry, eggs, sugar, butter, cheese, hay, wood, lumber, 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat, potatoes, and In¬ 
dian corn. Of toe mineral resources there are iron, 
lend, silver, tin. sine, magnesia, soap-stone, granite, 
feldspar, and mica. 

Manufactures .—The principal manufactures, of this 
state are cotton and woollen goods, cast-iron, p*p*r, 
leather, boots and shoes, carriage*, furniture, hats, pot¬ 
tery-ware, mechanical and agricultural internment^ 
Ac. 
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Railroads and Canals. —There are abpet 800 mile* of 
milroads in New Hampshire, a large proportion of 
them radiating from Concord, the political capital of 
the state, to almost every point of the compiu*a. The 
only canals in the state are those for facilitating the nav¬ 
igation- of the Merrimack river. 

Commsrc*. —New Hampshire has but the single port 
of Portsmouth on the Arlantic, and its direct foreign 
commerce heretofore has been extremely small, amount¬ 
ing in the aggregate to lesa than 960,000 in 1851; but 
the increased facilities afforded by the opening of rail¬ 
road communication between Portsmouth and the in¬ 
terior of the state will materially enlarge its foreign 
trade. The shipping owned within the state amounts 
to about 811,000 tons. 

Education .—Thu principal literary Institutions of tins 
state are, Dartmouth college, at Hanover, attached to 
which it the New Hampshire medical school; and theo¬ 
logical seminaries at Gilmanton, Concord, and New 
Hampton. There are also 70 or 80 academic*, and 
about 3,000 common schools throughout the state.

An elevated range, called the “ Palisades," 
commences near Hoboken, and extends along the Hud- 
eon for miles, forming a perpendicular wall of ■Iona, 
which at come pilots is 500 feet high. The middle por¬ 
tions are less hilly than the northern, and much of the 
•oil is fertile, ana well tilled. The southern counties 
•n» principally composed of a long range of level coun¬ 
try, C'»tnmr»ncrav near Sandy Hook, and lines the whole 
coa*t of the middle states. Much of this range is sandy, 
•nd nearly barren, producing little else than small oaks 
«nd yellow pine; in other cases, swamp* of white cedar 
occur. In the southern section along the Atlantic and 
Delaware bay, there are extensive marshes, which are 
monthly inundated by ihe tide*. A stratum of green¬ 
sand marl in some place* thirty feet thick, underlies 
the surface throughout the length of this tract, which 
has been extensively used as a fertilizer in reclaiming 
the land. 



ManntaSnu .—In the northwesterly part of the state 
the e are two ranges, subordinate to the Alleganies, one 
called South mountain, and the other, Blue mountain, 
or Kitratiuny ridge.

Climate, —The climate along the seaboard, and in the 
valleys of the interior may be regarded as mild, though 
the former is often rendered disagreeable by ocean 
wind* In the mountainous region, at the north, the 
winters are cold, and often severe. The range of tem¬ 
perature varies from a few degrees below zero to 90° 
above. The air is remarkably pure, and usually salu¬ 
brious, exoept in summer mod autumn, near marshes 
and streams.

Hirtory —The territory of the present state of New

ati>d settle by the Swedes, in 1638. It also formed a 
pert of the Dutch province of New Netherlands, and 
was included within the jurisdiction of Governor Stuy-

In 1673* the Dutch regained all their former 
possessions, including New Jersey, but relinquished 
them to the English again, in 1674. After this event, 
the duke of York obtained a second charter, confirming 
the former grant, and restored to Berkeley and Carteret 
their former rights. Berkeley sold his ill,tine of the ter¬ 
ritory, which two years afterward, foil into the hands 
of William Penn ind two other quakers, and the prov* 
liras divided into ** East Jersey,” and “ West Jer- 
mtpj. n The former wan governed by Carteret, and the 
latter bv the quakers.

This country followed the fails’ 
of Mexico after the inevolution that overthrew the 
Spanish power. The history of New Mexico preiita 
to the invasion by the Americans, has little to arrest oft- 
tendon. It is a continuous record of bartaurism and 
tyranny. On the 8th of September, 1846, Santa Fe was 
captured by the Americans under General Kearney, 
and soon alter several of the river towns were visifw 
on his route to California. A dtil government was 
now established. On the 19th of January, 1847, aa in¬ 
surrection broke out against the Americans, and in sev¬ 
eral pueblos many Americans were murdered. Taos, 
Arroya-Hondo, ana Rio Colorado, were the chief scenes 
of strife. The battle* of L« Canada and El Erobodo 
also occurred in this month, and in February the bat¬ 
tle of Taos i in all of which the Mexicans were cura- 
pletoly vanquished. Some few skirmishes occurred 
after these, but none of importance. From fhb period 
the United States authorities exercised exclusive power. 
On the 2d of February, 1848, a treaty of peace and ere 
sioq was signed at Guadalupe Hidalgo, by which New 
Mexico was assigned to the Union. On the 9th of Sep-

Pkfdml AtveCL —Taking Into consideration the s ma l l 
extent of surface in this states, it is morn varied in its 
natural features than any other in the Union. Com¬ 
mencing at the seashore, we find a sandy beach, bor¬ 
dered by extensive salt marshes, which are intersected 
by numerous creeks. In the midst of this beach there 
is a bold promontory, called the “Boar's Head." For 
the first twenty or thirty miles from the sea, the coun¬ 
try is either level, or variegated by rolling swells, fcrtBa 
valleys, and small conical niUs. The remainder of the 
state is greatly diversified by sloping woodlands, rich 
intervales, rugged mountains, fruitful valleys, foaming 
cascades, crystal rivers, and silvery lakes, which, from 
their wild and picturesque effect, have distinguished 
this country as the “ Switzerland of America/* The 
soil is as varied in its character as the surface; a con¬ 
siderable portion is fertile, and it is generally better 
adapted to graziiw than tillage. The “ Intervale lands,* 
on the borders of the large riven, are esteemed as the 
most * lar if they are enriched by an¬ 

nual floods. The uplands, of an uneven surface, and of 
a warm, moist, stony soil, are regarded as the beat for 
grazing. The sandy, pine plains are the poorest, and 
often are of little or no use, except for growing wood. 

Mountain *,—The most considerable of these are the 
White mountains, the Monadnock, Mooa chiBo c k , Ossi¬ 
pee, Sunipee. Patuckoway, and Kearsarga.

ObimmU .—The climate, like that of the states adja¬ 
cent, is subject to the extremes of heat and cold, but 
the air is generally salubrious and pure. Along the 
seaboard, invalids subject to complaints of the tangs 
generally suffer from the ocean winds. Morning and 
evening fires become n e ce ss a ry from September till May. 
The streams are generally locked up in ice, and in the 
open country the snow often abides on the earth from 
November till April, and in the woods till May or 
June. 

Productive Rtsourcee .—The chief products of this 
state are, horses, mules, horned cattle, sheep, swine, 
poultry, eggs, sugar, butter, cheese, bay. wood, lumber, 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat, potatoes, and In¬ 
dian corn. Of the mineral resources there are iron, 
lead, silver, tin, zinc, magnesia, soap-stone, granite, 
feldspar, and mica. 

Manufacturer .—The principal manufacture^ of this 
state are cotton and woollen goods, cast-iron, paper, 
leather, boots and shoes, carriages, furniture, hats, pot¬ 
tery-ware, mechanical and agricultural instrumratt, 
Ac. 
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RaQro*d$ and Ckmmb .—'There are abpnt 600 miles of 
railroads in New Hampshire, a Urge proportfon of 
them radiating from Concord, the political capital of 
the state, to almost every point of the compass. The 
only canals in the state are those for facilitating the nav¬ 
igation of the Merrimack river. 

Oemisrca.—New Hampshire has but the single port 
of Portsmouth on the Atlantic, and ita direct foreign 
commerce heretofore haa been extremely small, amount¬ 
ing in the aggregate to less than $60,000 in 1851; but 
the increased facilities afforded by the opening of rail¬ 
road communication between Portamoath ana the in¬ 
terior of the state will materially enlarge its foreign 
trade. The shipping owned within the state amounts 
to about 23,000 torn. 

Mducail+n .—The principal literary institutions of the 
stale are, Dartmouth college, at Hanover, attached to 
which ia the New Hampshire medical school; and theo¬ 
logical seminaries at Gilman ton, Concord, and New 
Hampton. There are also 70 or 80 academies, and 
about 3,000 common school* throughout the state.

Pkftiad Aajmt -The state presents a great diversi¬ 
ty of »ui4ace, ms well as of soil. The northern portion* 
are mountainous, interepenied with rich valleys, and 
extensive tracts, well adapted for grazing, and "for the 
plough. An elevated range, called the “ Palisades,” 
commences near Hoboken, ami extends along the Hud- 
eon for -miles, forming a perpendicular wall of atone, 
which at some points fit 900 feet high. The middle por¬ 
tion* are ie*a Wily than the northern, and much of the 
•oil is fertile, and well tilled. The southern counties 


aro principally composed of a long range of level coun¬ 
try, dtnmencing near Sandy Hook, and lines the whole 
coast of the middle states. Much of this range is sandy, 
and nearly barren, producing little else than small oaks 
and yeDow pine; in other cases, swamps of white cedar 
occur. In the southern section along the Atlantic and 
Delaware bay, there are extensive marshes, which are 
monthly Inundated by the tides. A stratum of green- 
Mnd marl in some places thirty feet thick, underlies 
the surface throughout the length of this tract, which 
has been extensively Used as a fertilizer in reclaiming 
the land. 


Mountain *.—In the northwesterly part of the state 
the e are two ranges, subordinate to the Alleganies, one 
cal led South mountain, and the other, Blue mountain, 
or Kittatmny ridge. The more prominent point* of 
th* former are designated by the names of Moseonef- 
oung, Scbooley's, Hamburg, Wswayanda, and Bear 


Mountain* Thu other elevations worthy of note are 
Mine, Trowbridge, Second, and Raxnapo mountains. 

Rher* and Bay *.—The principal rivers am the Hud¬ 
son, and DrlawHre, its eastern and western boundaries; 
the Raritan, the Passaic (the great falls of which, above 
Paterson, have a perpendicular descent of seventy feet), 
Hackensack, Egg Harbor, Great Egg Harbor, Shrews¬ 
bury, Toms, Maurice, Delaware, and Mosconetong. 
The chief bays are the Delaware, Newark, New York 
Raritan, Sandy Hook, Barnegat, Little and Great Egg 
Harbors, and Greasy. 

Climau .—The climate along the seaboard, and in the 
valleys of the interior may be regarded as mild, though 
the former is often rendered disagreeable by ocean 
winds. In the mountainous region, at the north, the 
winters are cold, and oton severe. The range of tem¬ 
perature varies from a few depises below zero to 90° 
above. The air is remarkably pure, and usually salu¬ 
brious, except in summer and autumn, near marshes 
and streams. 

Produetim Rmntrc **.—'The chief products are horses, 
mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, eggs, butter, 
•had, oysters, cheese, fruit, cider, wine, fiaxseed, wax, 
pitch, tar, silk, wool, lumber, hay, 

wheat, rye, barley, buckwheat, oats, potatoes, mod In¬ 
dian corn. Of the mineral and fossil resources of this 
state, Iron and zinc: aunt the iwnilt abundant, and their 
ores are extensively wrought. An extensive bed of 
phosphorite, a native phosphate of lime, has been open¬ 
ed in Morris county, which promises to add much to 
the agricultural wealth of the state. 

Mtmufacturm. .The manufactures of New Jersey are 

numerous, embracing almost every variety of goods. 
Clotton and woollen mills are established in many parts 
i silk ai til. to 

a considerable extent; also, machinery, hardware, 
railroad-cars, carriages, fire-arms, jewelry, glass, earth¬ 
en-ware, fire-brick, £c. There are also extensive tan¬ 
neries, and other manufactories cl" leather. Whole 
villages are employed in boot and shoe making.

Government .—The legislative power is vented in a 
senate, elected for fttiee years, one third renewed each 
year, and a general assembly, chosen annually, on the 
second Tuesday of October; the executive power in a 
governor, elected by the people, once In three y**r«, at 
the general election, and is ineligible for the next tenn. 
The judiciary power i« vested in a court of errors and 
appeals, composed of the chancellor, supreme court, 
and six othr r judges; a court for trial of impeach- 
merits; a court of chancery; a supreme couit of fiFe 
judges, and courts of common pleas. The chancellor 
and supreme court judges hwia their offices for seven 
years; the six judges of the court of errors snd appeals 
lor six years, one judge vacating bis scat each year is 
rotation ; and the judges of the courts of common pleas 
for five years. Thu latter are chosen by the legislature; 
the other* receive their appointment from the gov¬ 
ernor. The right of suffrage U vested in every wliite 
male citizen, who shall have resided in the state one 
year, and in the county where he votes, five months, 
paupers, idiots, insane persons, and criminals, ex¬ 
cepted. 

HiMory —The territory of the present state of New 
J r*f*y was formally included, in part, in N**w Swede- 
land, winch lay on the west side of the Delaware, as far 
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up as Trenton fall*, and was -purchased of the Indians, 
and settled by the 8wedes, in 1638. It also formed a 
part of the Dutch province of Now Netherlands, and 
was included within the jurisdiction of Governor Stay- 
veaant, in 1655. The first permanent settlement within 
the present limits of this state was made at Bergen, in 
1633, bj the Danes. In 1664, Charles II* of England, 
haying granted to his brother James, the duke of York, 
the whole territory from Connecticut river to the 
shores of the Delaware, the latter immediately com¬ 
pelled the Dutch and Swedes to surrender, ana took 
possession of the province, with its subordinate settle¬ 
ments west of the river, except the present state of 
New Jersey, which be convoyed to Sir George Carter¬ 
et, and Lord Berkeley, who were already proprietors of 
Carolina. In 1673, the Dutch regained all their former 
possessions, including New Jersey, but relinquished 
them to the English a sain, in 1674. After this event, 
the duke of York obtained a second charter, confirming 
tiie former grant, and restored to Berkeley and Carteret 
their former rights. Berkeley sold hi* share of the ter¬ 
ritory. which two years afterward, foil into the hands 
of william Penn and twin other quakerv, and the prov¬ 
ince was divided into “ East Jersey," snd “ West Jer- 
mpf, m The former was governed by Carteret, and the 
r hf t quakers. In after nth of Car¬ 

teret, East Jersey was sold to Penn, and eleven other 
individuals of the same order and faith, who were 
by twelve partnemi, 

The celebrated Robert 
Barclay was appointed governor for life. In 1688, the

and soon after several of the river towns were visited 
on his route to Cahforaift A aril government was 
now wtablhbed. On the 19th of January, 1847. an In¬ 
surrection broke out agaimt the Am eriran s. and is sev¬ 
eral pueblo# many Americana were murdered. Taoa, 
Airoyw-Hondo, and Rio Cotoradft w er e the chief scenes 
of strife. The banka of La Canada and E3 Embudo 
rieo occurred in this month, and in February the bat¬ 
tle of Thos; in all of which the Mexicans were com- 
plet ly vanquuhed. Soeae few skirmiahes occurred 
alter tly*se. but none of importance.

Newhuryport has been and la 
still extensively engaged in enmmeree and ftnheriep; 
and although of late its maritime trade haa diminished, 
its population and general prosperity has increased. 
Use town contains a custnmhou-e, of rough granite, 
with a Grecian Doric portiea ehurrbos, a *-onrthoase, 
jail, market, and other public building*. The Eastern 
rail mud from Boston ami Salem, enters the place, and 
unirea it to the Portsmouth, Portland, and Saco raU- 
ftieda.

—The climate, like that of the states adja¬ 
cent, Is subject to the extremes of beat and oold, but 
the air is generally salubrious and pure. Along the 
seaboard, invalids subject to complaints of the mugs 
generally suffer from the ocean winds. Morning and 
evening fires become necessary from September tin May. 
The streams are generally locked up in ice, and in the 
open country tho mow often abides on the earth from 
November till April, and in the woods till May or 
June. 

Productive Resources.—The chief products of this 
state are, horses, mules, horned cattle, ahem swine, 
poultry, eggs, sugar, butter, cheese, hay, wood, lumber, 
wheat, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat, potatoes, and In¬ 
dian corn. Of the mineral resources there are iron, 
lend, silver, tin, zinc, magnesia, soap-stone, granite, 
feldspar, and mica. 

Manufactures .—The principal manufactures, of this 
state are cotton and woollen goods, cart-iron, paper, 
leather, boots and shoes, carriages, furniture, hats, pot¬ 
tery-ware, mechanical and agricultural instruments,

railroads in New Hampshire, a large proportion of 
them radiating from Concord, the politic*] capital of 
the elate, to almost every point of the compass, The 
only canal* in the etate are thoae for facilitating the nav- 
igatios-of the Merrimack river. 

Commerct .—New Hampshire has but the single port 
of Portsmoath on the Atlantic, and its direct foreign 
commerce heretofore has been extremely small, amount¬ 
ing in the aggregate to leas than 960,000 in 1851; but 
the increased facilities afforded by the opening of rail¬ 
road communication between Portsmouth and the in¬ 
terior of the state will materially enlarge its foreign 
trade. The shipping owned within the state amounts 
to about 23,000 tons. 

Kducati$n .—The principal literary Institutions of the 
state are, Dartmouth college, at Hanover, attached to 
which is the New Hampshire medical school; and theo¬ 
logical seminaries at Gilmanton, Concord, and New 
Hampton.

Physical Aspect .—The state presents a great diversi¬ 
ty of furface, as well aa of soil Tta northern portions 
are mountainous, interspersed with rich valley*, and 
extensive tracts, well adapted for grazing, and for the 
plough. An elevated range, called the “Palisades,” 
commences near Hoboken, and extends along the Hud¬ 
son for miles, forming a perpendicular waif of stone, 
which at *omp points is 500 feet high. The middle por- 
tions are less hilly than the northern, and much of the 
soil is fertile, and well tilled. The southern counties 
•rw principally composed of a long range of level coun¬ 
try, commencing near Sandy Hook, and lines the whole 
coast of the middle states. Much of this range is sandy, 
and nearly barren, producing little else than small oaks 
sod yellow pine; in other cases, swamps of white cedar 
occur. Iu the southern section along the Atlantic and 
Delaware bay, there are extensive marshes, which are 
monthly inundated by the tides. A stratum of green¬ 
sand mart, in some places thirty feet thick, underlies 
the surface throughout the length of this tract, which 
has been extensively used as a fertilizer in reclaiming 
the land. 8 

Mountain *.—Tn the northwesterly part of the state 
the e are two ranges, subordinate to the Alleganies, one 
called South mountain, and the other, Blue mountain, 
or Kittatumy ridge. The more prominent points of 
th** former are designated by the names of Mosconet- .

Mountain*. The other elevations worthy of note are 
Mine, Trowbridge, Second, and Ramapo mountains. 

Rivers and Bays.—The principal rivers ire the Hud¬ 
son, and Delaware, its eastern and western boundaries; 
the Raritan, the Passaic (the great falls of which, above 
Paterson, have a perpendicular descent of seventy feet), 
Hackensack, Egg Harbor, Great Egg Harbor, Shrews¬ 
bury, Toros, Maurioe, Delaware, and Mosconetong. 
The chief bays are the Delaware, Newark, New York. 
Raritan, Sandy Hook, Barnegit, Little and Great Egg 
Harbors, and Grassy. 

Climate .—The climate along the seaboard, and in the 
valleys of the interior may be regarded as mild, though 
the former is often rendered disagreeable by ocean 
winds. In the mountainous region, at the north, the 
winters are cold, and often severe. The range of tem¬ 
perature varies from a few de g re e s below zero to 90* 
above. The air is remarkably pure, and usually salu¬ 
brious, except in summer and autumn, near marshes 
and streams. 

Productive ffiwrarc gi,—The chief products are horses, 
mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, eggs, butter, 
•had, oysters, cheese, fruit, cider, wine, flaxseed, wax, 
pitch, tar, resin, turpentine, silk, wool, lumber, hay, 
wheat, rye, barley, buckwheat, oats, potatoes, and In¬ 
dian corn. Of the mineral and foasU resources of this 
•tote, Iron mad zinc .are the moat abundant, and their 
ores are extensively wrought An extensive bed of 
phosphorite, a native phosphate of lime, ban been open¬ 
ed In Morris county,, which promises to add much to 
the agricultural wealth of the state; 

Manufmcturee .—The manufactures of Nt w Jersey are 
numerous, embracing almost every variety of goods. 
Cotton and woollen mills are established in many parts 
of the state; silk and linen goods are manufactured to 
a considerable extent; also, machinery, hardware, 
railroad-care, carriages, fire-arms, Jewelry, glass, earth¬ 
en-ware, fire-brick, itc.

Physical A»p*et.> .The general appearance of the 

country is mountainous with a large valley in the mid* 
dll be i 

del Norte This valley is gent rally about twenty milea 
wide, bordered on the eaat ana west by mountain 
chain*. There are some valleys of less extent along the 
borders of smaller streams, and a few spaces of eleva- 
ted table-land. East of the Rocky mountains there are 
prairies and plains, and «i portion of the great Ameri¬ 
can desert, The noil in the valley of the Rio Grande 
in Now Mexico is generally .sandy, and looks poor, but 
by irrigation it produoes abundant crops. The most fer¬ 
tile part of the vtilley begins below Santa Fe, along the 
river, where it is not uncommon to raise two crops 
within one year. The dryness of the soil makes it ne¬ 
cessary to employ irrigation. 

Mountains. —The Rocky mountain range traverses 
the eastern part of New Mexico, bearing different 
names at different points. South of Santa Fe it rises to 
6,000 or 8,000 feet, while to the north some snow-capped 
peaks are seen which rise to from 10,000 to 12,000 feet 
abuve the sea-level The Sierra Madre or Anahuac 
range stretches northward from the Mexican Cordil¬ 
leras through the centre of the territory, and the Wah- 
satch mountains lie near the western boundary. 

Riven and Lakes .—The principal river of New Mexi¬ 
co is the Rio Grande del Norte. Its head waters are 
found in the Rocky mountains, and flowing south it 
enters the gulf of Mexico, forming, in the lower part of 
its course, the boundary line between Mexico and the 
United States, its length is about 2,000 miles, and It is 
navigable for steamboats, about 700 miles from its 
mouth. Its principal tributaries are, the Cbamea, Pe¬ 
cos, Conchos, Salaao, Alamo, and San Juan. The Colo¬ 
rado, which empties into the gulf of California, forms 
part of the western boundary, until it extends into the 
territory. The Gila, which flows westward, extends 
along the southern boundary until reaching its source 


in the Sierra Madre range; its principal branches are 
San Francisco and Salt rivers. About 100 mile* south¬ 
east of Santa Fe, on the high table-land east of the Rio 
Grande, are several salt lakes, which furnish the coun¬ 
try with salt. 

CUauu *.—The climate is generally temperate, con¬ 
stant, and healthy. Considerable atmospheric defer¬ 
ence*, however, are experienced in the mountain dis¬ 
tricts, and in the low valley of the rivers. In the lat¬ 
ter the summer beat sometimes rises to 100° Fah¬ 
renheit, but the nights are always cool and pleasant. 
The winters are comparatively of long duration, and 
frequently severe. The sky is generally dear, and the 
atmosphere dry, except during the rainy season, from 
July to October. Disease is little known, except some 
inflammations and typhoid fevers ia the winter sea¬ 
son. 

Productive Resource*. —Indian corn, wheat, beans, on¬ 
ions, and fruits, are raised in large quantities, and the 
grape-vine is extensively cultivated. The inhabitants 
pay considerable attention to cattle-reiaing, and are pos¬ 
sessed of largs flocks and herds. The country is rich 
in gold, silver, copper, iron, coal, gypsum, and salt. 
None but the silver mines, however, nave been much 
wrought There are considerable domestic mannlae- 
tures. 

Population. —The whole population of New Mexico, 
according to the census of 1753, uma 30,953; in 1833, it 
was estimated at 52,360, composed of one twentieth 
Sfulardi},, one fifth Creoles, one fourth Mestizos of al 
grides, and one half Pueblo Indiana.

information about it in 1581, from a party of adven¬ 
turers under Captain Francisco de Levya BonQlo, who, 
upon finding the aboriginal inhabitants and fee mineral 
wealth of fee country to be similar to those of Mexico, 
called it New Mexico. In 1594, the then viceroy of 
Mexico, Count de Monterey, sent fee gallant Juan de 
Oaflte, of Zacatecas, to New Mexico, to take formal pos¬ 
session of fee country in fee name of Spain, and to es¬ 
tablish colonies, missions, and presidios (forts) They 
found a great many Indian tribes and settlements, 
which they succeeded in Christianizing in the usual

1 be villages of fee < 'lirisfemlred Indiana w t up 
called Pueblos, in opposition to fee wild and roving 
tribes that refused such favors. Many towns, ©f which 
only ruins exist now, were established at feat time; 
many mines were worked, and the occupation of fe® 
country seemed to be secured, when, quite unexpect¬ 
edly, in 1680, a general insurrection of all fee Indian 
tribes broke out against fee Spanish yoke. Hie Span¬ 
iards were either massacred or driven 1, 

where they founded Paso del Norte. The country was 
not recovered for ten or twelve years. Several insur¬ 
rections have since occurred, but none so universal or 
disastrous as this one. This country followed fee fate 
of Mexico after fee revolution feat overthrew fee 
Spanish power. The history of New Mexico previous 
to fee invasion by fee Americans, has little to arrest at¬ 
tention. It is a continuous record of barbarism and 
tyranny. On fee 8fe of September, 1846, Santa Fe was 
captured by fee Americans under General Kearney, 
and toon alter several of the river towns were visited 
on his route to California. A civil government was 
now established. On the 19th of January, 1847, an in¬ 
surrection broke out against fee Americans, and in sev¬ 
eral pueblos many Americans were murdered. Taos, 
Arroya-Hondo, and Rio Colorado, were the chief scenes 
of strife. The battles of La Canada and El Embudo 
also occurred in this month, and in February fee bat¬ 
tle of Taos; in all of which fee Mexicans were com¬ 
pletely vanquished. Some few skirmishes occurred 
after these, but none of importance. From this period 
the United States authorities exercised exclusive power. 
On fee 2d of February, 1848, a treaty of peace and ces¬ 
sion was signed at Guadalupe Hidalgo, by which New 
Mexico was assigned to the Union. On the 9tb of Sep- 
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tember, 1850, It was erected into « territory, the United 
States paying Thus ten millions of dollars as an equiv- 
alent for the claim she preferred to that portion or the 
territory of New Mexico which lies east of the Rio 
Grande.

United States, is still more important, Situated near 
the mouth of the great river of the American continent, 
the Mississippi, with its immense confluents the Ohio 
and the Missouri, almost the whole trade of those 
streams, and of their thousand tributaries, flows toward 
this point, as to a vast receiving and distributing reser¬ 
voir. Hence the exports of New Orleans are exceeded 
by those of no other American city, New York excepted. 
Toe great staple* of the southern and western states, 
sugar, cotton, tobacco, wheat, flour, and corn, are the 
articles chiefly shipped from this port The harbor is, 
excellent, deep, and spacious. Ships, and vessels of 
every description, from the flatboat of the Mississippi 
to the magnificent ocean-steamer, here congregate, or 
enliven the scene, as they move from point to point. 
From the city to the bar, near the gulr. 100 miles be¬ 
low, the river has an avenge depth of 100 feet, afford¬ 
ing anchorage for severs 1 miles along the wharves. The 
bed of the river, and its banks toward the mouth, are 
gradually rising. In 1722 there were 25 foot of water 
on the bar. la 1767 there were but 20, and now there 
are but 9 feet The present mouth of the river is three 
miles beyond the mouth of 1724. 

The city is gradually extending toward Lake Pom- 
chartrein on the north, which communicates with the 
Mississippi by a canal, the Bayou St, John, and a rail¬ 
road six miles long, and with the gulf of Mexico by 
Lake Borgu** and intermediate pat-sages, The Mexican

which New Orleans possesses, it is apparent that in 
prosperity is almost unlimited, and is the m prrwiry 
result of the settlement of the vast region of the valley 
of the Mississippi It is now the sixth city in popula¬ 
tion, and the third in commerce, in the Unum, and per¬ 
haps would already have held a higher rank, bat from 
the check it receives from the prevalence off yellow 
fever, and other maladies, consequent upon Its aitna- 
tion.

stories high; also the University of Louisiana, and many 
excellent schools. The city is supplied with water, ele¬ 
vated by steam from the Mississippi Into a react tour, 
and thence distributed through iron pipes.

From these naval operation* Newport •offered greatly, 
but soon recovered It* former vigor, and continued to 
tw one of the chief commercial ports in the Union, 
until the manufacturing soocess of Providence di¬ 
verted the tide of enterprise into other channels. 
Manufactures and commerce are still extensively pro- 
secured.

da West. It haa a superficial area of about 46,000 
square miles, or 30,000,000 acres. 

Physical Aiptct .—The natural features of this state 
are greatly diversified, but in general may be regarded 
as an elevated tract, with numerous indentations and 
depressions, which form 6 m basins of the lakes and 
the valleys of fertilising streams. The surface of the 
eastern division is more varied in Its character than the 


western. There are some level tracts, the principal of 
which embrace the prairies and larger plains of Long 
Island; but the greater portion is mountainous and 
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hilly. The central and western divisions are mostly 
level, or moderately undulating, except near the Penn¬ 
sylvania line, where it becomes broken and hilly. The | 
son of this state is generally good, except on the more 
sterile parts of the Hudsonhighlands, and other moun¬ 
tainous tracts, and many parts are celebrated for their 
extraordinary fertility. The valleys of the Mohawk 
and the Genesee, in particular, have long been prover- 
binl for their productiveness, and are regarded as inex¬ 
haustible in their yield. The extensive plains in the 
central part of Long island, heretofore used as wood¬ 
lands, producing large quantities of fori for the New 
York market, are now being converted into forms and 
gardens, and the soil, with a moderate outlay for 
amendments, Is found to produce, when properly cul¬ 
tivated, as well as any other land on the Island. 

Mountain *.—There are several ridges of mountains 
in this state, which are generally considered as exten¬ 
sions of the Allegany or Appalachian chain. Two of 
these cross the eastern division, one of which extends 
from New Jersey to West Point, forming the Hudson 
highlands; thence in a northerly direction to the Tagh- 
kanntc mountains, constituting the dividing ridge Be¬ 
tween the Housatonic and Hudson rivers. The same 
range continues to Vermont, and is there known as 
the Green mountains. The other range, from New 
Jersey, terminates at the Sbawartgunk mountains, on 
the west side of the Hudson. Another range still more 
prominent, also extends from New Jersey, as a continu¬ 
ation of the Klttatinny ridge, to the KaaUbergs (Cats- 
kill), near the Hudson, whence it continues in a north¬ 
westerly direction, through the counties of Albany and 
Schoharie, forming the Helderberg; thence to the lit¬ 
tle Falls, through Herkimer, where it I* known by the 
name of Sacondaga mountain; thence along to the 
westward of Lake Champlain to the river St. Law- 
renoe, forming the Adirondack mountains, Mount Marcy 
being the most lofty pinnacle of tb any - 

JKwrs, Oaths, Mss, and Boys..The principal rivers

Qutarado * N* w York Is noted foi a numbei of mag 
nlficeot waterfalls. The folk of Niagara form the most 
stupendous cataract in the world J be watet accu 
undated from the great upper lakes, forming a river 
about three quarters of a mile wide, and from forty to 
sixty feet deep, flow* with a current of seven miles an 
hour. As it proceed* the river widen*, and embosoms 
Grand and Navy islands, and again contract* to Its 
former width. Below the Islands are rapids, which ex¬ 
tern! i mile, to the precipice, in which space the river 
descends fifty-seven feet Here Goat island divides the 
river into two channels. Over the precipice the river 
folk perpendicularly about 160 feet Much the greater 
part of the water passeti in the channel between Goat 
Maud and the Canada shore, and this fall k called, from 


Iskud and the Canada shore, and this fall k called, from 
its shape, the Horseshoe. Between Goat island and the 
small Island in the eastern channel the stream U only 
eight or ten yards wide, forming a beautiful cascade. 
Between this small kland and the American shore the 
sheet of water Is broad, and the descent greater by a 
few feet than at the Horsehoe foil, but the stream k 
comparatively shallow. The best single view of the 
falls is from Table-Rock, on the Canada shore, and the 
best view of the rapids is from Goat kland. Trenton 
falls, twelve miles north of Utica, are a succession of 
magnificent cascades. The Cohoes falls are formed by 
the passage of the Mohawk over a wall of rock, in one 
sheet, sixty-two feet high. At Rochester, the Genesee 
has a fall of ninety six feet. At Ithaca, Fall creek has a 
descent of 438 feet in the space of a mile. The Cau- 
terskili MU are a beautiful cascade, of great elevation. 
In the Highlands. 

Mineral Spring *.—The Bara toga and BaTLston min¬ 
eral springs are the resort of invalids at all seasons, and 
of the fawnlonable world during summer. The salt 
Springs, near Syracuse, annually yield four million 


bushels of salt The sulphur Springs, at Sharon, ia 
Schoharie county, and at Avon, in Livingston oosaty, 
are efficacious in the treatment of chronic complaint*. 

Ihtonda .—The chief islands, surrounded by tick? water, 
are Long, Staten, Manhattan, Blackwell's, Garduwri*, 
Shelter, and Plum. Those of the inland water* are. 
Grand and Tonawanda islands, in the Niagara river, 
and several others in the St. Lawrence. 

Climate. —The climate is more varied, perhaps. tin 
in any other state. In the easterly section, below tire 
Hudson highlands, the winters, are comparatively 
mild, but changeable, and frequently are rendered dis¬ 
agreeable by the ocean winds. In the northeastern mad 
central divisions they are more uniform, but severe. 
In the western division they are also mOd, and are sub¬ 
ject to less variation than either of the other division*, 
except near the lakes, where they are often rendered 
unpleasant by tempestuous winds. The cr h e uns of 
temperature near the city of New York vary from 4® 
below zero Fahrenheit to 90° above; at Albany, from 
IIP below to 93° above; at Canandaigua, from 8° be¬ 
low to 87° above; and at Buffalo, from zero to I'lflP" 
above. The climate of the state k generally regarded 
as healthy, with the exception of a few months in sum¬ 
mer and autumn, in the vicinity of stagnant marshes 
and sluggish streams. Here, as in most other ■ of 
the country, situated In similar diranutaAoea, anter- 
mittents and bilious disorders more or less prevail.

Education .—Among the literary Institutions of New 
York are, Columbia, Union, Hamilton, and Geneva 
colleges; sod the New York, Madison, and Rochester 
universities. There are seven theological seminaries, 
and fire medical schools. There are, also, about 250 
academies, and 12,000 common schools In the state. 
The money appropriated for the support of common 
schools amounts to over a million of dollars annually.

The Hudson river proper rises by two branches, in the mountainous regions of Hamilton and Essex counties, New York, The Eastern branch is composed of two 
streams, which unite in Warren county. Fifteen miles below this, the Sacandagna unites'with the Hudson at Jessup's falls; eighteen miles below this, it passes Hadley's 
falls; and twenty miles further is Glen's falls. The only considerable tributary below tlue» is the Mohawk, ten miles above Albany. Its whole course, from its source to its 
entrance into New York bay, is 820 miles. The tide flows as far as Albany. The city of New York owes much of its prosperity to this river, connected as it is with the 
Erie and Champlain canals. The Hudson River railroad, which connects Albany with New York, together with the river travel, are greater thoroughfares than any other 
highway on this continent 
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born citizens of the United States, end have resided in 
the state five jean, and who are elected biennially; and 
the legislative power in a senate, of 32 members, elect¬ 
ed biennially, and a boose of assembly, ofl28 members, 
elected annually, on the Tuesday succeeding the first 
Monday in November. The secretary of state, comp¬ 
troller, treasurer, canal commissioners, attorney-gen¬ 
era l, engineer, and surveyor, are elected biennially by 
the people.

History .—In the year 1609, Henry Hudson, a naviga¬ 
tor (who had previously made two voyagea to the 
American continent, in the service of a company of 
London merchants), in the employ of the Dutch East 
India Company, while exploring the coasts of what am 
now Virginia. Delaware, and New Jersey, In search of 
a passage to the Pacific ocean, passed through the Nar¬ 
rows, entered the magnificent bay of New York, and 
discovered the mouth of the Manhattan (now Hudson) 
river. For ten days bp continued its voyage cautiously 
up this river, confidently hoping it would open through 
to the great ocean, and It vnis not until he reached the 
head of tide-water. In fact until he was at the mouth of 


the Mohawk, that h® relinquished this idea. He reached 
England In the autumn of that year. During the same 
j ear, Champlain, having fortified Quebec, passed 
through the lake which bears his name, and descended 
Lake George. The two navigators came very near 
meeting each other from different points, in the interior 
of New York. The Dutch fiommenoed a regular trade 
with the Indiana upon the Hudson in 1610, which was

settlement was made upon Manhattan island, but actual 
ii oloiil i>ii( ixiiii olliill IK if lull i place until iitllm 1621 when 
the Dutch West India Company was formed. In 1629, 
this company issued petroon privileges, for the purpose 
of encouraging settlements, and emigration rapidly in¬ 
creased. In 1633, this Dutch erected a fort on the Con¬ 
necticut river, upon the present site of Hartford, hut 
soon after abandoned the place.

claimed Jurisdiction ovei the whole country bordering 
the Delaware and its bay. bot there a c tony of Swedes, 
which had been projected by and planted under the 
anspicas of Gustavus Adolphus, disputed their author¬ 
ity, and they built a tort upon the island of Unicorn, 
in the D< la ware, • few miles below Philadelphia. In 
!S43-’44, the Dutch waged a war against the neighbor- 
log Indian tribes upon Long Island, and In New Jersey, 
who showed signs of dissection, having been badly 
treated by tbe whites. The Indians were subdued and 
dispersed. In 1647, Peter Stuyvessnt, the most cele¬ 
brated of the Dutch governors, arrived, and by order 
of the home government, he set about reducing the 
Swedish colony to submission. This was accomplished 
in 1655, and lum Musrfsn upon the Delaware became a 
part of tbe New Netherlands. In 1664, Charles II. 
granted the country between the Connecticut and the 
Delaware to his brother, the Duke of York, who sent 
an armed force to take possession. This they accom¬ 
plished in tbe autumn of that year, and tbe name of 
the settlement and province was changed to New York. 
When, in 1689, Governor Andros was imprisoned, the 
people of New York, under Leister, took possession of 
the Tort there. Leister continued at the head of affitln 
until 1691, when he was arrested by Slaughter, a newly* 
appoint'-d royal governor, and executed on a charge of 
high treason. From the year 1700 until 1744, the prov¬ 
ince of New York was quiet, except the excitement 
produced by a pretended negro plot It was then that 
the “ five years* war** with France took place, and nor¬ 
thern New York became the theatre of hostilities. 
Hoosiek and Schenectady were burnt From 1755 to 
1763 occurred the French and Indian wars, snd New 
York wa* the chief field of operations within tbe En¬ 
glish colonies. Fort Oswego was captured by Mont¬ 
calm, August 13,1756, and the next year, on August 


9, he stormed and took Port William Henry, on Lake 
George. Tbe English also made conquests of fortresses 
in tbe possession of the French ; TScunderoga, Innte 
nac, and Niagara, The congress of the colonkw. which 
the stamp-act gave birth to, was held in the city of New 
York, In 1765, and about the same time the sMtoriartion 
called tbe Sons of Liberty was organised in this prov¬ 
ince. In 1767, the powers of the colonial tegwlatizra 
were annulled by parliament, becanae the assem bly 
refused to grant supplies to troops. In 1773, the people 
of New York, like those of Boston, successfully 11 ahifi il 
tbe landing of tea. In 1775, after hearing of the bettte 
of Lexington, a provincial congress was assembled, and 
thus the colony was governed until 1777, when a con¬ 
stitution was adopted. On August, 27, 1776, occurred 
the battle on Long Island, between the Americana and 
British and Hessians. The city was evacuated by the 
Americans on tbe 23d of September. From that tins 
until the close of the Revolution, this state waa the 
scene of some of the most exciting and important 
events of the war. But our limits fortHd a detail of 
them. On tbe 25th of November, 1783, the British 
evacuated New York. It was there that Washington, 
the first president of the United State*, was inaugura¬ 
ted, on the 30th of April, 1789. New York ratified the 
Constitution of the United States July 26, 1788.

Here tbe noble 
Hudson, .-iter a course of more than 200 mites, through 
in rich and populous region, sweeps nugesticaDy along, 
bearing on its bosom the vast commerce of toe Ena 
canal and the went, expands Into the upper bay, and 
jmm through the “ Narrows™ Into tbe ocean. Here, 
too, on the opposite side, courses the strong tide of East 
river, which, winding between Long fotand and tbe 
main land, forms the rocky pass of “ Hell-Gatr," and 
several islands. This stream, which averages abort 
three fourths of a mite in width, and thirty feet in depth, 
affords a passage for vessels of a large dass into Long 
Island sound and the Atlantic : while those engaged to 
foreign commerce, as well as in the southern coasting- 
trade, usually enter and leave the harbor through the 
Narrows, between Staten and Long islands. The best 
anchorage for these Is at the wharves elans tbe East 
river, which is more secure from ioe than the Hudson. 
British packets, coasting vessels, and ranid-t>oaU gen¬ 
erally, lie along the former river; some at Brooklyn, 
and the Atlantic dock, on the opposite iwnk ; white the 
Hudson is thickly lined with steamboats and thip* from 
England, France, Spain, Portugal Holland, Sweden, 
ana other foreign countrtea. On this river, *!-<♦, at the 
foot of Canal street, is tbe wharf of the CoHm-* line of 
steamers, between Liverpool and New York. The 
Cunard steamer* land at Jersey city, on tin' opposite 
side of tbe river. Other splendid Hne* run lw-tween 
the city and Southampton, Bremen, and Xi-vre, in 
Europe, Charleston, Savannah, New Orleans, Havana, 

, Chagres, Nicaragua, and Panama. Steamboat* of dif- 
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friwt grade*, from the magnificent floating palace* of 
the Hudson, to the le**er propeller and a team-ferry 
boats, are constantly leaving or approaching the city, 
and animate its waters with the most varied prospect 
of life and activity. For pleasant, salubrious position, 
and beauty of surrounding country. New York is as 
conspicuous as it is for commercial advantage*. En¬ 
tering the outer bay, from the Atlantic, the traveller 
sees on the left of the broad expanse of water, the blue 
hills of New Jersey, formerly known as the highlands 
of Naveslnk. Toward the north, the romantic height* 
of Staten island rise to view, and nn the east, the shores 
of Long island. Following the Narrows, between the 
two Islands, which are defended by strong fortifications, 
the upper or inner part of the bay opens an enchanting 
scene. Staten Island recedes, and the shores of New 
Jersey reappear.

street, fronting on Broadway, stands Trinity church, 
the most costly and magnificent structure of the kind 
in America. It Is of limit-brown freestone, in purely 
Gothic architecture, and in 199 feet deep, 84 feet wide, 
the walls 60 feet high, and the spire reaching 284 feet 
above the ground. From the battlement*, at the base 
of the spire, appears a magnificent panorama of New 
York hay, its inland*, New Jersey, ana Long island, with 
Brooklyn, Williamsburgh, and other populous towns; 
white below the feet the giant city spreads east, west, 
north, and south, on each side of Broadway, which for 
three mites bisects it in nearly a straight direction. 
This splendid street, which b 90 feet wide, b lined with 
large and magnificent stores, warehouses, and hotels, 
built of white marble, freestone, and other durable ma¬ 
terials. Below Trinity church, besides a number of 
fine hotels, there is the United States bonded ware¬ 
house. Proceeding northward, successively appear the 
American Museum, the Astor house, occupying an en¬ 
tire square, built of blue granite, the city-half, the Irving 
house, opposite to which b Stuart's dry-goods palace, a 
massive structure of white marble, the Society library, 
City hospital, American institute, St. Nicholas hotel. 
Academy of Design, Metropolitan hotel, and Grace 
church, of pure white marble, elaborately sculptured. 
At Tenth street, Broadway makes a small angle, and. 
after passing Union and Madison squares, proceeds 
nearly northward to the upper end of the bland. 
Among the public buildings in the lower part of the city 


b the dty-haU. In the " Park," a pleasant triangular en¬ 
closure, of ten acres. Tlito edifice b of white marble, 
except the back, which b of brown frwatua e. lb 
architecture b a combination of the Ionic, Corinthian, 
and Composite orders. It b 916 feet long, 106 feet 
deep, and 65 feet high. Upon the roof b a cupola, with 
a dock, illuminated at night, and an enormous bell, the 
powerful toues of which send the alarm of fire over an 
area of manxmfic*.

The hall of Justice, often called, 
from its architecture, the u Egyptian Tombs." la a mas¬ 
sive and large building, on Centre street, of light-cotered 
nite, 253 feet long, and 900 feet wide. It cont»tus 
dty prison, and other departmental of justice. 
Columbia college In plcmiiciiitly situated westward of the 
park, fronting a beautiful green, the west side of which 
once overlooked the Hudson, but it b now at a distance 
of about a fourth of a mile. Thb insrimtkm was 
founded! under George II., in 1754, and haa educated 
some of the mmt distinguished men of the country. 
The New York postoffice occupies the old Middle Dutch 
church on Nassau, Cedar, ana Liberty streets Otb-v 
prominent buildings worthy of note are Clinton hail, 
occupied by the Mercantile library; Odd-Fellows hall 
an imposing structure of freestone; the New York 
university, an elegant white marble Gothic structure;

other noble, charitable Institutions, which form a most 
enviable ornament of pride and honor for the m e tr opo- 
lia in. 

New York b well furnished with educational and III- 
eraiy privileges, and manifests its high interest In men¬ 
tal culture, by the number and excellence of Its libra¬ 
ries, schools, colleges, lectures, and journals, the latter 
of which are, In general, superior to those of any other 
dty in the Union, lor intrinsic merits, despatch, and fan 
every requisite off newspaper literature. 

The public grounds of New fork are numerous, but 
scarcely commensurate with Its greatness and wnalth. 
The "Battery,*’ at the aouth extremity, fa m airy and de¬ 
lightful resort to summer, carpeted with greensward, 
shaded with large trass, and fanned by the breraee of (lie 
bay. At foe southwest side, built up from the water, fa 
Castle-Garden, once a fortification, but now used for pub- 
lie gatherings, and for the magnificent annual fid re of 
the American Institute. Its vast amphitheatre will con¬ 
tain 10,000 persona. Not &r from the battery, at foe 
foot of Broadway, b the H Bowling-Green," a small ellip¬ 
tical enclosure, containing a fountain and lofty trees. 
Here, before the Revolution, stood a gflded leaden 
statute of George III,, which was converted by foe pa¬ 
triots into bullets, to be fired at the troops of the kfo& 
whom it represented. The park haa been already no¬ 
ticed. Union square b a pleasant oval ground, adorned 
with flowers, grass, trees, and a fountain. Washington 
square, formerly a potter's field, lies westward of 
Broadway, and affords a pleasant promenade. Tump 
kins, dtuyvesant, and Madison squares, are the other 
public grounds, none of which are sufficiently ample for 
the wants of tho city. SL John's, and Grammercy, are 
beautiful private parks. 

It remains to notice a work which, in grandeur of de¬ 
sign, and magnificent execution, is truly worthy of the 
commercial metropolis of America: the Croton water¬ 
works, the tnoat extensive and costly structure of the 
kind to the country, and probably in the world, if we 
except those at Marseilles, to France. A dam across 
Cmton river, 40 miles north of tho city-hall, creates an 
cxhaostleasand beautiful lake, of about 400 arm- in - r> a, 
five miles in circumference, and capable of rtmhonteg 
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550,000,000 gallons of water, The aqueduct extend* 
from this point to Harlem river, without interruption, 
conveying the water through a conduit of masonwork, 
which ha* a descent of about one foot to a mile, ia six 
feet three inchea wide at the bottom, seven feet eight 
inches at the top, and eight feet five fncbea high. It 
paasea Harlem river upon the " High Bridge, which has 
been pronounced eoual to the moat magnificent struc¬ 
tures, of a similar Kind in ancient Rome. Fourteen 
piers of solid mason rr support arches, upon which 
rests the bridge, 1,450 feet long, and 114 feet above tide¬ 
water. After crossing the river, the aqueduct conveys 
the water to the receiving reservoir, 636 feet wide, 
1,825 feet long, and containing 150,000,000 gallons. The 
water is separated by a partition of masonry, forming 
two divisions, which may be alternately foil and empty, 
or both full at the same time. The whole area of the 
surface of the water ia equal to 35 acres. From this 
basin the water is conveyed through Iron pipes to the 
distributing reservoir, two miles southward, whence it 
Is distributed through iron pipes under ground, enters 
the bouses, and cP*anses the streets, administering 
comfort, beauty, and health, to the city and its denizens. 
The area of the latter reservoir is equal to four acres; 
its capacity is 20,000,000 gallons. The water-works cm 
supply 60,000,000 gallons daily, the average quantity 
is 30,000,000. The cost of the aqueduct ana reservoirs 
was over «12,000,000. 

The manufactures of New York, like its commerce, 
are more extensive than those of any ©titer American 
dty. Ship-building and machinery, are among the 
branches most largely carried, on Here are bnflt the 
magnificent ocean steamers, packets, and steamboats, 
that are the glory of New York. 

The princmal streets are traversed in various dlrec- 
tions by omnibus lines, connecting the Important points. 
Ferries communicate with Hoboken, Jersey city, Stat¬ 
on Island, Brooklyn, WUHamsburgh, and Astoria. 

The railroads diverging from New York are, the

Physical Aspect .—This state, like 8outh Carolina and 
Georgia, present* a variety of surface, soil, and climate. 
It may be physically divided into three zones ; first, the 
flat sea border, including numerous small islands; 
second, the sand hill zone, spreading by an indefinite 
outline l>etwecn the sea border, ana the third, a hilly 
and partly mountainous tract, beyond the lower fells of 
the nvers. The maritime section, which extends from 
80 to 100 miles inland, is nearly a dead level, varied 
only hy deeply.indented, though shnllow souuds, and j 
Occasional openings, in the immense forests of pine, 
with which it is covered, and extensive glades, marshes, I 



or swamps. In the northeastern part, extending tato 
Virginia, lies the Great Dismal swamp, thirty wwlai kmg 
and ten broad, thickly wooded with pine, jumper, 
cypress, and in the drier portions with red and wrote 
oak. Between Albemarle and Pamlico sounds is the 
Alligator, or Little Dismal swamp, which contains a 
lake. Here the soil is generally sandy and poor, though 
on the banks of some of the streams, particularly those 
of the Roanoke, it is remarkably ferule. In otter in¬ 
stances, there are ridges of oak land, of a dark-colored 
and fruitful soil. After traversing this tedious plain, 
we are relieved by the appearance of the Band-hill*, m 
the middle section, which, in general, presents an indif¬ 
ferent soil. But the third, the hilly and mountainoas 
section, abounds iu excellent soil, pure fountain under, 
and salubrious air. Those portions of the state lying 
west of the mountains are also exuberantly fertile, ana 
will richly reward the planter's toil 

Mountains. —The Blue ridge constitutes the main 
range through the western part of the state ; bat on 
most maps is made to represent the outer chain of the 
Appalachian system, aa in the contiguous states. Strict¬ 
ly speaking, there are two other chains, betw een the 
Blue ridge and the ocean. Black mountain, in Yancey 
county, is the highest land in the United States, east of 
the Rocky mountains, being 6,476 feet above the level of 
the sea. Roan mountain la 6.038 feet high, and Great 
Fhther mountain 5,556 feet, The chain in the extreme 
western part of the state, in which Roan mountain is 
situated, is known by different names, as Smoky, Uniea, 
Bald. Yellow Iron, and Stone mountain*. 

Rivers, Lakes, Boys, omd Sounds.— The principal 
rivers are, the Chowan, Roanoke, Tar, Neuse, Caps 
Fear, Waccsmaw, Lumber, Catawba, Broad, Yadkin, 
North, Pun go, Hiwassee, Pamlico, and the Little Ten¬ 
nessee. Lake Pbelps, Alligator, Mattimuskeet, and 
Waccsmaw, are situated in this state. The principal 
sounds and bays are, Pamlico and Albemarle sounds, 
and Onslow and Raleigh hays. 

Islonds end Copes. —The chief islands are, Roanoke; 
Smith's, Brodle's, Currituck, Hatteras, and Cove. Capes 
Lookout and Fear are much dreaded by mariners ; and 
Hatteras is considered the most dangerous headland on 
the American coast. 

Climots. —Like most of the other southern states. 
North Carolina is somewhat varied in its climate, occa¬ 
sioned by physical peculiarities of its different parti. 
In the lower districts, intermittent* are frequent during 
the summer and autumn, and the countenances of the 
inhabitants often have a pale yellowish hue, occasioned 
bv the prevalence of bilious disease. In winter, pleuri¬ 
sies are frequent, as well as inflammation of the lungs. 
In the western and hilly parts of the state the air is 
elastic, salubrious and pure, which renders the country 
as healthy as any part of the United States. The sum¬ 
mers are hot, though the evenings are refreshing and 
cool. Autumn is temperate and serene ; and in some 
years the winters are so mild, that autumn may be said 
to continue till spring. The winters in the mountains, 
however, are visited by frost and snow, and the rigors 
of the climate are nearly as severe as at the north. 

Productive Resources.— The great staples of the south, 
tobacco, cotton, and rice, are extensively cultivated. 
Other products are, silk, wool, lumber, turpentine, 
spirits of turpentine, resin, pitch, tar, hay, hemp, flax, 
wine, sugar, wheat, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat, pota¬ 
toes, and Indian corn ; also, horses, mules, neat cattle, 
swine, and poultry. Of the mineral resources, gold, 
coal, and iron, are the most important The gold 
region lies on both sides of tbe Blue ridge, and ex¬ 
tends to the eastward of the river Yadkin. It occurs 
in fine grains, in small masses, or lumps, weighing from 
one to two pounds, and in veins. 

Manufactures. —North Carolina being au agricultural 
state, but little attention has been paid to manufactures. 
There are, however, about thirty cotton factories in tbe 
state, which consume about 5,000,000 pounds of cotton 
annually. There are also a few woollen factories. 
Other manufactures are, paper, leather, furniture, cut¬ 
lery, carriages, &c., though none of them are carried 
on to any great extent. 

Railroads and Canals. —There are some 600 mile* of 
railroads in operation and under construction, in North 
Carolina. The principal roads completed at present 
are, the Raleigh and Gaston, 87 miles, and the Wil¬ 
mington and Weldon, 167 miles, which connect the 
towus indicated by their titles. The only caoals wholly 
within the state are, the Weldon, extending around the 
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falls of the Roanoke, 13 miles, and a short one connect¬ 
ing Harlow and Clubfoot creeks.

Commerce .—North Carolina has bnt a limited foreign 
commerce, its imports and exports being leas than a 
minion annually. It* coasting trade, however, is con¬ 
siderable. The shipping owned within the state is about 
50,000 tons. 

Education.—The literary institutions are, a university 
at Chapel Hill, Davidson college. In Mecklenburgh coun¬ 
ty, and Wake Forest college. There are about 300 acad¬ 
emies, and 1,500 common schools In the state. 

History.—North Carolina embraces a portion of the 
andent territory of Florida, as named by Ponce de 
Leon, in 1513, and was, more recently, a portion of 
South Virginia, sa granted hy James I. of England, in 
1606. It was within the limits of this state that Sir 
Walter Raleigh's unsuccessful attempts at settlement 
were made, in 1584 to 1590. In about the year 1630, 
another grant waa mode to Sir Robert Heath, of the 
tract lying tewera the thirtieth and thirty-sixth de¬ 
grees of north latitude, which waa erected into a prov¬ 
ince, under the name of 14 Carolina." No settlements 
wens made under thif grant, however, and consequent¬ 
ly it; was declared void The first permanent settlement 
in tibe region now celled North Carolina was made on 
the east bank of the river Chowan, near the presont 
village of Edenton, in about the year 1650, by a com¬ 
pany of emigrants from Virginia, who fled from re¬ 
ligious persecution. In 1661, a small English colony, 
from Massachusetts, purchased a tract of land, on Cape 
Fear river, from the Indians, and formed a settlement 
on Old Town creek, a few miles below Wilmington: 
but the enterprise was abandoned from the hostility or 
Indians. Two years later the province was grunted, 
by Charles IL, to Lord Clarendon and seven' others, 
and*a government was established over the infant set¬ 
tlement on the Chowan, which waa called the Albe¬ 
marle County Colony," in compliment to one of the 
proprietors, the duke of Albemarle In 1665, their 
grant was enlarged, embracing the territory between

n 1707, i 

had previously settled In Virginia, removed to Carolina, 
and two years later were followed by 100 German prot- 
estant families, who wens driven from their homes by 
religious persecution. In 1729, the crown of England 
purchased the whole of Carolina, which had hitherto 
cm en under the superintendence of the same board, for 
£17,500; and the king divided it into two provinces, 
** If orth" and " South, 1 ’ which knurr ever since been con¬ 
tinued separate. A convention, or a kind of Congress, 
composed of military officers, assembled at Charlotte, 
in ttie county of Mecxlenburgb, in 1775, and declared 
the people independent of British rule. In 1776, this 
state formed a constitution, which, with subsequent 
modifications, continues to toe present time. In 1789, 
if ntifiad the constitution of the United States, and was 
admitted into the Union as an Independent state. 

Occenmsnl.—The legislative power Is vested in t 
senate of 50. and a house of commons of 120 members, 
both elected biennially, on the first Thursday in August, 
by the people. The executive power is vested in a 
governor, elected Menially by the people, who Is not 
eligible for more than two terms in succession. The 
judicial power is vested In a supreme court, of three 
judges, and a superior, or circuit court, of seven judges, 
besides inferior courts. The judges of the supreme and 
superior courts are elected by the legislature, and hold 
office during good behavior. All free white malt's, of 
21 years of age, who have resided in toe state one year, 
are entitled to vote for governor, and members of the 
lower house; to qualify to vote for senators, a freehold 
of fifty acres, of six months' possession, is also re¬ 
quired,

NORTHWESTERN TERRITORY, a vast unorgan¬ 
ised territory, the greater portion of which has never 
been explored, except by the Indians. It lies between 
43® and 49° north latitude, and 99° and 114" longitude 
west from Greenwich: and is bounded north by the 
British possessions, east by Minnesota, south by Nebras¬ 
ka territory, and west by the Rocky mountains, which 
divide it from Oregon Territory. Its superficial area is 
about 200,000 square mtlea 

Physical Aapick .The greater part of thin immense 

territory in watered by the Missouri river and Its n u- 
men 

tributary, extends Its branches to the very base of the 
Rocky mountains, and to near the sources of the Ne 
brisks A mountain ridge, which branches from the 
great Rocky mountains, in about 42® north latitude, 
traverses the country in a northeasterly direction to¬ 
ward Lake Winnipeg. In the eastern portion of the 
territory the country Is partly covered with forests, but 
beyond thin commences a vast ocean of prairie, almost 
level, and clothed In grass and flowera. 

Climata .—In a country of 1 such extent, generally level, 
naked, and open, the climate must tm a great measure 
correspond to the latitude. Immediately on the borders 
of the settled states it is mild and temperate; beyond, 
it gradually become* more extreme, and toward the 
mountains, cold, bleak, and polar. Travellers speak of 
encountering storms of hau and sleet in the summer. 
When the winds blow from the west, over the moun¬ 
tain summits, the cold is intense. 

History. —This territory is a part of the Louisiana 
purchase. That portion of the country lying in the val¬ 
ley of the Platte is generally termed “Nebraska Ter¬ 
ritory,*' and as such it has been proposed to organize 
it A bill for the purpose passed the bouse of repre¬ 
sentatives in February, 1853, but it failed to be acted 
on in the senate. The section of country north of 
this valley still retains the name of' 1 Northwestern Ter¬ 
ritory," it being a part of the former extensive territory 
under that name, from which several states have been 
set off. As yet tbe whole territory is inhabited by In¬ 
dians, but the time Is not far distant when tbe pioneer 
wilt penetrate its forests and prairies, and bring under 
cultivation the noil that from its creation has not been 
turned by the labor of man,

Along the 
Ohio river, for fifty or sixty miles back, the country is 
hilly, and in some parts quite rugged, canned by the 
abrasion of the streams; but the chief part of the cen¬ 
tral table-land remains uncfaannelled, presenting a senes 
of broad prairies and other plains A similar feature is 
observable along the Ohio snores of Lake Erie, bat the 
surface is less broken, and the hills are more moderate 
in their height 

Rivers, Lakes, and Bays.—The principal riven of the 
state are, the Ohio, Muskingum, Hockhocking, Scioto, 
Great and Little Miami, Maumee, Sandusky, Huron. 
Vermilion, Black, Cuyahoga Grand, Ashtabula Au¬ 
glaize, Tuscarawas Wnlhonding, Olentansy or Whet¬ 
stone, and St Mary’s. Lake Erie lies partly in Ohio, in 
the western part of which are Maumee and Sandusky 
bays; there Is also a good harbor at Cleveland. 

Climate .—The climate, in general, may be regarded 
as healthy, except in the vicinity of stagnant marshes 
and sluggiirii streams, where, in summer and autumn, 
intermittents usually prevail Spring and autumn are 
pleasant; but the winters, though comparatively mOd, 
are subject to great fluctuations of temperature, varying 
from temperate to 16° Fahrenheit bekrw zero. 

Productive Resources .—The chief products are, horses, 
mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, eggs, butter, 
cheese, beef, pork, wax, silk, wool, wine, sugar, hops, 
tobacco, madder, hay, flax, hemp, lumber, pot sod 
pearl ashes, wheat, rye, barley, oats, buckwheat, pota¬ 
toes, and Indian corn. Of the mineral resources, 
coal iron, and salt are the principal the latter of 
which is extensively manufectured from salt creeks 
and apringx 

Manufactures .—The manufactures of Ohio are already 
of considerable importance, and are rapidly increasing, 
in both variety and extent The abundance of water¬ 
power, and the cheapness of coal, will make this section 
of the Ohio valley the seat of vast manufacturing indus¬ 
try. The more important articles of manufacture are, 
machinery, cotton, woollen, silk, and mixed goods, 
leather, paper, ironware, agricultural and mechanical 
implements, cabinetware, hats, steamboats, Ac. Tbe 
number of manufacturing establishments in tbe state in 
1850, producing each 6000 worth or more annually, 
was 10.550.

Some of these are elevated 
from 12.000 to 17,000 feet above the level of the sea, and 
are perpetually crowned with snow. In the south part 
of the territory is the Klamath range, which forma the 
northern boundaiy of California. 

Risers end Harters,—The chief river is the Colum¬ 
bia. which takes its rise near the sources of the Mis¬ 
souri, along the western dividing ridges of the Rocky 
mountains. Its principal tributaries are, the Lewis or 
Saptin, Flathead or Clark’s, Kootauie or Flatbow, Chute 
or rails, John Day’s, Willamette, and Okonagon. The 
Klamath and Umpqua are considerable riven, which 
empty into the Pacific. The Columbia river and Puget’s 
sound afford the only good harbors at present on the 
coast of Oregon. The trade of that territory la princi¬ 
pally through the former. Puget’s sound Is one of the 
best harbors on the Pacific coast It has numerous bar- 
row bays or inlets, all of them capable of floating the 
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largest vessels, extending beck Into the surrounding 
country in every direction, end is accessible at all sea- 
con* of the year. 

Cf ha sfi. —The climate of the region be twe e n the 
onast and the first range of mountains though not re¬ 
garded as unhealthy, Is temperate during the year, and 

• not subject to the extremes of heat ana cola that are 
experienced in corresponding parallels on the eastern 
coast The mean annual temperature is about 54° Fah¬ 
renheit The rain begins to fall In November, and 
anally continues at frequent intervals till March. Snow 
sometimes Kails, but rarely endures more than two or 
three days. From the proximity to the mountain winds 
frosts sometimes occur In August The climate of the 
middle region, though colder than that along the coast, 
is favorable to the growth of the small grains and grass. 
In the higher mountain regions the climate is severe, 
the temperature often varying 40° between sunrise ana 
noon. Hen it seldom rains, and dews are rarely 
known. On the most elevated parts deep snows occur, 
sod abide during the year. 

Productim B etonr oo .—The chief products are, hones, 
mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, furs, wool, lumber, 
wheat, rye, oats, barley, and Indian corn,

The 
central structure Is 918 feet long and 160 feet wide, sur¬ 
rounded by 34 Corinthian columns, 55 feet high, and 
six feet In diameter.

ing style of splendor Hie four other buUdtauBi are 
each 195 feet rang, and 98 i»f wide. 

Another bonding of Philadelphia, of less magnificence, 
probably excites greater interest. This is the old state- 
house, or Independence hall, where the Declaration of 
American Independence was decreed and signed by the 
first continental congress. The boll which announced 
to the anxious people the adoption of this great instru¬ 
ment, is carefully preserved fia the cupola; it bean the 
prophetic inscription: “ Proclaim Liberty throughout 
this land onto all the inhabitants thereof" These words 
were imprinted oa the bell long before the use which 
was afterward made of it could have been known. In 
this building are a statue of Washington, to wood, and 
many other relies of the Revolution. 

Philadelphia contains a large number of important 

K blic buildinca and institutions. Among them are tbs 
onsylvania hospital, which owes its origin to Doctors 
Franklin and Bond ; the Insane asylum, outskie of tbs 
city; the Almshouse, fronting Schujlkill river on its 
west side; institutions for tite deaf and for the blind, 
and several other charitable establishments. Besides 
these, there are the American Philosophiehl Society, 
founded in 1743, by the exertions of Dr, Franklin, sad

Anothef great structure is the United States Mint, 
built of white marble, with two porticoes, resting on 
Ionic columns, one fronting Chestnut, the other Olive 
street Here, a vast amount of bullion, from California 
and other parts of the Union is coined. 

The markets of Philadelphia are among the moat con¬ 
venient well-supplied, and well-conducted, in the coun¬ 
try. To these come vast quantities of provisions from 
the surrounding region, with the rich and varied fruits 
of New Jersey and Delaware. 

By the water-works on the Schuylkill, at Falrmount 
a large body of water is raised into elevated reservoirs, 
whence it is distributed over the city by iron-pipes. A 
beautiful ru*pe.nsion bridge spans the Schuylkill at 
Falrmount, and several railroad bridges also lead to the 

There are in Philadelphia a number of public parks, 
laid out with taste and beauty, shaded by tree*, and 
adorned with walks, fountains, and other appropriate 
ornaments. In the rear of Independence hall, is Inde¬ 
pendence *<junre, a favorite and agreeable public resort 
Other puhhc grounds are Frauuin, Washington, Lo¬ 
gan, and Rlttcnhouse squares. 

Outside oi the city are Pratt's gardens, on the Schuyl- 
near the water-works, and below, Barton's gardens, 
both of which are interesting spots. These, with the 
villas, and soft but rich scenery of the river,

It bolds to Penn¬ 
sylvania the same relation as Buffalo does to New York, 
being the gate of commerce between the east and the 
west Huber come a large number of steamboats, 
during the season of navigation, from New Orleans and 
tbe valley of the Mtasiasippi and Ohio rivers. The Peon* 
syivonla canal, after traversing the whole state, and 
crossing tbe Alleghany on its great aqueduct, passes by 
a great tunnel under a hill near the city, and enteis 
the Monongabela. Pittsburgh is connected with Lake 
Erie by the Ohio and Pennsylvania and the Cleveland 
and Pittsburgh railroads, and with Philadelphia by the 
Grand Trunk railroad.

Pkfsical Atpect .—The surface of this state la general¬ 
ly level, except In the northwest part, where it Is rocky 
and hilly. There are many hills, however, as Mount 
Hope, in Bristol, Hopkins r hill, in West Greenwich, 
and Woonsocket hill, in Smithfield. The soil on the 
continental part is tolerably fertile, though thin and 
lean, and requires much labor to be tilled. But the lands 
near Narraganset bay, as well as those on the islands, 
have great fertility, and are in a high state of cultiva¬ 
tion. The soil of this state is generally regarded as bet¬ 
ter adapted to gmsingthan tillage. 

Rivers and Asps.—The principal rivers are toe Paw¬ 
tucket or Blackstone, Providence, Pawtuxet, Wood, and 
Pawcatuck. Narraganset is the only bay worthy of 
note, and nearly dmdes the state in two. 

Ialmnda .—Besides the isle from which this state takes 
its name. Block, Canonicut, Prudence, Patience, Hope, 
Dyer's, and Hog islands, are included within its terri¬ 
tory. 

Glim sate.—The climate is proverbially healthy; and 
on the islands, where the sea breezes have the effect, 
not only to mitigate the heat in summer, but to moder¬ 
ate toe winter's cold. It is more temperate than in any 
of the other New England states. Newport has long 
bean celebrated as a delightful summer residence, ana 
is much resorted to by people from the south. 

Pr o d m a t i m t Remourcu.—The principal produces are 
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ones, mole*, neat cattle, sheep, twine, poultry, eggs, 
"butter, cheese, wool, hemp, flax, bay, lumber, wheat, 
rye, barley, oats, potatoes, and Indian corn. Anthracite 
coal it found and wrought to a small extent .in this 
state. 

ManufactwtM .—A greater proportion of the people 
of Rhode Island are employed in manufacturing than 
in any other state of the Union. The state abounds in 
excellent water-power, affording sites for manufactories, 
which are extensively improved. The principal manu¬ 
factures are woollen ana cotton; but it has several 
furnaces, tanneries, paper-mills, and other establish¬ 
ments. 

Radrmd* and Canal *.—The railroads are principally 
connecting links in the great line of travel from New 
England to the south. The three principal roads ex¬ 
tend from Providence to Boston, Worcester, Mass., and 
Stfinington, Codxl, respectively, and have an aggregate 
length of about ISO miles. The Blackstone canid, from 
Providence to Worcester, lies partly within this state. 

C omm erce. —The direct foreign commerce of Rhode 
Island (owing to the greater eligibility of the ports of 
neighboring states) it small, compared with its popula¬ 
tion and industry. Ita exports and imports m 1850 
amounted to $474,508. Shipping owned iu the state 
amounts to about 28.000 tone.. 

Education ,—Brown university, at Providence, is the 
only college in the state. There is an atheneum also at 
Providence, and. academies and common schools mine 
numerous. Provition is also made for flue Insane and 
blind.

History..The first permanent settlement by Euro- 

pe a n s , within the present limits of Rhode Island, was 
made at Proridenoe, fa 1630, by Rev. Roger Wflltama, 
who had been banished from the Massachusetts colour 
fbr his peculiar religious opinions. This settlement 
was called the “ Prcm^teikie Plantation. 1 * The next set¬ 
tlement was made at Portefaouth, In the northern part 
of Rhode Island, fa 1636, which, the year following, re¬ 
ceived the name of the '* Rhode Island Plantation.” In 
1643, when the four c»loniea of Massachusetts entered 
Into articles of confederation, under the title of the 
** United Colonies of New England, 1 * under the pre¬ 
tence that the Providence and Rhode Island plantations 
bad no charter, and that their territory was claimed 
by Plymouth and Massachusetts, they were excluded 
from the confederacy. The year following, Roger WU- 
Bama obtained a free charter from the British parlia¬ 
ment and incorporated the two plantations under one 
government, which continued in force till 1663, when a 
new charter was granted by Charles II The latter is 
the venerable charter under which the people lived 
and prospered, until its constitution was amended, fa 
1842. The first general assembly was held st Ports¬ 
mouth, in 1647, when the executive power was con¬ 
fided to a president and four assistants. The constitu¬ 
tion of the United States was not adopted in Rhode 
Island until 1790, after it had received the assent of all 
the other states.

Richmond, city, seat of justice of Henrico ecu ad 
capital of Virginia, situated on the north ride of James 
river, 150 miles from its entrance into Chesapeake bay, 
and 120 miles south of Washington. In trade, manu¬ 
factures, and population, it is the principal city of the 
state. Directly above it. the river has a descent of about 
BO feet in six miles, forming a natural barrier to navi¬ 
gation, which has been overcome by a canal around tbo 
fails, and extending 176 miles farther «p the river. 
Through these channels, Richmond has become the 
entrepot of a fertile region, and receives large quanti¬ 
ties of flour, tobacco, and coal Vessels of 10 feet 
draught pass the bar, six miles below the city, and 
those of 14 feet navigate the river below this point. 
The location of the city is pleasant and healthful, and ia 
situated on two hills, though not densely buflt, and ia 
the valley between them runs Shoekoe creek, a rapid 
stream. Many beautiful mansions are scattered on 
these elevations, and on the level top of the westerl y 
one, standi the stateh erase, a chaste and beautiful bead¬ 
ing, in the centre of an open square. Near this in the 
city-hall, a ®»d elegant edifice of Grecian architec¬ 

ture. in 1811, a theatre was burned on the site where 
an episcopal church now stands, and a luge amber 
of respectable dtisens, including the governor of the 
■late, perished. To commemorate this sad event, the 
Monumental chordti was erected oa the spot where it 
took place. Near the city is a penitentiary prete n din g 
with As ground* over an area of several acres.

San Francisco, the "Empire city" of the Pacific, 
and seat of justU e of San Fran< isco co., Cal, stands on 
* narrow neck of land between the bay of Sun Francis¬ 
co and the ocean, fronting eastward on the bay, and 
having the ocean five miles on the west. The bay is 
safe and commodious, being capable of bolding the com¬ 
bined navies of the world. II extends southward some 
fifty miles, parallel with the tea. from which it is sepa¬ 
rated by a narrow atrip of land, varying from five to 
twenty miles in width. The city of San Francisco is on 
the extreme point of this promontory. Its site is hand¬ 
some and commanding, being on an Inclined plane half 
a mile in extent from the water's edge to the hills in 
the rear. Two points of land—ClarVs point on the 
north, and Rincon point on the south—one mile apart, 
project into the bay, forming a crescent between them, 
which is the water-front of the city, and which has al¬ 
ready been filled in and covered with buildings to the 
extent of half a mile. Those points, and the lofty hflla 
north and west, upon which the city is rapidly climb¬ 
ing, afford a most extensive and picturesque view of 
the surrounding country. There are scarcely to be 
found more charming and diversified prospects than 
are presented from these heights. 

For growing importance, commercial advantages, 
and the enterprise of its cltisens, San Francisco de¬ 
serves the rank of one of the great cities of the Union. 
Although it has been repeatedly destroyed by fire, It has 
each time risen, phoenix-like, from its own ashes, with 
new beauty and with greater splendor than before. It 
contains a large number of elegant brick fire-proof 
stores and banking-houses, and the streets are paved 
with heavy timbers and planks, which will soon give 
place to more durable materials. There are several 
dally lines of steamers to Sacramento, Marysville, Stock- 
ton, San Joaquin dty, and other points on the rivers, 
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and in the northern and southern mines; while ocean- 
•tonmera ply from San Francisco to Panama and San 
Juan del Bur, the port of Nicaragua. Vessels from the 
Atlantic coast, ana all parts of the world, constantly

Pkytical Aspect ,—This state, like North Carolina and 
Georgia, presents a great diversity of surface, as well 
as of soil and climate, and may also be physically di¬ 
vided into three zones. The first bordering on the Atlan¬ 
tic, is that of sea-snnd alluvion, below the lower falls of 
foe rivers, about 00 miles wide, and in most places pen¬ 
etrated by the tide. The second commences along or 
near die lower falls and primitive ledge. The sea-sand 
zone is very nearly a dead plain, but at its interior mar¬ 
gin hills begin to appear, springs of water become plen¬ 
tiful, the soil meliorates, and the whole face of nature 
assumes an agreeable diversity of surface. The third, 
or what may be called the mountain zone, though but 
little of it Is really mountainous, comprises the north¬ 
western part of the state, and lies based on the Blue 
Ridge chain. The first of these zones, which includes 
the Sea islands," Is covered with extensive tracts of 
pine “ barrens," open plains without wood, savannas, 
swamps, and salt marsh, presenting the moat fertile and 
the moat sterile extremes of soiL The second zone 
displays, amid a series of hills, bold, swelling, and va¬ 
ried in their form, a rapid succession of nch cotton 
lands, meadows, orchards, and fields of small grain, in- 
terluded by extensive forests, barrens, and swamps. 
As we approach the mountainous zone, we are gratified 
by the pleasant alternation of hill and dale; the lively 
verdure of the hills is contrasted with the deeper tints 
of the forests which decorates their aides; and in the 
valleys, broad rivers roll their waters through the va¬ 
ried beauties of the luxuriant and cultivated fields. 
From these delightful regions the surface still continues 
to rise, till we reach the western limit of the state. 

Mountain*. —The Blue Ridge, or Appalachian chain, 
traverses this state in its northwest part, of which 
Table mountain is the most conspicuous. The other 
mountains are Oleuoy, Oconee, Paris, Glassy's, Hog- 
Back, and King's. 

River*, Bam*, and Sound*. —The principal rivers are, 
tiie Savannah, Pedee, Black, Santee, Cooper, Ashley, 
Stono, Edisto, Ashcpos, Combahee, Coosaw, Broad, 
and Waccatnaw. Besides Bull's and Winy aw bays, 
this state contains numerous estuaries, and sounds, the 
principal of which are, Port Royal and Georgetown 
entrances, and Tyree and St Helena sounds, 

I*land». —The coast is bordered by a chain of fine 
islands, the most important of which are, Port Royal, 
St Helena, Edisto, Lada's, Trench's, Hunting, and Rac¬ 
coon keys. 

Climate. —The climate along the seaboard is moist, 
very changeable, and, during summer and autumn, is 
extremely unhealthy. The middle region, particularly 
In winter and spring, is regarded as the moat healthy 
part of the state. In short, all tbtf- districts of the up¬ 
per country enjoy as salubrious a climate as is found 
In the Union. 

Productive Resources—The principal products of 


this state are, hones, mules, neat cattle, sheep, sww, 
poultry, auger, wax, bay, lumber, pitch, tar, turpr* 
tine, cotton, wool, silk, tobacco, rice, wheat, rye. baiter, 
oats, sweet potatoes, and Indian corn. Of the miner¬ 
al and fossil resources of the state, gold is found in a» 
sidenble abundance, bat the "diggings** are leas sa- 
merona than in Georgia and North Carolina. Mart*, 
limestone, granite, oil and soap-atoae, Iron and Tend 
ores, talc, asbestos, plumbago, pyrites, ochres used fer 
painting, potter’s day, and fullers* earth, also occur a 
greater or less abundance. 

Manufacture *.—The manufactures of South Cardfe* 
are limited in extent There are about 20 co(Dd(mb£i, 
which consume about 4,000,000 pounds of cot to n m- 
uually. There were, in 1850, over 1,400 manufacture 
Ing establishments of all kinds in the state. 

Railroad* and Canal *.—The aggregate length of m3- 
roads in operation in the state is about 300 mites sad 
about the same amount in process of oonatmctiea. 
The longest canal in the state U the Santee, from 
Charleston to Santee river, 22 miles. There are sev¬ 
eral other shorter ones, amounting in the aggregate ts 
about 30 miles. 

Commerce .—The foreign commerce of South Caro¬ 
lina is quite large, its exports and imports ainoanczng to 
about 914,000,000 annually. The shipping owned in the 
state is about 40,000 tons. Charleston u the principal 
port, and enjoys about nine tenths of the commerce. 

Education .—There are three colleges in Sooth Caro¬ 
lina. The Charleston college, founded in 1785; the 
college of 8outh Carolina, founded in 1004; and tbs 
ErskTne college, in Abbeville district. There are three 
theological seminaries in the state. There is also a 
medical college at Charleston. There are about 1,000 
public schools, and 200 academies, in various parte of 
the state.

ter Raleigh, In 1584. la about the year 1630, another 
grant was made to Sir Robert Heath, of the tract lying 
between 30® and 36P north latitude, which was erected 
into a province, under the name of “ Carolina." As oo 
settlements were made under this grant, the charter 
was declared void. In 1663, the province of Carotins 
was granted, by Charles IL to Lord Clarendon and seres 
others.

In 1670, a small body of English emigrants, under Wil¬ 
liam Sayle, commenced the settlement of Old Charted 
ton, on the south side of Ashley river, which they called 
"Carteret County Colony," In honor of one of the 
proprietors. From this place they removed, in 1679, 
to the present site of Charleston. In 1720, the proprie¬ 
tary government was thrown ott, and that of the crown 
established. In 1729, after much controversy and diffi¬ 
culty between the proprietors and the crown, seven oot 
of the eight sold all their claims to the soil and r ente ” 
both Carolinas to the king, for £17,500, and the province 
then became royal governments, entirely unconnected* 
under which they remained until the Revolution.

Phytical Aspect. —This state, like North Carolina and 
Georgia, presents a great diversity of surface, as well 
as of soil and climate, and may also be physically di¬ 
vided into three tones. The first bordering on the Atlan¬ 
tic, is that of sea-sand alluvion, below the lower falls of 
the rivers, about 00 miles wide, and in most places pen¬ 
etrated by the tide. The second commences along or 
near the lower falls and primitive ledge. The sea-sand 
xone is very nearly a dead plain, but at its interior mar¬ 
gin hills begin to appear, springs of water become plen¬ 
tiful, the soil meliorates, and the whole face of nature 
assumes an agreeable diversity of surface. The third, 
or what may be called the mountain xone, though but 
little of it is really mountainous, comprises the north¬ 
western part of the state, and Uea based on the Blue 
Ridge chain. The first of these tones, which includes 
the T< Sea island*," is covered with extensive tracts of 
pine “ barrens,** open plains without wood, savannas, 
swamps, and salt marsh, presenting the moot fertile and 
the most sterile extremes of sail. The second xone 
displays, amid a series of hills, bold, swelling, and va¬ 
ried in their form, a rapid succession of rich cotton 
lands, meadows, orchards, and fields of small grain, in- 
terluded by extensive forests, barrens, and swamps. 
As we approach the mountainous zone, we are gratified 
by the pleasant alternation of hill and dale: tho lively 
verdure of the hills is contrasted with the deeper tints 
of the forests which decorates their sides; and in the 
valleys, broad rivers roll their waters through the va¬ 
ried beauties of the luxuriant and cultivated fields. 
From these delightful regions the surface still continues 
to rise, till we reach the western limit of the state. 

Mountain*. —The Bluo Ridge, or Appalachian chain, 
traverses this state in its northwest part, of which 
Table mountain is the most conspicuous. The other 
mountains are Oleuoy, Oconee, Faria, Glassy’s, Hog- 
Back, and King’s. 

Riven , Ban, and Sound*. —Tbe principal rivers are, 
the Savannah, Pedee, Black, Santee, Cooper, Ashley, 
fltono, Edisto, Ashepos, Combahee, Coosaw, Broad, 
and Waccamaw. Besides Bull's and Winyaw bays, 
this state contains numerous estuaries, and sounds, the 
principal of which are, Port Royal and Georgetown 
entrances, and Tyree and St. Helena sounds. 

bland*. —The coast is bordered by a chain of fine 
islands, the most important of which are, Port Royal, 
St Helena, Edisto, Ladu's, Trench's, Hunting, and Rac¬ 
coon keys. 

Climate. —The climate along the seaboard is moist, 
very changeable, and, during summer and autumn, is 
extremely unhealthy. Tbe middle region, particularly 
in winter and spring, is regarded as the most healthy 
part of the state. In short, all tb* districts of the up¬ 
per country enjoy as salubrious a climate as is found 
In the Union. 

Productive Rttourc**.— The principal products of 


this state are, horses, mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, 
poultry, sugar, wax, hay, lumber, pitch, tar, turpea- 
tine, cotton, wool, silk, tobacco, rice, wheat, rye. barley, 
oats, sweet potatoes, and Indian corn. Of the miner¬ 
al and fossil resources of the state, gold is found in con¬ 
siderable abundance, but tbe “ diggings" are less nu¬ 
merous than in Georgia and North Carolina. Marble, 
hmostone, granite, ou and soap-stone, iron and lead 
ores, talc, asbestos, plumbago, pyrites, ochres used for 
painting, potter’s clay, and fullers' earth, also occur in 
greater or less abundance. 

Manufacture*. —The manufactures of South Carolina 
are limited in extent There are about 90 cotton-mills, 
which consume about 4,000.000 pounds of cotton an¬ 
nually. There were, in 1850, over 1,400 manufactur¬ 
ing establishments of all kinds in the state. 

Railroad* and Canals.—The aggregate length of rail¬ 
roads in operation in the state is about 300 miles, end 
about tbe same amount in process of construction. 
The longest canal in the state is the Santee, from 
Charleston to Santee river, 22 miles. There are eev- 
eral other shorter ones, amounting in the aggregate to 
about 30 mile*. 

Commerce. —The foreign commerce of 8outh Caro¬ 
lina is quite large, its exports and imports amounting to 
about 814,000,000 annually. The shipping owned in the 
state Is about 40,000 tons. Charleston u the principal 
port, and enjoys about nine tenths of the commerce. 

Education. —There are three colleges in South Caro¬ 
lina. The Charleston college, founded in 1785 ; the 
college of South Carolina, founded in 1804; and the 
ErskTne college, in Abbeville district There are three 
theological seminaries in the state. There is also a 
medical college at Charleston. There are about 1,000 
public schools, and 200 academies, in various parte of 
the state. 

Population. —In 1790, 249,073; in 1800, 345,591; in 
1810,415,715; in 1820, 502.741; In 1830, 581,185; in 
1840, 594,398 ; in 1850, 668.507. Number of slaves in 
1790. 107,094; in 1800, 146,151; in 1810, 196365; in

Hietory .—The state of South Carolina embraces a 
portion of the ancient territory of Florida, aa first dis¬ 
covered by Ponce de Leon, in 1512; as well as a part 
of Carolina, as colonized by Coligni with Huguenots, in 
156B-’65 ; or a part of Virginia, aa granted to Sir Wal¬ 
ter Raleigh, in 1564. In about the year 1630, another 
grant was made to Sir Robert Heath, of tbe tract lying 
between 30° and 36® north latitude, which was erected 
into a province, under tbe name of “ Carolina.” Aa no 
settlements were made under this grant, the charter 
was declared void. In 1663, tbe province of Carolina 
was granted, by Charles II- to Lord Clarendon and seven 
others. Two years later, the grant was enlarged, so as 
to comprise all the territory between 31° and 36J® 
north latitude, extending westward from sea to sea. 
In 1670, a small body of English emigrants, under Wil¬ 
liam Sayle, commenced the settlement of Old Charles¬ 
ton, on the south side of Ashley river, which they called 
“ Carteret County Colony," in honor of one of tho 
proprietors. From this place they removed, in 1679, 
to the present site of Charleston, m 1720, the proprie¬ 
tary government was thrown oft, and that of the c r o w n 
established. In 1729. slier much controversy and diffi¬ 
culty between the proprietors and the crown, seven out 
of the eight sold all their claims to the soil and rente in 
both Carolinas to the king, for £17,500, and tbe provinces 
then became royal governments, entirely unconnected, 
under which they remained until the Revolution. South 
Carolina early resisted British oppression, and was one 
of the confederacy in 1776 It ratified the constitution 
of the United States, and was admitted into the Union aa 
a sovereign state, in 1788. Mottoes of the seal Animia 
opkibueque parati: “ Ever ready in spirit and achieve¬ 
ments." Reverse— Dum *pkro *p*ro: “ While I live I 
hope.” 

Government .—The governor is elected for two yean, 
by a joint vote of both houses of the assembly. After 
having served one term, he is ineligible for tbe next 
four years. A lieutenant-governor la chosen in the 
same manner, and for the same period. The senate 
consists of 45 members, elected by districts for four 
years. The house of representatives consists of 194 
members, apportioned among the several districts, ac¬ 
cording to the number of white inhabitants and taxa¬ 
tion, and are elected for two years. The representatives 
and half the senators are chosen every second year. In 
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Oetobtr, The chancellor and judges of Hie supreme 
court are chosen by the Joint ballot of both houses of 
the assembly, and hold their offices during good be¬ 
havior. Every free white male citizen, 91 years of age, 
who has resided in the state two years immediately pre¬ 
ceding the election, and who is possessed of a freehold 
of 50 acres of land, or a town-lot, sin months before the 
election: or not possessing this freehold, who shall 
have resided in the election district in which he offers 
to vote six months before the election, and have paid a 
tax of three shillings sterling to the support of the gov¬ 
ernment, has the tight of suffrage.

Pkyticsl Aspect .—This state is widely diversified in 
surface, soil, and climate. The eastern portion abounds 
In mountains and bilk, some of them lofty, and present¬ 
ing scenery peculiarly grand and picturesque. Tba 
middle section is less bold in its features, though holy, 




and gradually becomes undulating, and even level, aa 
ws approach the Ohkx The geological formation is 
wholly secoodary, except s small portion of the eastern 
part, which is transition, and numerous spots of allu¬ 
vion on the banks of the streams. The soil of the west¬ 
ern division is black and rich; in the middle there are 
large quantities of excellent land; and in the eastern or 
mountainous parts the soil is generally thin, except in 
the valleys, where it is exuberantly fertile. 

Mountains .—Of these, the Cumberland, or Great Lau¬ 
rel ridge, is the most remarkable. Stone, Yellow-Iron, 
Smoky, and Unaka mountalna, Join each other, an« 
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fora (hi a direction nearly northeast and southwest) 
the boundary between North Carolina and this state. 
Northwesterly of these, and separated from each other 
by ralleys from five to fifteen miles wide, are Bay's, 
Clinch, and Powell's mountains, and Copper and Wei- 
ling's ridges. 

River t.—The principal rivers are, the Mississippi, 
Cumberland, Tennessee. Clinch, Holston, Duck, French, 
'Broad, Hiwasse, Nolichucky, Reelfoot. Tellico, Obion, 
Elk, Forked Deer, and Wolf. 

Climate—The climate is comparatively mild, and 
(generally healthy. On some low grounds, however, in 
the western part of the state, bilious attacks and agues 
prevail more or less during the summer and autumn 
months. In the eastern division, the temperature is so 
modified by die mountain air on one side, and the 
breezes from the Mexican gulf ou the other, that its 
cl imate. perhaps, is as desirable as any in the Union. 
The winters are by no means severe, and snow seldom 
fidla to a greater depth than ten inches, or lies upon the 
ground longer than ten days 

Productive Resources. —The chiefproducts are, horses, 
mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, sugar, wax. 
Bilk, wool cotton, hemp, flax, hay, pitch, tar, tobacco, 
rice, wheat, rye, barley, buckwheat, oats, potatoes, and 
Indian com. Of the mineral and fossil resources, iron, 
gold, bituminous coal salt, marl buhrstone, and salt¬ 
petre, are the principal Nitrous earth is obtained from 
the caverns, of whlcn there are several in the state. 

Manufactures —In 1850, there were in Tennessee 
2,789 manufacturing establishments, that produced goods 
to the value of $500 and upward each annually. The 
principal manufactures are, cotton and woollen goods, 
leather, pottery, machinery, carriages, cordage, <£c. 

Railroads. —The principal roads m Tennessee now in 
operation are, the Charleston and Memphis, and one 
from the Georgia state line to Chattanooga; but there 
are several other roads in rapid process of construction, 
and still others projected. 

Commerce. —Tennessee has no direct foreign com* 
merce, but its internal and river trade is large. 

Education —There are in Tennessee two universities, 
and six colleges, namely: East Tennessee college, 
founded in 1792; Greenville and Washington colleges, 
in 1794; Nashville university, in 1806; Jackson college, 
in 1833; Cumberland university, in 1844 ; Franklin col¬ 
lege, in 1845; and Union college, in 1848. There are 
also two theological seminaries, a law and a medical 
•chool about 200 academies and high schools, and 1,500 
common schools in the state. 

Population.—In 1790, 30,791; in 1800, 105,802; in 
1810, 261,727; in 1820, 422,813; in 1830, 681,904 ; in 
1840, 829,210; in 1850, 1,002,625. Number of slaves in 
1790, 3,417; in 1800, 13,584; in 1810, 44.535; in 1820,

Government .—The legislative power is vested in a 
general assembly, consisting of a senate of 25 members, 
and bouse of representatives, of 75 members, and the 
executive power in a governor (eligible six years out 
of eight); all chosen biennially (tne odd year), the first 
Monday in October. The judicial power is vested in a 
supreme court, of three judges, elected by the legisla¬ 
ture for twelve years, and inferior courts, whose judges 
are elected by the legislature for eight years. Every 
free white citizen of the United States, of the age of 
twenty-one years, and a citizen of the county wherein 
he may offer his vote six months next preceding the 
day of election, la entitled to vote for civil offloers. 
Ministers of the gospel are not eligible to a seat in the 
legislature. No person who denies the being of a God, 
or a future state of rewards and punishments, can hold 
any civil office. Lotteries are prohibited; and persons 
who may be concerned in duels are disqualified for 
holding office in the state. 

History. —Tennessee was originally a part of the 
province of Louisiana, as settled and claimed by the 
French, prior to the year 1763; or a part of Carolina, 
as granted by Charles I)., of England, to Lord Claren¬ 
don and others, in 1663. The first settiementwas made 
by Bienville, in 1740, who built Fort Assumption, on 
the site where Memphis now stands. The first perma¬ 
nent settlements, however, were not made before 
1768-’69, and these were by emigrants from North Caro¬ 
lina and Virginia. The country was included within 
the jurisdiction of North Carolina from 1729 to 1790, 
when it was placed under a separate territorial govern¬ 
ment, by the name of the “ Territory South of the River 


Ohio." In 1784, North Carolina ceded this territory to 
the United 8tales on condition that they should accept 
of it within two years from the passage of the act, re¬ 
taining jurisdiction over it herself, until Congress 
should make provision for a territorial government 
Upon this, the same year, the inhabitants resolved to 
organize a territorial government on their own respon¬ 
sibility ; and accordingly a convention of deputies 
formed a constitution for a new state, to be denomi¬ 
nated “ Frankland,” and announced to North Carolina, 
that they considered themselves independent of her. 
A portipn of the people adhering to North Carolina, two 
conflicting legislatures, with their subordinate courts, 
were exercising authority in the territory. In 1789, the 
legislature of North Carolina authorized and Instructed 
its members in Congress to execute deeds of convey¬ 
ance for the territory of Tennessee, which they did the 
following year. In 1796 the inhabitants, by a conven¬ 
tion at Nashville, formed a constitution, and Tennessee 
was, the same year, admitted into the Union as an inde¬ 
pendent state. The original constitution of Tennessee 
continued in force till 1835, when the present constitu¬ 
tion was adopted by the people. Motto of the seal

Although this little colony was soon after 
broken up by the Indians, yet ■« the standard of France 
had first taw planted there, this region was thence¬ 
forth claimed m an appendage to Louisiana. With the 
exception of one or two unimportant missions, no other 
settlements were made in Texas until 1692. when a 
Spanish colony was planted at San Antonio de Bexar. 
Owing to various circumstances, it remained almost 
entirely unknown to the rest of the world, until the 
breaking opt of tbe first Mexican revolution, In 1810. 
The only settlements of importance at that time were 
those of San Antonio de Bexar, Nacogdoches, and La 
Bahia, or Goliad. From tbe unsettled stale of the coun¬ 
try immigration was prevented, and it was not until 
after the second Mexican revolution, when she achiev¬ 
ed her independence, tn 1821, that any substantial ad¬ 
vances were made toward further colonization. From 
thisperiod emigrants in large numbers, mostly from 
the United States, continued to flow into Texas, under 
tbe encouragement of Mexico. When the federal con¬ 
stitution was overthrown, In 1834, tbe people of Texas 
refused to acknowledge the new government They 
had sued for admission into the Mexican confederacy, 
as an Independent state in 1832. but were refused, as 
Mexico was jealous of the growing power of the prov¬ 
ince. In 1835, a Mexican army was sent to reduce 
them to submission. In March, 1836, Texas declared 
itself an independent republic; and elected David G. 
Burnett president A constitution was formed, having 
for its basis that of the United States. Hip battle of 
San Jacinto was fought on tbe 21st of April, between 
the Texan troops, under General Houston, and the 
Mexican army, under President Santa Aiia, in which 
the latter was signally defeated. General Houston was 
elected president of the republic in September follow¬ 
ing. It aought for admission into the Union, which 
was granted by an act of Congress passed in February, 
1845. On the 4th of July following the people of Texas, 
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Id convention, adopted a state constitution, and it be¬ 
es me an Independent state of die Union.

Praduetim Retonreea. —Wheat, oats, and barley, yield 
abundantly in the Great Valley. Melons and all the 
vines grow In perfection, as also do vegetables; while 
hopeful efforts are making to raise the olive, orange, 
lemon, pineapple, tea, ooffee, St c. The valley below 
produces tropical fruits, while the beech-land, or old 
takouhore, at the altitude of three or four hundred feet, 
brings forth all the productions of the temperate zones; 
and still higher up, the cedar, pine, juniper, and other 
evergreens of a northern clime, flourish. The paste* 
raps on the plains, as well as on the beech-land and 
•ide-hSlfl, is luxuriant (the verdure reaching to the 
mountain-tops), equal for fattening qualities to that of 
California. Utah abounds in minerals. A geographi¬ 
cal survey has brought to light an inexhaustible bed of 
•tOMMosJ, equalling that ofNewcaatle; Iron ore, with 
a vein of silver running through It, which latter alone 
would pay for working; gold. In small quantities, and 
piscina, are found; and traces of copper and zinc have 
been discovered. Its mineral spring* are famous, little

About the period when that war 
broke out, the Mormons were driven from their dty 
of Nauvoo, In Illinois, by mob-violence: and shortly 
afterward, a portion of them, under the leadership of 
Strang, removed to Beaver island, In Lake Michigan; 
white the main body of the sect, directed by Brigham 
¥©ULfig (who was regarded as their true 11 prophef r after 
Use death of their founder, Joseph Smith, and In oppo¬ 
sition to the M infidel 1 * leader Strang), migrated to the 
horde** of the Great Balt lake. Their settlements be¬ 
came prosperous and populous, and within two yean 
after tee first pioneers bad entered the country their 


numbers had increased to about 10,00(1 After peaea 
had been ratified, they found themselves without a civil 
government, and without protection for their persons 
or property. To remedy this anomalous condition of 
things, they organized a temporary government under 
the style of the *' State of Deseret* under its sanction 
they elected officers to manage the affairs of the com¬ 
monwealth, and made application to Congress to be 
admitted into the Union as a sovereign state. But Con¬ 
gress did not deem that this new settlement had arrived 
at that state of maturity which would justify Its erec¬ 
tion into a state, and passed a law authorizing its organ¬ 
ization as a territory. Congress reserved the right 
with Utah, as also with New Mexico, to divide It into 
two or more territories, or to attach portions of it to 
any state or territory in such manner and at such times 
as it may deem convenient and proper.

Pkfticol A/pact .—This state is widely diversified in 
surface, soil, and climate. The eastern portion abounds 
in mountains and hills, some of them lofty, and present* 
Ing scenery peculiarly grand and picturesque. The 
middle section is less bold in its features, though hilly, 
and gradually becomes undulating, and even level, aa 
we approach the Ohia The geological formation is 
wholly secondary, except a small portion of the eastern 
part, which is transition, and numerous spots of allu¬ 
vion on the banks of the streams. The soil of the west¬ 
ern division Is black and rich; in the middle there are 
large quantities of excellent land; and in the eastern or 
mountainoua parts the soil Is generally thin, except in 
the valleys, where it la exuberantly fertile. 

Mountmhu .—Of these, the Cumberland, or Great Lau¬ 
rel ridge, is the most remarkable. Stone, Yellow-Iron. 
Smoky, and Unaka mountains, join each other, and 
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VERMONT, one 

of the United State*, 
signifying in French, 
“ Green Mountain*.” 
wa* first so called by 
the people, in their 
declaration of inde¬ 
pendence, in 1777. 
It lie* between 42° 
44' and 45° north lati¬ 
tude. and 71° 30* and 
73° 2f/ west longitude 
from Greenwich, and 
U bounded north by 
Canada; east by New 
Hampshire, which is 
separated from it by Connecticut river; south by Mas¬ 
sachusetts : and west by New York, from which it is 
separated, in part, by Lake Champlain, and contains 
10,200 square miles. 

Physical Aspect.—The surface of this state is generally 
uneven, and a great part of it mountainous. A large 
proportion of the sou i* fertile, and adapted to the 
various purposes of northern agriculture. It is gen¬ 
erally deep, of a dark color, rich, moist, warm, loamy, 
and seldom parched by drought. The "intervales” 
along the rivers and lakes are regarded as the best for 
tillage; and much of the land among the mountains is 
excellent for grazing, and here there are found many 
fine farms. 

Mountains. —The Green mountains, so named on 
account of the evergreens with which they are covered, 
extend in a lofty, unbroken range, quite through the 
central part of the state, from north to south. In the 
southern part of Washington county they are separated 
into two ridges, thfe most westerly of which is much the 
highest The highest elevations in this ridge are Kil- 
lington peak, Camel's Hump. or " Camel's Rump,” as it 
is commonly called, and the "Chin,” in Mansfield 
mountains. Ascutney is another noted mountain of 
this state, lying at the southward of Windsor. 

Rivers and Lakes.—The principal rivers are the Con¬ 
necticut, Lamoille, Onion, Missisque, Winooski, White, 
Black, Passumpsic, Deerfield, West, and Otter Creek. 
Lakes Champlain and Memphremagog lie partly in 
this state. Among the smaller bodies of water are 
Lakes Dunmore and Bombazine. 

Islands. —The principal of these are North and South 
Hero, and La Motte, all of which are in Lake Cham¬ 
plain. 

CUmaU. —The climate is remarkably healthy, but is 
subject to great extremes of heat and cold, the range of 
temperature varying from 27° below zero Fahrenheit 
to 100° above. Winter usually commences in its great¬ 
est severity early in December, and often continues till 
April. During this season there is generally a preva¬ 
lence of fair weather, and the cold is more uniform and 
steady than in other parts of New England near the 
coast. 

Productive Resources —The chief products are horses, 
mules, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, butter, cheese, 
sugar, wax. silk, wool, lumber, pot and pearl ashes, 
hay, hops, hemp, flax, wheat, rye, barley, buckwheat, 
oats, potatoes, and Indian corn. Of the mineral or 
fossil resources, lead, iron, copperas, marble, limestone, 
and granite, form the prindpsl 

Manufactures. —Leather, bar and cast iron, boots and 
shoes, linseed oil, nails, mechanical and agricultural 
implements, cotton and woollen goods, paper, See., are 
among the products of manufacturing industry. Mar¬ 
ble is quarried, sawn, and polished, in several places. 

Railroads and Canute. —There are several long lines 
of railroad in Vermont, extending from the borders of 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire to Burlington and 
Canada, and from Rutland to Whitehall and Troy in 
New York. There are about 400 miles of railroad in 
the state. There are some short canals, designed to 
overcome obstructions in the navigation of the Connec¬ 
ticut and White rivers. 

Commerce.—The foreign commeroe of Vermont is 
mostly with Canada. Its principal port is Burlington, 
on Lake Champlain. Its domestic and foreign trade 
amounts in value to about throe fourths of a million of 
dollars annually. 

Ed u ca ti on.—The oldest literary institution is the 
university at Burlington, founded in 179L There are 
also. Middlebury college, Norwich university, and a 
medical school at Woodstock, all in a flourishing condi¬ 



tion. Besides these, there are many 
some 3,000 common schools in the state. 

Population .—In 1790 85,418: in 1800.154,465 ; is ISA 
217,713; in 1820.235,764; in 1830,280,652; is 1644,291,- 
948; in 1850.314.120. 

Government —The legislative power is v e s te d a s 
senate of thirty members, and a house of rtpnassta 
three, consisting of one member from each town; sad 
the executive power in a governor, or, in his shame, 
a lieutenant-governor-all chosen annually by the peo¬ 
ple, on the first Tuesday in September. The jndkary 
powers are vested in a supreme coart of five judges, 
and county courts (each composed of one judge of i ha 
supreme court and two assistant judges), aft chosen an¬ 
nually by the legislature. A council of thirteen censors 
is chosen once in seven years, to supervise the legisla¬ 
tive and executive branches of government. The right 
of suffrage vests in male citizens of twenty-one jeers 
of age, who have resided in the state one year, and are 
of quiet and peaceable behavior. 

History. —The first permanent settlement in Vermont 
was made at Fort Hummer, in 1724, though the north¬ 
westerly part of this state was visited fay Champlaza 
and others as early as 1609. In the year 1739, new 
Hampshire claimed jurisdiction of the territory, and 
made many grants of land west of Connecticut river. 
The same territory was also claimed by New York, 
whore right was established by decision of the erowa, 
in 1764. In die meantime, New York had also made 
grants to others of the same tracts, which caused con¬ 
tinued disputes, and even resistance, for years, hi 
1774, New York passed severe enactments on the sub¬ 
ject ; but, at the commencement of the Revolution, the 
contest was suspended. In 1777, the people, preferring 
a government of their own, met in convention, and <fe- 
dared themselves a free and independent state- In 
consequence of these conflicting claims. Congress dared 
not admit Vermont into the Union at the commence¬ 


ment of die Revolutionary war, for fear of offending 
New Hampshire and New York, although she had ex¬ 
pressed a readiness to throw off the British yoke. By 
another convention, held at Windsor, in 1777, a state 
constitution was adopted, but the government was not 
organized before 1778. In 1786, this constitution was 
modified, and was again revised in 1793. In 1790, tbs 
controversy with New York was ended by the payment 
of 830,000, and the year following Vermont was admit¬ 
ted into the Union as a sovereign state. Motto of Use 
seal, “ Freedom and Unity.”

Atlantic; south by North Carolina and Tennessee; west 
by Kentucky, from which it ia separated by the Cum¬ 
berland mountains and Big Sandy river; and north¬ 
west by Ohio, from which it is separated by the river 
Ohio. Its superficial area is 01,352 equare miles. 

Physical Aspect .—The face of the country of this 
state, though exhibiting but little grandeur, is greatly 
diversified, and in some parts is rich and pleasing, in 
the continued outline of hill, valley, river, and plain. 
The soil, too, is as varied ns the surface, as every grade 
of fertility and sterility is to be met with, from the rich¬ 
est to the most barren. Virginia may be divided into 
four zones, essentially differing from each other. The 
first, which extends from the coast to the head of tide¬ 
water, at Fredericksburgh, Richmond, Ate., over 100 
miles, is low and flat, in some places fenny, in others 
sandy, and on the margin of rivers the soil is composed 
of a rich loam. The second division extends from the 
bead of tide-water to the Blue ridge. Near the former 
the surface is level; higher up the streams it becomes 
undulating and swelling; and, as we approach the 
mountain, it is often broken and abrupt. The soil is 
divided into sections, unequal in quality, running paral¬ 
lel to each other, and extending quite across the state. 
Hie parallel of Chesterfield, Henrico, Hanover, Su\, is 
thin and sandy, and, except on the borders of the rivers, 
Is unproductive. That of Goochland, Cumberland, 
Prince Edward. Halifax, Ate., is generally fertile. Flu¬ 
vanna, Buckingham, Campbell, Pittsylvania, again, are 
poor; and Culpeper, Orange, Albemarle, Bedford, Ate., 
are rich, though frequently consisting of h stony, broken 
soil, reposingon a substratum of tenacious and red-col¬ 
ored clay. Hie third division embraces the valley be¬ 
tween the Blue ridge and the great North Shenandoah 
and Branch mountain, and the Allegany chain, which, 
with little interruption, extends from the Pofomnc to 
Carolina and Tennessee. Tbe. surface of the valley in 
some instances is broken by sharp, solitary mountains, 
detached from the g> neral chain, tbe flanks of which 
are nearly bare, or but thinly covered with stunted 

{ lines. The soil in the valley consists of a rich mould, 
oraied on a bed of limestone. The fourth division ex¬ 
tends from the Alleganies to the river Ohio, and is com¬ 
posed of a country wild aDd broken, in some parts fer¬ 
tile, but generally barren or poor. The surface is un¬ 
even and hilly, but the soil of a great proportion of 
Randolph and the adjacent counties, in the northwest 
part of the state, is excellent, and well adapted fur 
grazing. / 

Mountain .—The Allegany range, including its nu¬ 
merous ridges, covers the whole middle sections of the 
state. Among the local names, besides the Blue ridge, 
may be mentioned the Cumberland, Great North She¬ 
nandoah, Branch, Great Flat Top, Iron, and Cacapon 
mountains. 

Rivero, Lakes, and Boys.—The principal rivers are, 
tbe Potomac, James, Shenandoah, Rappahannock, Pa- 
munky, Mattapony, York, Rivanna, Elizabeth, Appo¬ 
mattox, Nottoway, 8taunton, Meherrin, Ohio, Great Ka¬ 
nawha, Sandy, Little Kanawha, Cheat, and Mononga- 
hela. Drummond lake lies in the Dismal swamp, wt itch 
serves as a feeder to the main trunk of thn Dismal- 
Swamp canal Tbe lower part of Chesapeake bay lies 
wholly in this state. Among the lesser beys are the 
Pokomoke, Sinepoxent, and Mob Jack. 

Islands .—Along the coast there is a long chain of low, 
flat islands, the chief of which are. Wallop’s, Matomkin, 
Cedar, Parainore’s, Hog, Prout’s, and Smith's. 

CUmata .—The climate of the tide-water region is gen¬ 
erally healthy, except in the months of August. Septem¬

.Productive Resources .—Tbe principal products of fUs 
state are horses, mules, neat cattle, aheep, swine, poul¬ 
try, butter, cheese, wine, sugar, wax, silk, cotton, wool, 
hemp, flax, tobacco, fice, wheat, rye, barley, oaU, bock- 
wheat, potatoes, and Indian com. Of tbe firnril aud 
mineral resources, gold, copper, Iron, lead, coni, mar¬ 
ble, limestone, and salt, are the most important. But 
the most valuable are iron, coal, and salt. The belt of 
country in which gold is found is in the county of Spott- 
eylvania, and the regions adjacent The coal faid» are 
very extensive, anthracite being found on tbe cawttrly 
side of die Alleganies, and bituminous on tbe a 
Salt-springs occur on the banka of the Great Kan 
where salt is manufactured in great abundance. 

Manufacture*. —Iron ranks first among tbe man 
tures of Virginia, embracing machinery, flreurms, 1 
ware, cutlery, See. Cotton and woollen mnraiaicj 

rank next, in which about $2,500,000 is invested. _ 

the manufacture of tobacco about $2,000,000 is invented. 

Railroads and Canals. —There are about 700 milee of 
railroad in operation in Virginia, and more in ]_ 
of construction. The most important canals in 
state are, the James River and the Kanawha * 
reaching from Richmond to Lynchbnrg, 146 miles, i 
tbe Dismal-Swamp canal, 23 miles. 

Commerce. —The foreign exports and imports of Vir¬ 
ginia amount to about $5,000,000 annually. Tbe do¬ 
mestic exports and imports amount to about $25,0001000 
annually. The principal articles of domestic export are 
tobacco and flour. The shipping owned in tbe alate fit 
about 60,000 tons.

Washington college, at Lexington; tbe university, at 
Charlottesville; Randolph college, at BoyUtown; Em¬ 
ory and Henry college, at Glade Spring; Rector col¬ 
lege, in Taylor county; Bethany college, at Bqlhany; 
and Richmond college, at Richmond. There are also 
a military institute at Lexington; medical schools at 
Richmond, Charlottesville (attached to tbe oniven4ty>, 
and Winchester; law schools, attached to tbe univer¬ 
sity and William and Mary college; and thootogfeal 
seminaries in Fairfax and Prince Edward counties, and 
at Richmond. There are also about 900 academies and 
2,500 common schools in the state. The permanent 
literary fund of Virginia is over $1,500,000. 

Government. —The legislative power is vested in a 
senate of 50 members, chosen for four years, one half 
biennially, and a bouse of delegates, of 158 m em bers, 
chosen biennially. The executive power Is vested in a 

{ governor, elected by tbe people, for four yean, who fit 
neligible for the succeeding term; and a lieutenant- 
governor, elected for a like term. Hie legislature mo ots 
biennially, at Richmond. A secretary of state, treas¬ 
urer, and auditor, are elected by tbe assembly. The 
' idiciary power is vested in a supreme court of appeals 
strict courts, and circuit courts, all tbe judges of 
which are elected by tbe people. Tbe right ot suffrage 
is extended to every white male citizen twenty-ona 
years of age, who haa resided two years in tbe stats, 
and one year in the^ place where he offers to vote. 
Votes, in all election*, are vtoe oooof dumb p e r so n s 
may vote by ballot 

History —The present state of Virginia embraces but 
a portion of the ancient ** Vlrginla, r as granted to Skr 
Walter Raleigh, in 1584, which included all tbe lands 
he should discover between the thirty-third and fortieth 
degrees of north latitude, and which name became final¬ 
ly restricted to what now constitutes this state. Under 
inis charter, Raleigh planted a colony on tbe inland of 
Roanoke; but, after repeated trials and disasters, tbe 
patent was vacated, and tbe country was again left to 
the quiet poesession of tbe Indians. Tbe first perma¬ 
nent settlement lit America, by the English, waa made 
at Jamestown, in 1607, by 105 adventurers. A second 
charter was granted to the London company, in 160^ 
radically changing the constitution, and enlarging tbs 
territory of the colony along the coast, within the nsshs 
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of900 miles north end 900 miles sooth of Old Point Com¬ 
fort ; that is, from the southern limits of North Carolina 
to the northern boundary of Maryland, and extending 
westward from sea to sea. But so vague were the view* 
of the company, or the adventurer*, under this patent, 
that discord and wretchedness compelled the settlers to 
break up their establishment in 1010. The rear follow* 
Ing, Sir Thomas Oates arrived with 300 immigrants, 
and assumed the government of the colony, which then 
numbered 700 men. In 1619, a third charter was grant¬ 
ed to the London company; but the colony remained 
under anarchy and tyranny until 1619, when martial 
law was abolished, and the first provincial aasembly 
was convened at Jamestown, In 1681, the company 
granted to their colony a “ written constitution," which, 
with singular liberality, ordained that a general assem¬ 
bly, chosen by the people, should be convened annu¬ 
ally, its acts to be auniect to the supervision of the com¬ 
pany in England. The acts of the company, also, were 
not binding, till ratified by the assembly. It established 
the right of trial by jury. These rights and privileges 
were ever after claimed by Virginia, and formed the 
basis of her civil freedom. In 1682, a general massacre 
of the English was attempted by the Indians, and 347 
of them perished. The rest were saved by the timely 
warning of Pocahontas, daughter of Powhatan, the In¬ 
dian king. She was like a preserving angel to the fco- 
tile settlement In 1684. the London company was dis¬ 
solved, and the colony was again subject to flue crown. 
In 1644, another general massacre of the white* was 

Attempted, but without success, the Wow having be. 

fortunately averted 'by the skill, prudence, and courage, 
of Captain John Smith, one of the moat efficient men 
in the colony. During the commonwealth, under 
Cromwell, In the restoration of Charles 1L, in 1600, 
Virginia was left almost entirely to her own indepen¬ 
dence. Her governors during this period were chosen 
by the burgesses, who were the representatives of the 
people. In 1673, Charles II. granted to Lord Culpeper, 
and the earl of Arlington, “ all the dominion of land 
and wal«i <al b d Viiifnia," foi tMity <me ft ai* W ith* 
in tw i 

was virtually abolished, and the liberties of the people 
were otherwise seriously abridged. This, together with 
the pressure of increasing grievances, resulted in open 
rebellion, followed by Indian aggressions, which con- 
tinned for four years. In 1677, Culpeper, after pur¬ 
chasing the rights of Arlington, was appointed governor 


over the colony for file, and Virginia became n profrrt* 
etary government, which remained in force until 1*4, 
when the grant was recalled, and Culpeper expelled 
from office. The remaining portion or the history of 
this state is marked with few incidents of inponaMe, 
down to the period of the Revolution, except time in 
the French and Indian war, between 1754 and 1761 la 
1786, that part of Vrginia now constituting the stole of 
Ohio was erected by act of Congress into the M Western 
Territory," the name of which was afterward 
to the “Territory northwest of the river Ohia” Tim 
same year, the district of Kentucky was also set apart, 
by act of Congress, into a new territory, but the sirga 
ration from the “ Old Dominion" did not tmhn place 
before 1798. The first constitution of Virginia wm 
adopted in 1776, which was revised and ■bmwH in 
1630, and continued in operation till October, i«i , 
when a new one was adopted. The constitution of the 
United States was ratified in 17661 Motto of the seal.

Washington, city, D. C„ the capital of the United 
States, is pleasantly situated on the east bank of the 
Potomac river, in latitude 3D* 9 53* 34* north, ami longi¬ 
tude 77® 1' 30* west from Greenwich. It is 195 miles 
from the ocean, following the course of the river, 225 
miles southwest of Hew York, and 1,208 miles north¬ 
east of New Orleana The city is built on a point of 
land formed by the confluence of the Potomac and the 
Anacoatin rivers, which afford a good harbor for vessels 
of the largest clasa Commerce, however, flows natu¬ 
rally toward Baltimore, leaving to Washington perhaps 
a less rapid but more quiet growth. A more beautiful 
site for a city could hanlly be obtained. It was selected 
by Washington as the fittest locality for the seat of the 
national government, and the city was laid out under 
his direction. It is said his attention was called to the 
advantages of this location as long previous as when he 
had been a youthful surveyor of the country around. 
Pleasant slopes, decked with elegant mansions, suiv 
rounded by bills and varied wflhery, and the general 
aspect and airiness of the town, conduce to render 
Washington an agreeable place of residence. The city 
is planned on a grand scale, and, if ever built up as 
originally designed, would be one of the finest cities in 
the world. By this plan, seven spacious avenues were 
laid out, to diverge from the capitol as a centre, and 


five avenues form rare from tha president's bone, the 
latter building and me capitol being each situated on 
beautiful eminences, about one and a half miles apart, 
and connected fay Pennsylvania avenue, now the prin¬ 
cipal street in die chy. The avenues are named aftei 
different states, and are crossed diagonally by streets 
running east and west, named after the letters of the 
alphabet, and others running north and south, which 
are named after numbers. The avenues and streets 
leading to public places are from 120 to 160 feet wide, 
and the other streets are from 70 to 110 feet wide. 
Only a comparatively small part of its extensive site is 
yet covered by buildings, which, in connection with its 
spacious avenues, has given St the designation of the 
M dty of magnificent distances." A bridge a mile long 
creases the Potomac, another the Anacosua (sometimes 
termed the eastern branch of the Potomac), and two 
others, over Rock creek, connect Washington with 
Georgetown. On the Anacostla is a navy-yard, occu¬ 
pying an area of 27 acres. 

The capitol is Justly regarded as one of the finest sta 
tional buildings in the world. It stands on a gentle 
eminence, in me midst of a beautiful space of 23 acres, 
highly ornamented with trees, shrubbery, dec. The 
done, which Is 120 feet from the ground, is the first 
object which strikes the eye from • distance. The 
edifice Is of freestone, and, as originally built, consisted 
of a central part Mid two wings. The width of the 
whole building vh SB feet, and depth of the wings 
121 feet, all occupying an area of one and a half acres.

The president ■ house is a noble and spacious edifice, 
also of freestone. It is 170 feet long, and 86 feet wide, 
with Ionic pDasteru, Minpreheiidlinf two lofty stories, 
with ii atone balustrade. The north from it ornament- 
ed with a portico, sucta^^ by four Ionic columns, 
with three projecting columns, affording a shelter for 
carriages to drive under. The garden, m southern 
front, Is embellished by a circular colonnade of six 
Ionic eohunna. The interior of the president's house 
possesses one superb reception-room, commonly known 
aa the *' East room," and two oval drawing-rooms, one 
in each story, of very beautiful proportion!!. The house 
stands in an enclosed area of soma twenty acres, and 
commands from its balcony one of the loveliest pros¬ 
pects in tho country. 

Near the president’s house are the buildings occupied 
by the state, treasury, war, ami navy departments. 
Tne United States treasury la 300 feet long, with a wing 
in the rear of 100 feet. Along the front is a colonnade, 
composed of 23 columns, of massive proportions The 
general postofflee is a splendid marble building, with 
two wings, and adorned with pilasters The patent- 
office Is a spacious and noble-looking building. The 
models of inventions are here placed on exhibition, 
and form an Interesting development of the genius of 
our country. 

The erection of the Washington monument la steadily 
progressing, and has reached a considerable altitude. 
The most prominent and imposing object of this colos¬ 
sal structure will be the obelisk shaft rising through 
the centre to the height of 600 feet, 70 feet square at 
the base, end 40 at the top. The several states of the 
Union, and many associations, have each prepared a 
stone, bearing an appropriate inscription, to be placed 
i in the monument.

From the river, William»hurgh pre¬ 
sents s fine effect; its tall steeples, and s number of im¬ 
posing manufactories along its water-front, add much 
to the picturesqueness of the place. Its streets are rog- 
ular, generally well paved, lighted with gas, and orna¬ 
mented with trees. Here a large number of persons 
who do business in New York reside, crossing daily by 
the four steam-ferries, the boats of which ply constantly 
between the two cities; other citizens are extensively 
engaged in ship-building, and in the manufacture of 
blocks, cordage, marble, glue, glass, chemicals, oil, cast- 
in vs. buttons, and lamps. 

The progress of Wiliiamsburgh is one of the phenom¬ 
ena of the age. Thirty years ago, a few insignificant 
buildings stood on the around now covered by its nor¬ 
thern part. After slowly increasing for about twenty 
years, it recei ve d • new impetus, apd rose, in ten years, 
from s village of 5,000 souls, to the sixth city of the 
Empire state. It is destined to a still higher rank. 
Wiliiamsburgh wins formerly a part of the town of Bu-h- 
wick, and. urai incorporated m s village in 1827; with 
extended powers in 1835, and as a efty in 1851. The 
population of Bushwick, in 18801 was 930: of Williams- 
burgh, in 183©.

Physical Aspect .—The face of the country is rather 
undulating, than either hilly or flat, though both ex¬ 
tremes exist The highest lands in the state are those 
forming the dividing ridge between the Mississippi and 
Lake Superior. From this ridge, toward the sooth and 
southwest, the descent la gradual, until the in c lina tion 
is interrupted by another ridge, in the region of the 
Wisconsin and Neenah rivers, which extends across 
the state. From the latter ridge proceeds another gen¬ 
tle inclined plain, down which flow the waters of Rock 
river and its branches into the Illinois. Along the Mis¬ 
sissippi Wisconsin, and Helena rivers, there are numer¬ 
ous hills and bluffs, varying from 300 to 1,000 feet in 
height above the surface of these streams. The country 
bordering directly on Superior has a very precipitous 
descent toward the lake. From the entrance of Green 


bay there is another ridge of broken land, running in a 
southwesterly direction, more or less uninterrupted, 
until it passes the confines of the state. The soil is 
generally of great fertility, and productive of all nor¬ 
thern crops, in most situations that are not marshy or 
too wet. In Dane county, it is stated that the soil is 
composed, for the most part, of the black depoaite of 
decayed vegetation, which for countless ages has flour¬ 
ished in wild luxuriance, and rotted upon the surface; 
of loam; and, in a few localities, of day mixed with 
sand. The deposite of vegetable mould has uniformly 
several inches of thickness on the tops and rides of hills; 
in the valleys it is frequently a number of feet, A soil 
thus created, of impalpable powder, formed of the ele¬ 
ments of organic matter—“ the dust of death'*—we need 
scarcely remark, is adapted to the highest and most 
profitable purposes of agriculture -, yielding crop after 
crop, in rank abundance, without any aitificial manu¬ 
ring. 

/fivers, Likes, and Bays.—The chief rivets are, the 
Mississippi. Wisconsin, Rock, St. Louis, Montreal Bar- 
aboo, Wolf, Fox or Neenah, Black, Chippewa or Ojib- 
wa, Catfish, and the Menomonee. The principal lakes, 
besides Superior and Michigan, are, Winnebago, Four 
Lakes, Wingra, Koshkonong, Packawa. Buffalo, Green, 
Little Green, Pewaugone, Great and Little Butte-des- 
Morts, Maquanago, Wissaua, Kancbee, La Belle, Nago- 
wicka, Oeonomewoc, Nashotah (Twin take*), Como, 
Delavan, Geneva, Deer, Sarah, Swan, Mud, Katakitte- 
kon, or Lac Vieux Desert. The chief bays are the Che- 
gowawegon and Fond du Lac, in Lake Superior, and 
a part of Green bay in Lake Michigan. 

Islands .—These are, Bartlett's, Apostles', 8tocton’s, 
and Madeline, in Lake Superior, ana Doty’s island, is 
Fox river. 


Climate .—The climate of this state, notwithstanding 
its high northern latitude, is more favorable than that 
of corresponding parallels in New England and New 
York. Yet its winters are severe and long, with con¬ 
tinued deep snows for several months, and the lakes 
and streams are strongly locked up in ice. The harbor 
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of Milwaukee Is usually closed from the middle to the 
end of November, and is opened to the spring some¬ 
times as early as the first week In March, while » other 
seasons it is closed as late as the middle of April Da¬ 
ring the growing season, however, vegetation springs 
ap as If by magic, and puts forward with astonlshiifg 
rapidity and luxuriance. Spring and autumn are usu¬ 
ally mild, and are leaa liable to destructive frosts than 
the more easterly states. 

Productive Reeovrce *.—The chief products of this 
state are, horses, mulos, neat cattle, sheep, swine, poul¬ 
try, butter, cheese, wax, sugar, wool, hemp, flax, wheat, 
rye, barley, buckwheat, oats, potatoes, ana Indian corn. 
Of the mineral wealth, lead, copper, and iron, are found 
in considerable abundance, but have not, as yet, been 
extensively wrought 

Man ufattune ,—This state is yet too young In years 
to have made much progress In manufactures. Mora 
than nine tenths of toe people are engaged in agricul¬ 
ture, and a portion of tne remaining tenth are engaged 
in mining, in 1850, there were in tne state 1,1273 man¬ 
ufacturing establishments, which produced #500 and 
upward each annually. 

Railroad* and Canale .—There are several railroads 
being constructed, or sre already in operation, in Wis¬ 
consin. Among them are, one muon Milwaukee to Ga¬ 
lena, 70 miles long, forming a junction with the Chicago 
and Galena Union railroad: and the Rock River road, 
extending from Chicago, Illinois, to Fond du Lae, 
tills state. Plank-roads are also constructed, here to a 
considerable extent, the abundance of lumber and the 
level surface of the country offering ready facilities for 
their construction. The Portage canal, ct i

On the west bank of the Muskin- 
gam, are Putuam and West Zanesville, two flourishing 
villages, intimately connected with the town, not only 
by two bridges, but also by reciprocal interests and 
operationaPopulation In 1830, 3,216; In 1840, 4,766 
or Including the adjacent places, 7,000: In 1850,7,929.
